About  two  out  of  three  housing  units  in  1970  were  in  the  Nation's  243  standard 
metropolitan  statistical  areas  (SMSA's).  Of  the  46.3  million  housing  units  inside  SMSA's, 
22.6  million  were  located  inside  the  central  cities  and  23.7  million  were  outside  the 
central  cities.  Thus  in  1970,  slightly  less  than  half  (49  percent)  of  the  housing  in  SMSA's 
was  inside  the  central  cities.  In  contrast,  more  than  half  (54  percent)  of  the  metropolitan 
housing  in  1960  was  located  in  the  central  cities. 

About  63  percent  of  the  households  in  the  United  States  owned  their  homes  in  1970. 
Homeownership  was  more  prevalent  in  the  nonmetropolitan  areas  and  in  the  metropolitan 
areas  outside  the  central  cities  (70  percent)  than  inside  the  central  cities  (48  percent). 

Median  value  of  owner-occupied,  one-family  homes  ranged  from  a  low  of  $10,500  in 
Arkansas  to  a  high  of  $35,100  in  Hawaii.  Median  monthly  rents  ranged  from  $46  in 
Mississippi  to  $171  in  Alaska.

AREA  CLASSIFICATIONS 

Urban  and  rural  residence.-Urban  housing  comprises 
all  housing  units  in  urbanized  areas  and  in  places  of 
2,500  inhabitants  or  more  outside  urbanized  areas. 
More  specifically,  urban  housing  consists  of  all 
housing  units  in  (a)  places  of  2,500  inhabitants  or 
more  incorporated  as  cities,  villages,  boroughs  and 
towns  with  certain  exceptions,  (b)  unincorporated 
places  of  2,500  inhabitants  or  more;  and  (c)  other 
territory,  incorporated  or  unincorporated,  included 
in  urbanized  areas.  Housing  units  not  classified  as 
urban  constitute  rural  housing. 

Standard  metropolitan  statistical  areas.— The  Bureau 
of  the  Census  recognizes  243  standard  metropolitan 
statistical  areas  (SMSA's)  in  the  United  States  and 
four  in  Puerto  Rico,  making  a  total  of  247  in  the 
1970  census.  These  include  the  231  SMSA's  as 
defined  and  named  in  the  Bureau  of  the  Budget 
publication,  Standard  Metropolitan  Statistical  Areas: 
1967,  U.S.  Government  Printing  Office,  Washington, 
D.C.  20402.  Since  1967,  16  SMSA's  have  been  added, 
of  which  two  were  defined  in  January  1968  and  an 
additional  14  were  defined  in  February  1971  on  the 
basis  of  the  results  of  the  1970  census.  Changes  in 
SMSA  boundaries  or  titles  made  after  February  1971 
are  not  recognized  in  this  report.  SMSA's  are  defined 
by  the  Office  of  Management  and  Budget  (formerly 
Bureau  of  the  Budget). 

Except  in  the  New  England  States,  a  standard 
metropolitan  statistical  area  is  a  county  or  group  of 
contiguous  counties  which  contains  at  least  one  city 
of  50,000  inhabitants  or  more,  or  "twin  cities"  with  a 
combined  population  of  at  least  50,000.  In  addition 
to  the  county  or  counties,  containing  such  a  city  or 
cities,  contiguous  counties  are  included  in  an  SMSA 
if,  according  to  certain  criteria,  they  are  socially  and 
economically  integrated  with  the  central  city.  In  a 
few  cities  where  portions  of  counties  outside  the 
SMSA  as  defined  in  1967  were  annexed  to  the  central 
city,  the  population  living  in  those  counties  is  not 
considered  part  of  the  central  city.  In  the  New 
England  States,  SMSA's  consist  of  towns  and  cities 
instead  of  counties.  Each  SMSA  must  include  at  least 
one  central  city,  and  the  complete  title  of  an  SMSA 
identifies  the  central  city  or  cities.  For  a  detailed 
description  of  the  criteria  used  in  defining  SMSA's, 
see  the  Bureau  of  the  Budget  publication  cited  above. 


residential  use  (e.g.,  a  one-family  home,  apartment 
house,  hotel  or  motel,  boarding  house,  mobile  home 
or  trailer,  etc.).  Living  quarters  may  also  be  in 
structures  intended  for  nonresidential  use  (e.g.,  the 
rooms  in  a  warehouse  where  a  watchman  lives),  as 
well  as  in  tents,  caves,  old  railroad  cars,  etc. 

A  housing  unit  is  a  house,  an  apartment,  a  group 
of  rooms,  or  a  single  room  occupied  or  intended  for 
occupancy  as  separate  living  quarters.  Separate  living 
quarters  are  those  in  which  the  occupants  do  not  live 
and  eat  with  any  other  persons  in  the  structure  and 
which  quarters  have  either  (1)  direct  access  from  the 
outside  of  the  building  or  through  a  common  hall  or 
(2)  complete  kitchen  facilities  for  the  exclusive  use  of 
the  occupants.  The  occupants  may  be  a  single  family, 
one  person  living  alone,  two  or  more  families  living 
together,  or  any  other  group  of  related  or  unrelated 
persons  who  share  living  arrangements  (except  as 
described  in  the  paragraph  on  group  quarters).  For 
vacant  units,  the  criteria  of  separateness,  direct 
access,  and  complete  kitchen  facilities  for  exclusive 
use  are  applied  to  the  intended  occupants,  whenever 
possible.  If  the  information  cannot  be  obtained,  the 
criteria  are  applied  to  the  previous  occupants.  Both 
occupied  and  vacant  housing  units  are  included  in  the 
housing  inventory,  except  that  mobile  homes,  trailers, 
tents,  boats,  and  railroad  cars  are  included  only  if 
they  are  occupied. 

Group  quarters  are  living  arrangements  for  institu- 
tional inmates  or  for  other  groups  containing  five  or 
more  persons  not  related  to  the  person  in  charge. 
Group  quarters  are  located  most  frequently  in  institu- 
tions, boarding  houses,  military  barracks,  college 
dormitories,  fraternity  and  sorority  houses,  hospitals, 
monasteries,  convents,  and  ships.  A  house  or  apart- 
ment is  considered  group  quarters  if  it  is  shared  by 
the  person  in  charge  and  five  or  more  persons 
unrelated  to  him,  or  if  there  is  no  person  in  charge, 
by  six  or  more  unrelated  persons.  Information  on  the 
housing  characteristics  of  group  quarters  was  not 
collected  in  the  census. 

Year-round  housing  units.— Data  on  housing  charac- 
teristics are  limited  to  year-round  housing  units,  i.e., 
all  occupied  units  plus  vacant  units  which  are 
intended  for  year-round  use.  Vacant  units  intended 
for  seasonal  occupancy  and  vacant  units  held  for 
migratory  labor  are  excluded  because  it  is  difficult  to 
obtain  reliable  information  for  them. 


DEFINITIONS 

Housing  units.— Living  quarters  are  classified  in  the 
census  as  either  housing  units  or  group  quarters. 
Usually,  living  quarters  are  in  structures  intended  for 


Occupied  housing  units.— A  housing  unit  is  classified 
as  occupied  if  a  person  or  group  of  persons  is  living  in 
it  at  the  time  of  enumeration  or  if  the  occupants  are 
only  temporarily  absent,  for  example,  on  vacation. 
However,  if  the  persons  staying  in  the  unit  have  their 


usual  place  of  residence  elsewhere,  the  unit  is 
classified  as  vacant. 

One-unit  structures.— A  structure  is  a  separate  build- 
ing that  either  has  open  space  on  all  sides  or  is 
separated  from  other  structures,  by  dividing  walls 
that  extend  from  ground  to  roof.  A  one-unit  struc- 
ture contains  only  one  housing  unit,  either  occupied 
or  vacant. 

Plumbing  facilities.— The  category  "with  all  plumbing 
facilities"  consists  of  units  which  have  hot  and  cold 
piped  water,  as  well  as  a  flush  toilet  and  a  bathtub  or 
shower  inside  the  structure  for  the  exclusive  use  of 
the  occupants  of  the  unit.  "Lacking  some  or  all 
plumbing"  means  that  the  unit  does  not  have  all  three 
specified  plumbing  facilities  (hot  and  cold  piped 
water,  as  well  as  flush  toilet  and  bathtub  or  shower 
inside  the  structure),  or  that  the  toilet  or  bathing 
facilities  are  also  for  the  use  of  the  occupants  of  other 
housing  units. 

Rooms.— Rooms  to  be  counted  include  whole  rooms 
used  for  living  purposes,  such  as  living  rooms,  dining 
rooms,  kitchens,  bedrooms,  finished  recreation 
rooms,  family  rooms,  etc.  Not  counted  as  rooms  are 
bathrooms,  porches,  balconies,  foyers,  halls,  half- 
rooms,  kitchenettes,  strip  or  pullman  kitchens,  utility 
rooms,  unfinished  attics,  basements,  or  other  space 
used  for  storage. 

Persons.— All  persons  occupying  the  housing  unit  are 
counted.  These  persons  include  not  only  occupants 
related  to  the  head  of  the  household  but  also  any 
lodgers,  roomers,  boarders,  partners,  wards,  foster 
children,  and  resident  employees  who  share  the  living 
quarters  of  the  household  head. 

Persons  per  room.— "Persons  per  room"  is  computed 
by  dividing  the  number  of  persons  in  the  unit  by  the 
number  of  rooms  in  the  unit.  The  category  "1.01  or 
more  persons  per  room"  indicates  an  average  of  more 
than  one  person  to  a  room. 

Tenure.— A  housing  unit  is  "owner  occupied"  if  the 
owner  or  co-owner  lives  in  the  unit,  even  if  it  is 
mortgaged  or  not  fully  paid  for.  A  cooperative  or 
condominium  unit  is  "owner  occupied"  only  if  the 
owner  or  co-owner  lives  in  it.  All  other  occupied  units 
are  classified  as  "renter  occupied,"  including  units 
rented  for  cash  rent  and  those  occupied  without 
payment  of  cash  rent. 

Negro  head  of  household.— The  classification  by  race 
shown  here  refers  to  the  race  of  the  head  of  the 


household  occupying  the  housing  unit.  The  concept 
of  race  as  used  by  the  Census  Bureau  does  not  denote 
clear-cut  scientific  definitions  of  biological  stock.  The 
data  represent  essentially  self-classification  by  people 
according  to  the  race  with  which  they  identify 
themselves. 

Value.— Value  is  the  respondent's  estimate  of  how 
much  the  property  (house  and  lot)  would  sell  for,  if  it 
were  for  sale.  For  vacant  units,  value  is  the  price 
asked  for  the  property.  The  statistics  on  value  are 
shown  only  for  one-family  houses  on  less  than  10 
acres  without  a  commercial  establishment  or  medical 
office  on  the  property.  The  value  tabulations  also 
exclude  mobile  homes  and  trailers  and  units  in 
cooperatives  and  condominiums. 

Contract  rent.— Contract  rent  is  the  monthly  rent 
agreed  to,  or  contracted  for,  regardless  of  any 
furnishings,  utilities,  or  services  that  may  be  included. 
For  vacant  units,  rent  is  the  amount  asked  for  the 
unit  at  the  time  of  enumeration.  The  statistics  on  rent 
exclude  one-family  houses  on  10  acres  or  more. 

Vacant  housing  units.— A  housing  unit  is  vacant  if  no 
one  is  living  in  it  at  the  time  of  enumeration,  unless 
its  occupants  are  only  temporarily  absent.  In  addi- 
tion, a  vacant  unit  may  be  one  which  is  occupied 
entirely  by  persons  who  have  a  usual  residence 
elsewhere. 

Homeowner  vacancy  rate.— The  homeowner  vacancy 
rate  is  the  number  of  year-round  vacant  units  for  sale 
as  a  percent  of  the  total  homeowner  inventory;  i.e., 
all  owner-occupied  units  and  year-round  vacant  units 
for  sale. 

Rental  vacancy  rate.— The  rental  vacancy  rate  is  the 
number  of  year-round  vacant  units  for  rent  as  a 
percent  of  the  total  rental  inventory;  i.e.,  all  renter- 
occupied  units  and  all  year-round  vacant  units  for 
rent. 

Symbols  and  derived  figures.— In  this  report,  a  dash 
"— "  signifies  zero.  Percents  which  round  to  less  than 
0.1  are  not  shown  but  indicated  as  zero  (i.e.,  "— "). 
The  median,  which  is  a  type  of  average,  is  the  middle 
value  in  a  distribution;  i.e.,  the  median  divides  the 
distribution  into  two  equal  parts— one-half  of  the 
cases  fall  below  the  median  and  one-half  of  the  cases 
exceed  the  median.  Medians  for  rooms  and  persons 
are  rounded  to  the  nearest  tenth,  for  value  to  the 
nearest  hundred  dollars,  and  for  contract  rent  to  the 
nearest  dollar.

Housing  Characteristics,  United  States  Summary,  which  contains  additional  information  for  the 
geographic  areas  of  the  United  States  as  well  as  more  detailed  technical  explanations  and  corrections  in 
the  counts  for  certain  States) 

In  1970,  28  percent  of  the  67.7  million  year-round  housing  units  in  the  United  States 
were  in  multiunit  structures  and  69  percent  were  in  one-unit  structures.  The  remaining  3 
percent  were  in  mobile  homes  or  trailers.  Within  the  central  cities  of  the  Nation's 
standard  metropolitan  statistical  areas  (SMSA's),  there  was  almost  an  even  split,  about  49 
percent  in  multiunit  structures  and  51  percent  in  one-unit  structures.  The  ratios  were 
considerably  different  in  the  balance  of  the  metropolitan  areas;  less  than  one-quarter  of 
the  housing  units  were  in  multiunit  structures  and  three-quarters  were  in  one-unit 
structures.  Outside  of  metropolitan  areas,  the  proportions  were  13  percent  and  83 
percent,  respectively.  Mobile  homes  and  trailers  constituted  about  2  percent  of  the 
housing  units  in  metropolitan  areas  and  almost  5  percent  outside  metropolitan  areas. 

Almost  63  million,  or  93  percent,  of  the  year-round  housing  units  in  the  United  States 
had  complete  plumbing  facilities  in  1970.  Thus,  there  were  approximately  4.7  million 
units,  or  7  percent,  which  lacked  some  or  all  plumbing  facilities.  Inside  SMSA's,  about  1.6 
million  units,  or  4  percent,  lacked  complete  plumbing  facilities.  Outside  SMSA's,  the 
number  of  units  which  lacked  complete  plumbing  facilities  was  3.1  million,  or  14  percent. 
About  17  percent  of  the  units  with  a  Negro  as  the  household  head  lacked  some  or  all 
plumbing  facilities;  however,  this  proportion  varied  widely  between  areas— 7  percent  in- 
side SMSA's  and  49  percent  outside  SMSA's. 
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Number  of  persons  per  room  is  often  used  as  a 
measure  of  crowding.  In  the  United  States,  about  5 
million  housing  units,  or  8  percent,  had  1.01  or  more 
persons  per  room.  Among  units  with  Negro  house- 
hold heads,  1.2  million,  or  20  percent,  had  more  than 
one  person  per  room. 

Urban  and  rural  residence.— Urban  housing  comprises 
all  housing  units  in  urbanized  areas  and  in  places  of 
2,500  inhabitants  or  more  outside  urbanized  areas. 
More  specifically,  urban  housing  consists  of  all 
housing  units  in  (a)  places  of  2,500  inhabitants  or 
more  incorporated  as  cities,  villages,  boroughs,  and 
towns,  with  certain  exceptions;  (b)  unincorporated 
places  of  2,500  inhabitants  or  more;  and  (c)  other 
territory,  incorporated  or  unincorporated,  included  in 
urbanized  areas.  Housing  units  not  classified  as  urban 
constitute  rural  housing. 

Standard  metropolitan  statistical  areas.— The  Bureau 
of  the  Census  recognizes  243  standard  metropolitan 
statistical  areas  (SMSA's)  in  the  United  States  and  4 
in  Puerto  Rico,  making  a  total  of  247  in  the  1970 
census.  These  include  the  23I  SMSA's  as  defined  and 
named  in  the  Bureau  of  the  Budget  publication. 
Standard  Metropolitan  Statistical  Areas:  1967,  U.S. 
Government  Printing  Office,  Washington,  D.C. 
20402.  Since  1967,  16  SMSA's  have  been  added,  of 
which  two  were  defined  in  January  1968  and  an 
additional  14  were  defined  in  February  1971  on  the 
basis  of  the  results  of  the  1970  census.  Changes  in 
SMSA  boundaries  or  titles  made  after  February  1971 
are  not  recognized  in  this  report.  SMSA's  are  defined 
by  the  Office  or  Management  and  Budget  (formerly 
Bureau  of  the  Budget). 

Except  in  the  New  England  States,  a  standard 
metropolitan  statistical  area  is  a  county  or  group  of 
contiguous  counties  which  contains  at  least  one  city 
of  50,000  inhabitants  or  more,  or  "twin  cities"  with  a 
combined  population  of  at  least  50,000.  In  addition 
to  the  county,  or  counties,  containing  such  a  city  or 
cities,  contiguous  counties  are  included  in  an  SMSA 
if,  according  to  certain  criteria,  they  are  socially  and 
economically  integrated  with  the  central  city.  In  a 
few  cities  where  portions  of  counties  outside  the 
SMSA  as  defined  in  1967  were  annexed  to  the  central 
city,  the  population  living  in  those  counties  is  not 
considered    part    of    the   central    city.    In   the   New 


England  States,  SMSA's  consist  of  towns  and  cities 
instead  of  counties.  Each  SMSA  must  include  at  least 
one  central  city,  and  the  complete  title  of  an  SMSA 
identifies  the  central  city  or  cities.  For  a  detailed 
description  of  the  criteria  used  in  defining  SMSA's, 
see  the  Bureau  of  the  Budget  publication  cited  above. 

Housing  units.— Living  quarters  are  classified  in  the 
census  as  either  housing  units  or  group  quarters. 
Usually,  living  quarters  are  in  structures  intended  for 
residential  use  (e.g.,  a  one-family  home,  apartment 
house,  hotel  or  motel,  boarding  house,  mobile  home 
or  trailer,  etc.).  Living  quarters  may  also  be  in 
structures  intended  for  nonresidential  use  (e.g.,  the 
rooms  in  a  warehouse  where  a  watchman  lives),  as 
well  as  in  tents,  caves,  old  railroad  cars,  etc. 

A  housing  unit  is  a  house,  an  apartment,  a  group 
of  rooms,  or  a  single  room  occupied  or  intended  for 
occupancy  as  separate  living  quarters.  Separate  living 
quarters  are  those  in  which  the  occupants  do  not  live 
and  eat  with  any  other  persons  in  the  structure  and 
which  quarters  have  either  (1)  direct  access  from  the 
outside  of  the  building  or  through  a  common  hall  or 
(2)  complete  kitchen  facilities  for  the  exclusive  use  of 
the  occupants.  The  occupants  may  be  a  single  family, 
one  person  living  alone,  two  or  more  families  living 
together,  or  any  other  group  of  related  or  unrelated 
persons  who  share  living  arrangements  (except  as 
described  in  the  paragraph  on  group  quarters).  For 
vacant  units,  the  criteria  of  separateness,  direct 
access,  and  complete  kitchen  facilities  for  exclusive 
use  are  applied  to  the  intended  occupants,  whenever 
possible.  If  the  information  cannot  be  obtained,  the 
criteria  are  applied  to  the  previous  occupants.  Both 
occupied  and  vacant  housing  units  are  included  in  the 
housing  inventory,  except  that  mobile  homes,  trailers, 
tents,  boats,  and  railroad  cars  are  included  only  if 
they  are  occupied. 

Group  quarters  are  living  arrangements  for  insti- 
tutional inmates  or  for  other  groups  containing  five 
or  more  persons  not  related  to  the  person  in  charge. 
Group  quarters  are  located  most  frequently  in  insti- 
tutions, boarding  houses,  military  barracks,  college 
dormitories,  fraternity  and  sorority  houses,  hospitals, 
monasteries,  convents,  and  ships.  A  house  or  apart- 
ment is  considered  group  quarters  if  it  is  shared  by 
the    person    in    charge    and    five    or    more    persons 


unrelated  to  him,  or  if  there  is  no  person  in  charge, 
by  six  or  more  unrelated  persons.  Information  on  the 
housing  characteristics  of  group  quarters  was  not 
collected  in  the  census. 

Year-round  housing  units.— Data  on  housing  char- 
acteristics are  limited  to  year-round  housing  units, 
i.e.,  all  occupied  units  plus  vacant  units  which  are 
intended  for  year-round  use.  Vacant  units  intended 
for  seasonal  occupancy  and  vacant  units  held  for 
migratory  labor  are  excluded  because  it  is  difficult  to 
obtain  reliable  information  for  them. 

Tenure.— A  housing  unit  is  "owner  occupied"  if  the 
owner  or  co-owner  lives  in  the  unit,  even  if  it  is 
mortgaged  or  not  fully  paid  for.  A  cooperative  or 
condominium  unit  is  "owner  occupied"  only  if  the 
owner  or  co-owner  lives  in  it.  All  other  occupied  units 
are  classified  as  "renter  occupied,"  including  units 
rented  for  cash  rent  and  those  occupied  without 
payment  of  cash  rent. 


occupied  units  and  all  year-round  vacant  units  for 
rent. 

Plumbing  facilities.— The  category  "with  all  plumbing 
facilities"  consists  of  units  which  have  hot  and  cold 
piped  water,  as  well  as  a  flush  toilet  and  a  bathtub  or 
shower  inside  the  structure  for  the  exclusive  use  of 
the  occupants  of  the  unit.  "Lacking  some  or  all 
plumbing"  means  that  the  unit  does  not  have  all  three 
specified  plumbing  facilities,  or  that  the  toilet  or 
bathing  facilities  are  also  for  the  use  of  the  occupants 
of  other  housing  units. 

Value.— Value  is  the  respondent's  estimate  of  how 
much  the  property  (house  and  lot)  would  sell  for,  if  it 
were  for  sale.  For  vacant  units,  value  is  the  price 
asked  for  the  property.  The  statistics  on  value  are 
shown  only  for  one-family  houses  on  less  than  10 
acres  without  a  commerical  establishment  or  medical 
office  on  the  property.  The  value  tabulations  also 
exclude  mobile  homes  and  trailers  and  units  in 
cooperatives  and  condominums. 


Vacant  housing  units.— Vacant  housing  units  are 
classified  as  either  "seasonal  and  migratory"  or 
"year-round."  "Seasonal"  units  are  intended  for 
occupancy  during  only  certain  seasons  of  the  year. 
"Migratory"  units  are  vacant  units  held  for 
occupancy  by  migratory  labor  employed  in  farm 
work  during  the  crop  season.  "Year-round"  vacant 
housing  units  are  available  or  intended  for  occupancy 
at  any  time  of  the  year. 

Homeowner  vacancy  rate.— The  homeowner  vacancy 
rate  is  the  number  of  year-round  vacant  units  for  sale 
as  a  percent  of  the  total  homeowner  inventory;  i.e., 
all  owner-occupied  units  and  year-round  vacant  units 
for  sale. 

Rental  vacancy  rate.— The  rental  vacancy  rate  is  the 
number  of  year-round  vacant  units  for  rent  as  a 
percent  of  the  total  rental  inventory;  i.e.,  all  renter- 


Contract  rent.— Contract  rent  is  the  monthly  rent 
agreed  to,  or  contracted  for,  regardless  of  any 
furnishings,  utilities,  or  services  that  may  be  included. 
For  vacant  units,  rent  is  the  amount  asked  for  the 
unit  at  the  time  of  enumeration.  The  statistics  on  rent 
exclude  one-family  houses  on  10  acres  or  more. 
Renter  units  occupied  without  payment  of  cash  rent 
are  shown  separately  as  "no  cash  rent"  in  the  rent 
tabulations. 

Derived  figures  (medians,  percents,  etc.).— The 
median,  which  is  a  type  of  average,  is  the  middle 
value  in  a  distribution;  i.e.,  the  median  divides  the 
distribution  into  two  equal  parts— one-half  of  the 
cases  fall  below  the  median  and  one-half  of  the  cases 
exceed  the  median.  Percents  which  round  to  less  than 
0.1  are  not  shown  but  indicated  as  zero  (i.e.,  "— "). 
Medians  for  rooms  and  persons  are  rounded  to  the 
nearest  tenth,  for  value  to  the  nearest  hundred 
dollars,  and  for  contract  rent  to  the  nearest  dollar.

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SUPPLEMENTARY  REPORT 

Characteristics  of  Occupied  Housing  Units 

by  Household  Composition  and  Tenure, 

for  the  United  States:    1970 


Approximately  44.1  million,  or  69  percent,  of  the  Nation's  households  in  1970  contained 
husband-wife  families;  11  percent  comprised  all  other  families,  that  is,  families  with  a 
male  head  and  no  wife  present  and  families  with  a  female  head;  and  the  remaining  20 
percent  were  "primary  individual"  (nonfamily)  households.  Among  households  with  a 
Negro  head,  53  percent  contained  husband-wife  families,  25  percent  all  other  families, 
and  22  percent  primary  individuals. 

About  63  percent  of  all  households  in  the  United  States  owned  their  homes  in  1970. 
Homeownership  was  more  prevalent  among  husband-wife  families  (71  percent)  than 
among  the  remaining  families  (51  percent)  and  the  primary  individual  households  (41 
percent).  Among  husband-wife  families,  rates  of  homeownership  differed  markedly  by 
age  of  head.  Younger  families,  i.e.,  those  with  heads  under  30  years  of  age,  were  predomi- 
nantly renters  in  1970;  about  60  percent  rented  their  housing  and  only  40  percent  owned 
their  homes.  In  contrast,  73  percent  of  the  family  heads  30  to  44  years  of  age  and  80 
percent  of  the  units  occupied  by  family  heads  45  years  and  over  lived  in  owner-occupied 
housing. 

The  median  value  of  homes  owned  by  husband-wife  families  was  $18,100,  higher  than 
the  $14,000  median  for  all  other  families  and  the  $12,100  median  for  homes  occupied  by 
primary  individuals.  Among  husband-wife  families,  homes  occupied  by  heads  in  the  30- 
to-44  age  group  had  the  highest  median  value  ($19,600);  in  comparison,  homes  occupied 
by  heads  65  years  of  age  and  over  had  the  lowest  median  ($14,200). 

Median  rents  also  were  higher  for  husband-wife  families  than  for  all  other  types  of 
household.  Among  husband-wife  families,  renter  housing  occupied  by  heads  under  30 
years  and  by  heads  30  to  44  years  had  the  highest  median  contract  rents-$99  and  $98, 
respectively;  median  rent  was  lowest  for  heads  65  years  and  over--$84. 
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About  1.9  million,  or  4.2  percent,  of  the  housing 
units  occupied  by  husband-wife  families  lacked  some 
or  all  plumbing  facilities  in  1970,  ranging  from  3.5 
percent  for  families  with  heads  under  30  years  to  6.8 
percent  for  families  with  heads  65  years  and  over.  Of 
the  housing  units  occupied  by  other  types  of  families, 
about  590,000  units,  or  8.5  percent,  lacked  some  or 
all  plumbing  facilities.  Housing  occupied  by  primary 
individuals  had  the  largest  proportion  of  units  lacking 
some  or  all  plumbing-10.6  percent. 

Among  Negro  households,  15  percent  of  the 
housing  units  occupied  by  husband-wife  families 
lacked  some  or  all  plumbing  facilities;  the  corre- 
sponding proportions  for  units  occupied  by  all  other 
families  and  for  units  occupied  by  primary  individuals 
were  17  and  22  percent,  respectively. 

The  data  presented  in  this  report  are  derived  from 
tabulations  available  for  States  and  their  component 
areas  on  1970  census  computer  summary  tapes  which 
can  be  purchased  from  the  Census  Bureau;  inquiries 
should  be  addressed  to  the  Director,  Bureau  of  the 
Census,  Washington,  D.C.,  20233. 

DEFINITIONS 

Housing  units.— Living  quarters  are  classified  in  the 
census  as  either  housing  units  or  group  quarters. 
Usually,  living  quarters  are  in  structures  intended  for 
residential  use  (e.g.,  a  one-family  home,  apartment 
house,  hotel  or  motel,  boarding  house,  mobile  home 
or  trailer,  etc.).  Living  quarters  may  also  be  in  struc- 
tures intended  for  nonresidential  use  (e.g.,  the  rooms 
in  a  warehouse  where  a  watchman  lives),  as  well  as  in 
tents,  caves,  old  railroad  cars,  etc. 

A  housing  unit  is  a  house,  an  apartment,  a  group 
of  rooms,  or  a  single  room  occupied  or  intended  for 
occupancy  as  separate  living  quarters.  Separate  living 
quarters  are  those  in  which  the  occupants  do  not  live 
and  eat  with  any  other  persons  in  the  structure  and 
which  quarters  have  either  (1)  direct  access  from  the 
outside  of  the  building  or  through  a  common  hall  or 
(2)  complete  kitchen  facilities  for  the  exclusive  use  of 
the  occupants.  The  occupants  may  be  a  single  family, 
one  person  living  alone,  two  or  more  families  living 
together,  or  any  other  group  of  related  or  unrelated 
persons  who  share  living  arrangements  (except  as 
described  in  the  paragraph  on  group  quarters).  For 
vacant  units,  the  criteria  of  separateness,  direct 
access,  and  complete  kitchen  facilities  for  exclusive 


use  are  applied  to  the  intended  occupants,  whenever 
possible.  If  the  information  cannot  be  obtained,  the 
criteria  are  applied  to  the  previous  occupants.  Both 
occupied  and  vacant  housing  units  are  included  in  the 
housing  inventory,  except  that  mobile  homes,  trailers, 
tents,  boats,  and  railroad  cars  are  included  only  if 
they  are  occupied. 

Group  quarters  are  living  arrangements  for  institu- 
tional inmates  or  for  other  groups  containing  five  or 
more  persons  not  related  to  the  person  in  charge. 
Group  quarters  are  located  most  frequently  in  institu- 
tions, boarding  houses,  military  barracks,  college 
dormitories,  fraternity  and  sorority  houses,  hospitals, 
monasteries,  convents,  and  ships.  A  house  or  apart- 
ment is  considered  group  quarters  if  it  is  shared  by 
the  person  in  charge  and  five  or  more  persons  unre- 
lated to  him,  or  if  there  is  no  person  in  charge,  by  six 
or  more  unrelated  persons.  Information  on  the 
housing  characteristics  of  group  quarters  was  not 
collected  in  the  census. 

Occupied  housing  units.— A  housing  unit  is  classified 
as  occupied  if  a  person  or  group  of  persons  is  living  in 
it  at  the  time  of  enumeration  or  if  the  occupants  are 
only  temporarily  absent  —  for  example,  on  vacation. 

Household.— A  household  consists  of  all  the  persons 
who  occupy  a  housing  unit.  By  definition,  therefore, 
the  count  of  occupied  housing  units  is  the  same  as  the 
count  of  households. 

Head  of  household.— One  person  in  each  household  is 
designated  as  the  "head,"  that  is,  the  person  who  is 
regarded  as  the  head  by  the  members  of  the  house- 
hold. However,  if  a  married  woman  living  with  her 
husband  is  reported  as  the  head,  her  husband  is 
considered  the  head  for  the  purpose  of  simplifying 
the  tabulations. 

Household  composition.— Housing  units  are  occupied 
by  "families"  or  "primary  individuals."  The  term 
"family"  refers  to  the  head  of  a  household  and  all 
(one  or  more)  other  persons  living  in  the  same  house- 
hold who  are  related  to  the  head  by  blood,  marriage, 
or  adoption.  If  the  head  lives  alone  or  with  nonre- 
latives  only,  then  the  head  constitutes  a  "primary 
individual." 

Married  couples  related  to  the  head  of  a  family  are 
included    in    the   family   and  are  not  considered  as 


separate  families.  A  lodger,  servant,  or  other  person 
unrelated  to  the  head  is  considered  a  member  of  the 
household  but  not  of  the  family. 

Housing  units  occupied  by  families  are  subdivided 
by  type  of  family  as  follows: 

Husband-wife  — This  category  consists  of  all 
housing  units  occupied  by  a  family  in  which  the 
head  and  his  wife  are  enumerated  as  members  of 
the  same  household.  Husband-wife  families  are 
further  subdivided  by  age  of  head. 

Other  head.— This  category  includes  all  other  fam- 
ilies, that  is,  families  with  heads  who  are  widowed, 
divorced,  or  single,  and  heads  who  are  married  but 
with  spouse  absent  because  of  separation  or  other 
reason  where  husband  and  wife  maintain  separate 
residences. 

Tenure.— A  housing  unit  is  "owner  occupied"  if  the 
owner  or  co-owner  lives  in  the  unit,  even  if  it  is  mort- 
gaged or  not  fully  paid  for.  A  cooperative  or  condo- 
minium unit  is  "owner  occupied"  only  if  the  owner 
or  co-owner  lives  in  it.  All  other  occupied  units  are 
classified  as  "renter  occupied,"  including  units  rented 
for  cash  rent  and  those  occupied  without  payment  of 
cash  rent. 

Negro  head  of  household.— The  classification  by  race 
shown  here  refers  to  the  race  of  the  head  of  the 
household  occupying  the  housing  unit.  Characteristics 
of  units  with  Negro  head  of  household  are  presented 
in  a  separate  table.  The  concept  of  race  as  used  by  the 
Census  Bureau  does  not  denote  clear-cut  scientific 
definitions  of  biological  stock.  The  data  represent 
essentially  self-classification  by  people  according  to 
the  race  with  which  they  identify  themselves. 

Rooms.— Rooms  to  be  counted  include  whole  rooms 
used  for  living  purposes,  such  as  living  rooms,  dining 
rooms,  kitchens,  bedrooms,  finished  recreation 
rooms,  family  rooms,  etc.  Not  counted  as  rooms  are 
bathrooms,  porches,  balconies,  foyers,  halls,  half- 
rooms,  kitchenettes,  strip  or  pullman  kitchens,  utility 
rooms,  unfinished  attics,  basements,  or  other  space 
used  for  storage. 


Plumbing  facilities.— The  category  "with  all  plumbing 
facilities"  consists  of  units  which  have  hot  and  cold 
piped  water,  as  well  as  a  flush  toilet  and  a  bathtub  or 
shower  inside  the  structure  for  the  exclusive  use  of 
the  occupants  of  the  unit.  "Lacking  some  or  all 
plumbing"  means  that  the  unit  does  not  have  all  three 
specified  plumbing  facilities  (hot  and  cold  piped 
water,  as  well  as  flush  toilet  and  bathtub  or  shower 
inside  the  structure),  or  that  the  toilet  or  bathing 
facilities  are  also  for  the  use  of  the  occupants  of  other 
housing  units. 

Value.— Value  is  the  respondent's  estimate  of  how 
much  the  property  (house  and  lot)  would  sell  for,  if  it 
were  for  sale.  For  vacant  units,  value  is  the  price 
asked  for  the  property.  The  statistics  on  value  are 
shown  only  for  one-family  houses  on  less  than  10 
acres  without  a  commerical  establishment  or  medical 
office  on  the  property.  The  value  tabulations  also 
exclude  mobile  homes  and  trailers  and  units  in  co- 
operatives and  condominiums. 

Contract  rent.— Contract  rent  is  the  monthly  rent 
agreed  to,  or  contracted  for,  regardless  of  any  furnish- 
ings, utilities,  or  services  that  may  be  included.  For 
vacant  units,  rent  is  the  amount  asked  for  the  unit  at 
the  time  of  enumeration.  The  statistics  on  rent  ex- 
clude one-family  houses  on  10  acres  or  more.  Renter 
units  occupied  without  payment  of  cash  rent  are 
shown  separately  as  "no  cash  rent"  in  the  rent  tabula- 
tions. 

Medians.— The  median,  which  is  a  type  of  average,  is 
the  middle  value  in  a  distribution;  i.e.,  the  median 
divides  the  distribution  into  two  equal  parts— one-half 
the  cases  fall  below  the  median  and  one-half  the  cases 
exceed  the  median.  Medians  for  rooms  are  rounded  to 
the  nearest  tenth,  for  value  to  the  nearest  hundred 
dollars,  and  for  contract  rent  to  the  nearest  dollar. 
When  the  median  falls  in  the  category  "6  rooms  or 
more,"  it  is  shown  as  5.5+.  The  median  is  computed 
on  the  basis  of  the  distribution  as  tabulated,  which  is 
sometimes  more  detailed  than  the  distribution  shown 
in  this  report.

for  the  United  States:    1970 

Approximately  59.7  million,  or  94  percent,  of  the  63.4  million  occupied  housing  units  in 
the  United  States  in  1970  had  all  of  the  specified  plumbing  facilities,  i.e.,  hot  and  cold 
piped  water,  as  well  as  a  flush  toilet  and  a  bathtub  or  shower  inside  the  structure  for  the 
exclusive  use  of  the  occupants  of  the  unit.  About  3.8  million  occupied  units,or  6  percent, 
lacked  some  or  all  of  these  plumbing  facilities.  Among  owner-occupied  units,  4.5  percent 
lacked  complete  plumbing  facilities,  compared  with  8.3  percent  among  the  renter- 
occupied  units. 

The  median  number  of  rooms  in  the  Nation's  occupied  housing  units  was  5.0.  Housing 
units  which  lacked  some  or  all  plumbing  facilities  were  smaller  than  those  with  all 
plumbing  facilities.  About  37  percent  of  the  units  lacking  plumbing,  compared  with  only 
14  percent  of  the  units  with  all  plumbing,  had  three  rooms  or  less. 

Housing  units  with  all  plumbing  facilities  were  occupied  by  larger  households  than 
those  without  complete  facilities.  Approximately  17  percent  of  the  housing  units  with  all 
plumbing  facilities  were  occupied  by  one  person  living  alone;  in  comparison,  one-third  of 
the  units  lacking  these  facilities  were  occupied  by  one-person  households. 

About  1.9  million,  or  4.2  percent,  of  the  housing  units  occupied  by  husband-wife 
families  lacked  complete  plumbing  facilities,  ranging  from  3.5  percent  for  families  with 
heads  under  30  years  to  6.8  percent  for  families  with  heads  65  years  and  over.  Of  the 
housing  units  occupied  by  other  types  of  families,  about  11  percent  of  units  occupied  by 
"other  male  head"  and  8  percent  of  those  occupied  by  "female  head"  lacked  some  or  all 
plumbing  facilities.  The  proportion  of  such  housing  occupied  by  primary  individuals  was 
11  percent. 

Negro-occupied  housing  units  which  lacked  some  or  all  plumbing  facilities  were  smaller 
than  those  which  had  all  plumbing  facilities— the  median  number  of  rooms  was  4.0  and 
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4.7,  respectively.  Negro  households  in  units  lacking 
complete  plumbing  facilities  were  smaller  than  those 
in  units  with  all  plumbing  facilities. 

Among  Negro  households,  15  percent  of  the  hous- 
ing units  occupied  by  husband-wife  families  lacked 
some  or  all  plumbing  facilities;  the  corresponding 
proportions  for  units  occupied  by  all  other  families 
were  22  percent  for  units  occupied  by  "other  male 
head"  and  16  percent  for  units  with  "female  head." 
About  22  percent  of  the  housing  occupied  by  Negro 
primary  individuals  lacked  some  or  all  plumbing  facil- 
ities. 

The  data  presented  in  this  report  are  derived  from 
tabulations  available  for  States  and  their  component 
areas  on  1970  census  computer  summary  tapes  which 
can  be  purchased  from  the  Census  Bureau;  inquiries 
should  be  addressed  to  the  Director,  Bureau  of  the 
Census,  Washington,  D.C.,  20233. 

DEFINITIONS 

Housing  units.— Living  quarters  are  classified  in  the 
census  as  either  housing  units  or  group  quarters. 
Usually,  living  quarters  are  in  structures  intended  for 
residential  use  (e.g.,  a  one-family  home,  apartment 
house,  hotel  or  motel,  boarding  house,  mobile  home 
or  trailer,  etc.).  Living  quarters  may  also  be  in  struc- 
tures intended  for  nonresidential  use  (e.g.,  the  rooms 
in  a  warehouse  where  a  watchman  lives),  as  well  as  in 
tents,  caves,  old  railroad  cars,  etc. 

A  housing  unit  is  a  house,  an  apartment,  a  group 
of  rooms,  or  a  single  room  occupied  or  intended  for 
occupancy  as  separate  living  quarters.  Separate  living 
quarters  are  those  in  which  the  occupants  do  not  live 
and  eat  with  any  other  persons  in  the  structure  and 
which  quarters  have  either  (1)  direct  access  from  the 
outside  of  the  building  or  through  a  common  hall  or 
(2)  complete  kitchen  facilities  for  the  exclusive  use  of 
the  occupants.  The  occupants  may  be  a  single  family, 
one  person  living  alone,  two  or  more  families  living 
together,  or  any  other  group  of  related  or  unrelated 
persons  who  share  living  arrangements  (except  as 
described  in  the  paragraph  on  group  quarters).  For 
vacant  units,  the  criteria  of  separateness,  direct 
access,  and  complete  kitchen  facilities  for  exclusive 
use  are  applied  to  the  intended  occupants,  whenever 
possible.  If  the  information  cannot  be  obtained,  the 
criteria  are  applied  to  the  previous  occupants.  Both 


occupied  and  vacant  housing  units  are  included  in  the 
housing  inventory,  except  that  mobile  homes,  trailers, 
tents,  boats,  and  railroad  cars  are  included  only  if 
they  are  occupied. 

Group  quarters  are  living  arrangements  for  institu- 
tional inmates  or  for  other  groups  containing  five  or 
more  persons  not  related  to  the  person  in  charge. 
Group  quarters  are  located  most  frequently  in  institu- 
tions, boarding  houses,  military  barracks,  college 
dormitories,  fraternity  and  sorority  houses,  hospitals, 
monasteries,  convents,  and  ships.  A  house  or  apart- 
ment is  considered  group  quarters  if  it  is  shared  by 
the  person  in  charge  and  five  or  more  persons  unre- 
lated to  him,  or  if  there  is  no  person  in  charge,  by  six 
or  more  unrelated  persons.  Information  on  the 
housing  characteristics  of  group  quarters  was  not 
collected  in  the  census. 

Occupied  housing  units.— A  housing  unit  is  classified 
as  occupied  if  a  person  or  group  of  persons  is  living  in 
it  at  the  time  of  enumeration  or  if  the  occupants  are 
only  temporarily  absent  —  for  example,  on  vacation. 

Tenure.— A  housing  unit  is  "owner  occupied"  if  the 
owner  or  co-owner  lives  in  the  unit,  even  if  it  is  mort- 
gaged or  not  fully  paid  for.  A  cooperative  or  condo- 
minium unit  is  "owner  occupied"  only  if  the  owner 
or  co-owner  lives  in  it.  All  other  occupied  units  are 
classified  as  "renter  occupied,"  including  units  rented 
for  cash  rent  and  those  occupied  without  payment  of 
cash  rent. 

Negro  head  of  household.-The  classification  by  race 
shown  here  refers  to  the  race  of  the  head  of  the 
household  occupying  the  housing  unit.  Characteristics 
of  units  with  Negro  head  of  household  are  presented 
in  a  separate  table.  The  concept  of  race  as  used  by  the 
Census  Bureau  does  not  denote  clear-cut  scientific 
definitions  of  biological  stock.  The  data  represent 
essentially  self-classification  by  people  according  to 
the  race  with  which  they  identify  themselves. 

Plumbing  facilities.— The  category  "with  all  plumbing 
facilities"  consists  of  units  which  have  hot  and  cold 
piped  water,  as  well  as  a  flush  toilet  and  a  bathtub  or 
shower  inside  the  structure  for  the  exclusive  use  of 
the  occupants  of   the  unit.   "Lacking  some  or  all 


plumbing"  means  that  the  unit  does  not  have  all  three 
specified  plumbing  facilities  (hot  and  cold  piped 
water,  as  well  as  flush  toilet  and  bathtub  or  shower 
inside  the  structure),  or  that  the  toilet  or  bathing 
facilities  are  also  for  the  use  of  the  occupants  of  other 
housing  units. 

Rooms.— Rooms  to  be  counted  include  whole  rooms 
used  for  living  purposes,  such  as  living  rooms,  dining 
rooms,  kitchens,  bedrooms,  finished  recreation 
rooms,  family  rooms,  etc.  Not  counted  as  rooms  are 
bathrooms,  porches,  balconies,  foyers,  halls,  half- 
rooms,  kitchenettes,  strip  or  pullman  kitchens,  utility 
rooms,  unfinished  attics,  basements,  or  other  space 
used  for  storage. 

Persons.— All  persons  occupying  the  housing  unit  are 
counted.  These  persons  include  not  only  occupants 
related  to  the  head  of  the  household  but  also  any 
lodgers,  roomers,  boarders,  partners,  wards,  foster 
children,  and  resident  employees  who  share  the  living 
quarters  of  the  household  head. 

Household.— A  household  consists  of  all  the  persons 
who  occupy  a  housing  unit.  By  definition,  therefore, 
the  count  of  occupied  housing  units  is  the  same  as  the 
count  of  households. 

Head  of  household.— One  person  in  each  household  is 
designated  as  the  head,  that  is,  the  person  who  is 
regarded  as  the  head  by  the  members  of  the  house- 
hold. However,  if  a  married  woman  living  with  her 
husband  is  reported  as  the  head,  her  husband  is 
considered  the  head  for  the  purpose  of  simplifying 
the  tabulations. 

Household  composition.— Housing  units  are  occupied 
by  "families"  or  "primary  individuals."  The  term 
"family"  refers  to  the  head  of  a  household  and  all 


(one  or  more)  other  persons  living  in  the  same  house- 
hold who  are  related  to  the  head  by  blood,  marriage, 
or  adoption.  If  the  head  lives  alone  or  with  non- 
relatives  only,  then  the  head  constitutes  a  primary 
individual. 

Married  couples  related  to  the  head  of  a  family  are 
included  in  the  family  and  are  not  considered  as 
separate  families.  A  lodger,  servant,  or  other  person 
unrelated  to  the  head  is  considered  a  member  of  the 
household  but  not  of  the  family. 

Housing  units  occupied  by  families  are  subdivided 
by  type  of  family  as  follows: 

Husband-wife.— This  category  consists  of  all 
housing  units  occupied  by  a  family  in  which  the 
head  and  his  wife  were  enumerated  as  members  of 
the  same  household.  Husband-wife  families  are 
further  subdivided  by  age  of  head. 

Other  male  head.— This  category  includes  families 
with  male  heads  whose  marital  status  is  widowed, 
divorced,  or  single,  and  heads  who  are  married  but 
with  spouse  absent  because  of  separation  or  other 
reason  where  husband  and  wife  maintain  separate 
residences. 

Female  head.— The  group  comprises  families  with 
female  heads  regardless  of  their  marital  status. 
Included  are  female  heads  with  no  spouse  and 
female  heads  whose  husbands  are  living  away  from 
their  families,  as  for  example,  husbands  in  the 
Armed  Forces  living  on  military  installations. 

Medians.— The  median,  which  is  a  type  of  average,  is 
the  middle  value  in  a  distribution;  i.e.,  the  median 
divides  the  distribution  into  two  equal  parts— one-half 
the  cases  fall  below  the  median  and  one-half  the  cases 
exceed  the  median.  Medians  for  rooms  and  persons 
are  rounded  to  the  nearest  tenth.

The  median  number  of  rooms  in  the  63.4  million  occupied  housing  units  in  the  United 
States  in  1970  was  5.0.  About  10.0  million  units,  or  16  percent,  consisted  of  three  rooms 
or  less  while  24.5  million,  or  39  percent,  were  units  with  six  or  more  rooms.  About  50 
percent  of  the  housing  units  with  one  to  three  rooms  were  occupied  by  one-person 
households  compared  with  7  percent  of  the  units  with  six  or  more  rooms.  Conversely, 
only  2  percent  of  the  one-to  three-room  units  were  occupied  by  households  of  six  or 
more  persons  compared  with  1 7  percent  of  the  units  with  six  or  more  rooms. 

Housing  units  which  lacked  some  or  all  plumbing  facilities  were  smaller  than  those 
with  complete  plumbing  facilities.  About  37  percent  of  the  units  lacking  some  or  all 
plumbing  facilities  and  14  percent  of  the  units  with  all  plumbing  had  one  to  three  rooms. 

For  owner-occupied  units,  median  value  ranged  from  less  than  $5,000  for  units  with 
one  or  two  rooms  to  $20,700  for  those  containing  six  or  more  rooms;  for  renter-occupied 
units,  median  contract  rent  ranged  from  $77  to  $96. 

Among  the  Nation's  Negro-occupied  housing  units,  425,000  units,  or  7  percent,  con- 
sisted of  one  or  two  rooms  while  1.7  million,  or  28  percent,  were  units  with  six  or  more 
rooms.  About  37  percent  of  the  Negro-occupied  units  with  one  or  two  rooms  lacked 
complete  plumbing  facilities,  compared  with  10  percent  of  the  units  with  six  or  more 
rooms. 

The  median  value  of  Negro-owner-occupied  housing  units  was  $10,600,  ranging  from 
less  than  $5,000  for  the  one-  and  two-room  units  to  $12,800  for  those  with  six  or  more 
rooms.  The  median  contract  rent  for  Negro-renter-occupied  units  was  $71  and  ranged 
from  $64  for  units  with  one  or  two  rooms  to  $81  for  units  with  six  or  more  rooms.

If  the  information  cannot  be  obtained,  the 
criteria  are  applied  to  the  previous  occupants.  Both 
occupied  and  vacant  housing  units  are  included  in  the 
housing  inventory,  except  that  mobile  homes,  trailers, 
tents,  boats,  and  railroad  cars  are  included  only  if 
they  are  occupied. 

Group  quarters  are  living  arrangements  for  institu- 
tional inmates  or  for  other  groups  containing  five  or 
more  persons  not  related  to  the  person  in  charge. 
Group  quarters  are  located  most  frequently  in  institu- 
tions, boarding  houses,  military  barracks,  college 
dormitories,  fraternity  and  sorority  houses,  hospitals, 
monasteries,  convents,  and  ships.  A  house  or 
apartment  is  considered  group  quarters  if  it  is  shared 
by  the  person  in  charge  and  five  or  more  persons 
unrelated  to  him,  or  if  there  is  no  person  in  charge, 


by  six  or  more  unrelated  persons.  Information  on  the 
housing  characteristics  of  group  quarters  was  not 
collected  in  the  census. 

Occupied  housing  units.— A  housing  unit  is  classified 
as  occupied  if  a  person  or  group  of  persons  is  living  in 
it  at  the  time  of  enumeration  or  if  the  occupants  are 
only  temporarily  absent  —  for  example,  on  vacation. 
A  household  consists  of  all  the  persons  who 
occupy  a  housing  unit.  By  definition,  therefore,  the 
count  of  occupied  housing  units  is  the  same  as  the 
count  of  households. 

Tenure.— A  housing  unit  is  "owner  occupied"  if  the 
owner  or  co-owner  lives  in  the  unit,  even  if  it  is 
mortgaged  or  not  fully  paid  for.  A  cooperative  or 
condominium  unit  is  "owner  occupied"  only  if  the 
owner  or  co-owner  lives  in  it.  All  other  occupied  units 
are  classified  as  "renter  occupied,"  including  units 
rented  for  cash  rent  and  those  occupied  without 
payment  of  cash  rent. 

Negro  head  of  household.— The  classification  by  race 
shown  here  refers  to  the  race  of  the  head  of  the 
household  occupying  the  housing  unit.  Characteristics 
of  units  with  Negro  head  of  household  are  presented 
in  a  separate  table.  The  concept  of  race  as  used  by  the 
Census  Bureau  does  not  denote  clear-cut  scientific 
definitions  of  biological  stock.  The  data  represent 
essentially  self-classification  by  people  according  to 
the  race  with  which  they  identify  themselves. 

Rooms.— Rooms  to  be  counted  include  whole  rooms 
used  for  living  purposes,  such  as  living  rooms,  dining 
rooms,  kitchens,  bedrooms,  finished  recreation 
rooms,  family  rooms,  etc.  Not  counted  as  rooms  are 
bathrooms,  porches,  balconies,  foyers,  halls,  half- 
rooms,  kitchenettes,  strip  or  pullman  kitchens,  utility 
rooms,  unfinished  attics,  basements,  or  other  space 
used  for  storage. 

Persons.— All  persons  occupying  the  housing  unit  are 
counted.  These  persons  include  not  only  occupants 
related  to  the  head  of  the  household  but  also  any 
lodgers,  roomers,  boarders,  partners,  wards,  foster 
children,  and  resident  employees  who  share  the  living 
quarters  of  the  household  head. 


Plumbing  facilities.— The  category  "with  all  plumbing 
facilities"  consists  of  units  which  have  hot  and  cold 
piped  water,  as  well  as  a  flush  toilet  and  a  bathtub  or 
shower  inside  the  structure  for  the  exclusive  use  of 
the  occupants  of  the  unit.  "Lacking  some  or  all 
plumbing"  means  that  the  unit  does  not  have  all  three 
specified  plumbing  facilities  (hot  and  cold  piped 
water,  as  well  as  flush  toilet  and  bathtub  or  shower 
inside  the  structure),  or  that  the  toilet  or  bathing 
facilities  are  also  for  the  use  of  the  occupants  of  other 
housing  units. 

Value.— Value  is  the  respondent's  estimate  of  how 
much  the  property  (house  and  lot)  would  sell  for,  if  it 
were  for  sale.  For  vacant  units,  value  is  the  price 
asked  for  the  property.  The  statistics  on  value  are 
shown  only  for  one-family  houses  on  less  than  10 
acres  without  a  commercial  establishment  or  medical 
office  on  the  property.  The  value  tabulations  also 
exclude  mobile  homes  and  trailers  and  units  in 
cooperatives  and  condominiums. 


Contract  rent.— Contract  rent  is  the  monthly  rent 
agreed  to,  or  contracted  for,  regardless  of  any  fur- 
nishings, utilities,  or  services  that  may  be  included. 
For  vacant  units,  rent  is  the  amount  asked  for  the 
unit  at  the  time  of  enumeration.  The  statistics  on  rent 
exclude  one-family  houses  on  10  acres  or  more. 


Medians  and  symbols.— The  median,  which  is  a  type 
of  average,  is  the  middle  value  in  a  distribution;  i.e., 
the  median  divides  the  distribution  into  two  equal 
parts— one-half  the  cases  fall  below  the  median  and 
one-half  the  cases  exceed  the  median.  Medians  for 
rooms  and  persons  are  rounded  to  the  nearest  tenth, 
for  value  to  the  nearest  hundred  dollars,  and  for 
contract  rent  to  the  nearest  dollar. 

When  the  median  falls  in  the  six  rooms  or  more 
category,  it  is  shown  as  5.5+.  A  minus  sign  following 
the  median  value  figure  denotes  that  the  median  is  less 
than  $5,000.  The  symbol  "..."  means  not  applicable.

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Of  the  67.7  million  housing  units  in  the  United  States  in  1970,  approximately  17  million, 
or  25  percent,  were  built  since  1960.  Within  standard  metropolitan  statistical  areas 
(SMSA's),  the  proportion  of  housing  units  built  during  the  past  10  years  was  18  percent 
in  the  central  cities,  compared  with  33  percent  outside  the  central  cities.  In  the  nonmet- 
ropolitan  areas,  this  proportion  was  24  percent.  Close  to  one-half  (46  percent)  of  the 
Nation's  housing  was  built  within  the  past  20  years.  The  highest  proportion  of  housing 
units  built  since  1950  was  in  the  metropolitan  areas  outside  the  central  cities  (60 
percent). 

About  46.8  million,  or  69  percent,  of  the  year-round  housing  units  were  single-family 
structures,  3  percent  mobile  homes  or  trailers,  and  28  percent  were  in  multiunit 
(2-or-more-unit)  structures.  Among  owner-occupied  units  7  percent  were  in  multiunit 
structures,  in  contrast  to  62  percent  for  the  renter-occupied  units.  Noticeable  differences 
appear  among  the  various  structure  types  and  area  categories.  Renter-occupied  housing 
units  in  50-or-more-unit  structures  accounted  for  14  percent  of  all  renter-occupied  units 
in  the  central  cities,  as  against  7  percent  in  the  balance  of  the  metropolitan  areas  and  1 
percent  in  the  nonmetropolitan  areas.  The  corresponding  proportions  for  renter-occupied 
single-family  housing  were  21  percent,  38  percent,  and  63  percent,  respectively. 
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One  or  more  automobiles  were  available  to  52.4 
million  households,  or  83  percent  of  all  households  in 
the  United  States.  Two  or  more  automobiles  were 
available  to  26  percent  of  the  households  in  the 
central  cities  of  SMSA's,  45  percent  of  the 
households  in  the  metropolitan  areas  outside  the  cen- 
tral cities,  and  33  percent  of  the  households  outside 
SMSA's. 

About  16  percent  of  the  units  with  a  Negro  as  the 
household  head  were  built  during  the  past  decade; 
this  proportion  varied  among  areas— from  12  percent 
in  the  central  cities  to  24  percent  in  the  metropolitan 
areas  outside  the  central  cities.  One  or  more  auto- 
mobiles were  available  to  57  percent  of  the  Negro 
households  in  the  United  States  -53  percent  in  the 
central  cities  of  SMSA's,  72  percent  in  the  balance  of 
the  SMSA's,  and  59  percent  outside  the  metropolitan 
areas. 

The  tables  in  this  report  also  present  data  on  such 
housing  characteristics  as  source  of  water,  sewage  dis- 
posal, number  of  bedrooms,  number  of  bathrooms, 
heating  equipment,  type  of  fuel,  and  appliances. 

AREA  CLASSIFICATIONS 

Urban  and  rural  residence.— Urban  housing  comprises 
all  housing  units  in  urbanized  areas  and  in  places  of 
2,500  inhabitants  or  more  outside  urbanized  areas. 
More  specifically,  urban  housing  consists  of  all 
housing  units  in  (a)  places  of  2,500  inhabitants  or 
more  incorporated  as  cities,  villages,  boroughs,  and 
towns  with  certain  exceptions;  (b)  unincorporated 
places  of  2,500  inhabitants  or  more;  and  (c)  other 
territory,  incorporated  or  unincorporated,  included  in 
urbanized  areas.  Housing  units  not  classified  as  urban 
constitute  rural  housing. 

Standard  metropolitan  statistical  areas.— The  Bureau 
of  the  Census  recognizes  243  standard  metropolitan 
statistical  areas  (SMSA's)  in  the  United  States  and 
four  in  Puerto  Rico,  making  a  total  of  247  in  the 
1970  census.  These  include  the  231  SMSA's  as 
defined  and  named  in  the  Bureau  of  the  Budget  publi- 
cation, Standard  Metropolitan  Statistical  Areas: 
1967,  U.S.  Government  Printing  Office,  Washington, 
D.C.  20402.  Since  1967,  16  SMSA's  have  been  added, 
of  which  two  were  defined  in  January  1968  and  an 
additional  14  were  defined  in  February  1971  on  the 
basis  of  the  results  of  the  1970  census.  Changes  in 


SMSA  boundaries  or  titles  made  after  February  1971 
are  not  recognized  in  this  report.  SMSA's  are  defined 
by  the  Office  of  Management  and  Budget  (formerly 
Bureau  of  the  Budget). 

Except  in  the  New  England  States,  a  standard 
metropolitan  statistical  area  is  a  county  or  group  of 
contiguous  counties  which  contains  at  least  one  city 
of  50,000  inhabitants  or  more,  or  "twin  cities"  with  a 
combined  population  of  at  least  50,000.  In  addition 
to  the  county  or  counties,  containing  such  a  city  or 
cities,  contiguous  counties  are  included  in  an  SMSA 
if,  according  to  certain  criteria,  they  are  socially  and 
economically  integrated  with  the  central  city.  In  a 
few  cities  where  portions  of  counties  outside  the 
SMSA  as  defined  in  1967  were  annexed  to  the  central 
city,  the  population  living  in  those  counties  is  not 
considered  part  of  the  central  city.  In  the  New 
England  States,  SMSA's  consist  of  towns  and  cities 
instead  of  counties.  Each  SMSA  must  include  at  least 
one  central  city,  and  the  complete  title  of  an  SMSA 
identifies  the  central  city  or  cities.  For  a  detailed 
description  of  the  criteria  used  in  defining  SMSA's, 
see  the  Bureau  of  the  Budget  publication  cited  above. 


DEFINITIONS 

Housing  units.— Living  quarters  are  classified  in  the 
census  as  either  housing  units  or  group  quarters. 
Usually,  living  quarters  are  in  structures  intended  for 
residential  use  (e.g.,  a  one-family  home,  apartment 
house,  hotel  or  motel,  boarding  house,  mobile  home 
or  trailer,  etc.).  Living  quarters  may  also  be  in 
structures  intended  for  nonresidential  use  (e.g.,  the 
rooms  in  a  warehouse  where  a  watchman  lives),  as 
well  as  in  tents,  caves,  old  railroad  cars,  etc. 

A  housing  unit  is  a  house,  an  apartment,  a  group 
of  rooms,  or  a  single  room  occupied  or  intended  for 
occupancy  as  separate  living  quarters.  Separate  living 
quarters  are  those  in  which  the  occupants  do  not  live 
and  eat  with  any  other  persons  in  the  structure  and 
which  quarters  have  either  (1)  direct  access  from  the 
outside  of  the  building  or  through  a  common  hall  or 
(2)  complete  kitchen  facilities  for  the  exclusive  use  of 
the  occupants.  The  occupants  may  be  a  single  family, 
one  person  living  alone,  two  or  more  families  living 
together,  or  any  other  group  of  related  or  unrelated 
persons  who  share  living  arrangements  (except  as 
described  in  the  paragraph  on  group  quarters).  For 
vacant    units,    the    criteria    of    separateness,    direct 


access,  and  complete  kitchen  facilities  for  exclusive 
use  are  applied  to  the  intended  occupants,  whenever 
possible.  If  the  information  cannot  be  obtained,  the 
criteria  are  applied  to  the  previous  occupants.  Both 
occupied  and  vacant  housing  units  are  included  in  the 
housing  inventory,  except  that  mobile  homes,  trailers, 
tents,  boats,  and  railroad  cars  are  included  only  if 
they  are  occupied. 

Group  quarters  are  living  arrangements  for  institu- 
tional inmates  or  for  other  groups  containing  five  or 
more  persons  not  related  to  the  person  in  charge. 
Group  quarters  are  located  most  frequently  in  institu- 
tions, boarding  houses,  military  barracks,  college 
dormitories,  fraternity  and  sorority  houses,  hospitals, 
monasteries,  convents,  and  ships.  A  house  or  apart- 
ment is  considered  group  quarters  if  it  is  shared  by 
the  person  in  charge  and  five  or  more  persons 
unrelated  to  him,  or  if  there  is  no  person  in  charge, 
by  six  or  more  unrelated  persons.  Information  on  the 
housing  characteristics  of  group  quarters  was  not 
collected  in  the  census. 

Year-round  housing  units.— Data  on  housing  charac 
teristics  are  limited  to  year-round  housing  units,  i.e., 
all  occupied  units  plus  vacant  units  which  are 
intended  for  year-round  use.  Vacant  units  intended 
for  seasonal  occupancy  and  vacant  units  held  for 
migratory  labor  are  excluded  because  it  is  difficult  to 
obtain  reliable  information  for  them. 

Tenure.— A  housing  unit  is  "owner  occupied"  if  the 
owner  or  co-owner  lives  in  the  unit,  even  if  it  is 
mortgaged  or  not  fully  paid  for.  A  cooperative  or 
condominium  unit  is  "owner  occupied"  only  if  the 
owner  or  co-owner  lives  in  it.  All  other  occupied  units 
are  classified  as  "renter  occupied,"  including  units 
rented  for  cash  rent  and  those  occupied  without 
payment  of  cash  rent. 


or  "year-round."  "Seasonal"  units  are  intended  for 
occupancy  during  only  certain  seasons  of  the  year. 
"Migratory"  units  are  vacant  units  held  for 
occupancy  by  migratory  labor  employed  in  farm 
work  during  the  crop  season.  "Year-round"  vacant 
housing  units  are  available  or  intended  for  occupancy 
at  any  time  of  the  year. 

Units  in  structure.— In  the  determination  of  the 
number  of  units  in  a  structure,  all  housing  units,  both 
occupied  and  vacant,  were  counted.  The  statistics  are 
presented  in  terms  of  the  number  of  housing  units  in 
structures  of  specified  size,  not  in  terms  of  the 
number  of  residential  structures. 

A  structure  is  a  separate  building  that  either  has 
open  space  on  all  sides  or  is  separated  from  other 
structures  by  dividing  walls  that  extend  from  ground 
to  roof. 

Year  structure  built. --Year  structure  built  refers  to 
when  the  building  was  first  constructed,  not  when  it 
was  remodeled,  added  to,  or  converted.  The  figures 
relate  to  the  number  of  units  in  structures  built 
during  the  specified  periods  and  in  existence  at  the 
time  of  enumeration. 

Source  of  water.— "A  public  system  or  private  com- 
pany" refers  to  a  common  source  supplying  running 
water  to  six  or  more  housing  units.  The  water  may  be 
supplied  by  a  city,  county,  water  district,  or  private 
water  company,  or  it  may  be  obtained  from  a  well 
which  supplies  six  or  more  housing  units.  If  a  well 
provides  water  for  five  or  fewer  housing  units,  it  is 
classified  as  an  "individual  well."  Water  sources  such 
as  springs,  creeks,  rivers,  etc.,  are  included  in  the 
"other"  category. 


Occupied  housing  units.— A  housing  unit  is  classified 
as  occupied  if  a  person  or  group  of  persons  is  living  in 
it  at  the  time  of  enumeration  or  if  the  occupants  are 
only  temporarily  absent,  for  example,  on  vacation. 
However,  if  the  persons  staying  in  the  unit  have  their 
usual  place  of  residence  elsewhere,  the  unit  is 
classified  as  vacant. 

Vacant  housing  units.— Vacant  housing  units  are 
classified     as    either    "seasonal    and    migratory" 


Sewage  disposal.— A  "public  sewer"  is  connected  to  a 
city,  county,  sanitary  district,  neighborhood,  or 
subdivision  sewer  system.  It  may  be  operated  by  a 
governmental  body  or  private  organization.  A  "septic 
tank  or  cesspool"  is  an  underground  tank  or  pit  used 
for  disposal  of  sewage.  Small  sewage  treatment  plants 
which  in  some  localities  are  called  neighborhood 
septic  tanks  are  classified  as  public  sewers.  Units  for 
which  sewage  is  disposed  of  in  some  other  way  are 
included  in  the  "other"  category. 


Automobiles  available.— Statistics  on  automobiles 
available  represent  the  number  of  passenger  auto- 
mobiles, including  station  wagons,  which  are  owned 
or  regularly  used  by  any  member  of  the  household 
and  which  are  ordinarily  kept  at  home.  Taxicabs, 
pickups,  or  larger  trucks  were  not  to  be  counted.  The 
figures  include  leased  automobiles  and  company- 
owned  automobiles  kept  at  home.  The  statistics, 
therefore,  do  not  reflect  the  number  of  automobiles 
privately  owned  or  the  number  of  households  owning 
automobiles. 


is  the  contract  rent  plus  the  estimated  average  monthly 
cost  of  utilities  (electricity,  gas,  water)  and  fuels  (oil, 
coal,  kerosene,  wood,  etc.),  if  these  items  are  paid  for 
by  the  renter  (or  paid  for  him  by  someone  else,  such 
as  a  relative,  welfare  agency,  or  friend)  in  addition  to 
rent.  Contract  rent  is  the  monthly  rent  agreed  to,  or 
contracted  for,  regardless  of  any  furnishings,  utilities, 
or  services  that  may  be  included.  Thus,  gross  rent  is 
intended  to  eliminate  differentials  which  result  from 
varying  practices  with  respect  to  the  inclusion  of 
utilities  and  fuel  as  part  of  the  rental  payment. 


Year  moved  into  unit.— Data  on  year  moved  into  unit 
are  based  on  the  information  reported  for  the  head  of 
the  household.  The  question  refers  to  the  year  of 
latest  move.  Thus,  if  the  head  moved  back  into  a  unit 
he  had  previously  occupied,  the  year  of  his  latest 
move  was  to  be  reported;  if  he  moved  from  one  apart- 
ment to  another  in  the  same  building,  the  year  he 
moved  into  his  present  unit  was  to  be  reported.  The 
intent  is  to  establish  the  year  the  present  occupancy 
by  the  head  began.  The  year  the  head  moves  is  not 
necessarily  the  same  year  other  members  of  the 
household  move,  although  in  the  great  majority  of 
cases  the  entire  household  moves  at  the  same  time. 

Gross  rent.— The  computed  rent  termed  "gross  rent" 


Owned  second  home.— A  second  home  may  be  a 
single-family  house,  vacation  cottage,  hunting  cabin, 
ski  lodge,  etc.,  which  is  owned  and  held  for  use  some- 
time during  the  year  by  the  owner  or  members  of  his 
household.  Second  homes  may  also  be  owned  in 
partnership  with  members  of  a  different  household. 
The  figures  include  second  homes  which  are  some- 
times rented  or  leased  on  a  short-term  basis  to  other 
persons  but  are  principally  held  for  the  owner's 
occasional  use  during  the  year. 

The  statistics  refer  to  the  number  of  households 
that  own  (one  or  more)  second  homes.  The  data, 
therefore,  do  not  reflect  the  number  of  owned  second 
homes.

This  report  presents  revised  figures  on  farm-nonfarm  residence  for  occupied  rural  housing 
units  and  for  the  rural  population  which  replace  the  comparable  figures  shown  in  the 
State  reports  of  1970  Housing  Census  series  HC(1)-B,  "Detailed  Housing  Characteristics." 
The  data  in  the  HC(1  )-B  reports  contain  a  misclassification  between  the  farm  and  nonfarm 
components  of  the  rural  areas. This  misclassification,  which  is  compensating  between  the 
two  components,  does  not  affect  the  statistics  for  the  rural  area  as  a  whole;  also  not 
affected  are  the  data  for  vacant  units  nor  the  data  for  urban  areas  and  for  the  State  as  a 
whole. 

The  farm-nonfarm  data  published  in  the  State  reports  of  the  1970  Population  Census 
series  PC(1)-C,  "General  Social  and  Economic  Characteristics,"  are  subject  to  the  same 
error  in  classification.  The  revised  population  figures  given  in  the  present  report  are 
therefore  also  shown  in  1970  Population  Census  Supplementary  Report  PC(S1)-27. 

Data  on  a  number  of  characteristics  of  the  rural-farm  and  rural-nonfarm  populations 
for  States  and  large  areas  (based  on  the  corrected  farm-nonfarm  classification)  appear  in 
the  1970  Population  Census  PC(1  )-D  series  of  State  reports  which  are  being  issued  during 
the  second  half  of  1972.  Plans  are  now  in  process  for  obtaining  corrected  data  on  both 
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population  and  housing  characteristics  by  county; 
further  information  can  be  obtained  by  writing  to  the 
Director,  Bureau  of  the  Census,  Washington,  D.C. 
20233. 


URBAN  AND  RURAL  RESIDENCE 

Urban  housing  comprises  all  housing  units  in  urban- 
ized areas  and  in  places  of  2,500  inhabitants  or  more 
outside  urbanized  areas.  More  specifically,  urban 
housing  consists  of  all  housing  units  in  (a)  places  of 
2,500  inhabitants  or  more  incorporated  as  cities, 
villages,  boroughs,  and  towns  with  certain  exceptions; 
(b)  unincorporated  places  of  2,500  inhabitants  or 
more;  and  (c)  other  territory,  incorporated  or  unin- 
corporated, included  in  urbanized  areas.  Housing 
units  not  classified  as  urban  constitute  rural  housing. 
The  population  is  classified  according  to  the  same 
criteria. 


FARM  AND  NONFARM  RESIDENCE 

In  rural  areas,  occupied  housing  units  are  subdivided 
into  rural-farm  housing,  which  comprises  all  rural 
units  on  farms,  and  rural-nonfarm  housing,  which 
comprises  the  remaining  rural  units.  Occupied 
housing  units  are  classified  as  farm  units  if  they  are 
located  on  places  of  10  or  more  acres  from  which 
sales  of  farm  products  amounted  to  $50  or  more  in 
1969,  or  on  places  of  less  than  10  acres  from  which 
sales  of  farm  products  amounted  to  $250  or  more  in 
1969.  Occupied  units  in  rural  territory  which  do  not 
meet  the  definition  for  farm  housing  are  classified  as 
nonfarm.  All  vacant  units  in  rural  areas  also  are  clas- 
sified as  nonfarm. 

Persons  in  rural  territory  who,  according  to  the 
same  criteria,  were  not  living  on  farms  were  classified 
as  nonfarm  residents.  All  persons  living  in  group 
quarters  except  those  in  agricultural  workers'  camps 
on  farms  are  classified  as  nonfarm.

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SUPPLEMENTARY  REPORT 


Characteristics  of  Occupied  Housing  Units 

by  Year  Structure  Built  and  Tenure, 

for  The  United  States:    1970 


Of  the  63.4  million  occupied  housing  units  in  the  United  States  in  1970,  approximately 
15.8  million,  or  25  percent,  were  built  since  1960.  Close  to  one-half  (47  percent)  of  the 
Nation's  occupied  housing  was  built  within  the  past  20  years. 

The  proportion  of  households  living  in  units  built  during  the  past  10  years  ranged  from 
18  percent  among  1 -person  households  to  about  31  percent  among  4-  and  5-person 
households.  In  contrast,  more  than  half  (54  percent)  of  the  units  occupied  by  1 -person 
households  were  more  than  30  years  old  (built  before  1940);  the  comparable  figure  for  4- 
and  5-person  households  was  32  percent. 

Relatively  fewer  renter-occupied  than  owner-occupied  units  were  built  since  1960,  22 
percent  and  26  percent,  respectively.  Marked  differences,  however,  appear  by  household 
size.  Of  the  renter-occupied  units  with  4-  and  5-person  households,  20  percent  were  built 
during  the  past  10  years  compared  with  35  percent  of  the  owner-occupied  units 
containing  4  or  5  persons.  Conversely,  21  percent  of  the  1 -person  renter  households  lived 
in  units  built  since  1960,  compared  with  14  percent  of  the  1 -person  owner  households. 

Among  owner-occupied  units,  50  percent  of  the  husband-wife  families  with  heads 
under  30  years  of  age  occupied  homes  built  since  1960,  as  against  14  percent  for 
husband-wife  family  heads  65  years  old  and  over;  the  proportion  of  primary  individuals 
occupying  homes  built  during  the  past  10  years  was  14  percent.  Comparable  figures  for 
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renter  households  are  30  percent  for  husband-wife 
families  with  heads  under  30  years  of  age,  19  percent 
for  husband-wife  family  heads  65  years  and  over,  and 
22  percent  for  primary  individuals. 

Median  value  ranged  from  $12,300  for  owner- 
occupied  one-family  homes  built  before  1940  to 
$26,000  for  those  built  1969  or  later.  Almost  half 
(48  percent)  of  the  owned  homes  valued  at  $35,000 
or  more  were  built  during  the  past  10  years;  only  9 
percent  of  those  valued  at  less  than  $10,000  were 
built  during  this  period. 

Median  gross  rent  varied  from  $93  for  renter- 
occupied  units  built  before  1940  to  $161  for  those 
built  after  1968.  Over  half  (57  percent)  of  the  units 
renting  at  $200  or  more  were  built  since  1960, 
compared  with  10  percent  of  those  which  rented  for 
less  than  $80. 

Among  the  Nation's  Negro-occupied  housing  units, 
973,000  units,  or  16  percent,  were  built  since  1960. 
About  27  percent  of  the  units  occupied  by  husband- 
wife  families  with  a  Negro  head  under  age  30  were 
built  during  the  past  decade,  as  against  10  percent  of 
those  with  a  Negro  family  head  65  years  and  over. 
Median  value  of  Negro  owner-occupied  units  varied 
from  $9,300  for  those  built  before  1940  to  $15,100 
for  those  built  after  1968.  Median  gross  rent  for 
Negro  households  ranged  from  $86  for  units  built 
during  the  1940'sto  $104  for  those  built  during  1965 
to  1968. 

The  data  presented  in  this  report  are  derived  from 
tabulations  available  for  States  and  their  component 
areas  on  1970  census  computer  summary  tapes  which 
can  be  purchased  from  the  Census  Bureau;  inquiries 
should  be  addressed  to  the  Director,  Bureau  of  the 
Census,  Washington,  D.C.,  20233. 

DEFINITIONS 

Housing  units.— Living  quarters  are  classified  in  the 
census  as  either  housing  units  or  group  quarters. 
Usually,  living  quarters  are  in  structures  intended  for 
residential  use  (e.g.,  a  one-family  home,  apartment 
house,  hotel  or  motel,  boarding  house,  mobile  home 
or  trailer,  etc.).  Living  quarters  may  also  be  in 
structures  intended  for  nonresidential  use  (e.g.,  the 
rooms  in  a  warehouse  where  a  watchman  lives),  as 
well  as  in  tents,  caves,  old  railroad  cars,  etc. 


A  housing  unit  is  a  house,  an  apartment,  a  group 
of  rooms,  or  a  single  room  occupied  or  intended  for 
occupancy  as  separate  living  quarters.  Separate  living 
quarters  are  those  in  which  the  occupants  do  not  live 
and  eat  with  any  other  persons  in  the  structure  and 
which  quarters  have  either  (1)  direct  access  from  the 
outside  of  the  building  or  through  a  common  hall  or 
(2)  complete  kitchen  facilities  for  the  exclusive  use  of 
the  occupants.  The  occupants  may  be  a  single  family, 
one  person  living  alone,  two  or  more  families  living 
together,  or  any  other  group  of  related  or  unrelated 
persons  who  share  living  arrangements  (except  as 
described  in  the  paragraph  on  group  quarters).  For 
vacant  units,  the  criteria  of  separateness,  direct 
access,  and  complete  kitchen  facilities  for  exclusive 
use  are  applied  to  the  intended  occupants  whenever 
possible.  If  the  information  cannot  be  obtained,  the 
criteria  are  applied  to  the  previous  occupants.  Both 
occupied  and  vacant  housing  units  are  included  in  the 
housing  inventory,  except  that  mobile  homes,  trailers, 
tents,  boats,  and  railroad  cars  are  included  only  if 
they  are  occupied. 

Group  quarters  are  living  arrangements  for  insti- 
tutional inmates  or  for  other  groups  containing  five 
or  more  persons  not  related  to  the  person  in  charge. 
Group  quarters  are  located  most  frequently  in  insti- 
tutions, boarding  houses,  military  barracks,  college 
dormitories,  fraternity  and  sorority  houses,  hospitals, 
monasteries,  convents,  and  ships.  A  house  or  apart- 
ment is  considered  group  quarters  if  it  is  shared  by 
the  person  in  charge  and  five  or  more  persons 
unrelated  to  him,  or  if  there  is  no  person  in  charge, 
by  six  or  more  unrelated  persons.  Information  on  the 
housing  characteristics  of  group  quarters  was  not 
collected  in  the  census. 

Occupied  housing  units.— A  housing  unit  is  classified 
as  occupied  if  a  person  or  group  of  persons  is  living  in 
it  at  the  time  of  enumeration  or  if  the  occupants  are 
only  temporarily  absent  —  for  example,  on  vacation. 

Tenure.— A  housing  unit  is  "owner  occupied"  if  the 
owner  or  co-owner  lives  in  the  unit,  even  if  it  is 
mortgaged  or  not  fully  paid  for.  A  cooperative  or 
condominium  unit  is  "owner  occupied"  only  if  the 
owner  or  co-owner  lives  in  it.  All  other  occupied  units 
are  classified  as  "renter  occupied,"  including  units 
rented  for  cash  rent  and  those  occupied  without 
payment  of  cash  rent. 


Negro  head  of  household.— The  classification  by  race 
shown  here  refers  to  the  race  of  the  head  of  the 
household  occupying  the  housing  unit.  Characteristics 
of  units  with  Negro  head  of  household  are  presented 
in  a  separate  table.  The  concept  of  race  as  used  by  the 
Census  Bureau  does  not  denote  clear-cut  scientific 
definitions  of  biological  stock.  The  data  represent 
essentially  self-classification  by  people  according  to 
the  race  with  which  they  identify  themselves. 

Persons.— All  persons  occupying  the  housing  unit  are 
counted.  These  persons  include  not  only  occupants 
related  to  the  head  of  the  household  but  also  any 
lodgers,  roomers,  boarders,  partners,  wards,  foster 
children,  and  resident  employees  who  share  the  living 
quarters  of  the  household  head. 

Household.— A  household  consists  of  all  the  persons 
who  occupy  a  housing  unit.  By  definition,  therefore, 
the  count  of  occupied  housing  units  is  the  same  as  the 
count  of  households. 

Head  of  household.— One  person  in  each  household  is 
designated  as  the  head,  that  is,  the  person  who  is 
regarded  as  the  head  by  the  members  of  the  house- 
hold. However,  if  a  married  woman  living  with  her 
husband  is  reported  as  the  head,  her  husband  is 
considered  the  head  for  the'  purpose  of  simplifying 
the  tabulations. 

Household  composition.— Housing  units  are  occupied 
by  "families"  or  "primary  individuals."  The  term 
"family"  refers  to  the  head  of  a  household  and 
all(one  or  more)  other  persons  living  in  the  same 
household  who  are  related  to  the  head  by  blood, 
marriage,  or  adoption.  If  the  head  lives  alone  or  with 
nonrelatives  only,  then  the  head  constitutes  a  primary 
individual. 

Married  couples  related  to  the  head  of  a  family  are 
included  in  the  family  and  are  not  considered  as 
separate  families.  A  lodger,  servant,  or  other  person 
unrelated  to  the  head  is  considered  a  member  of  the 
household  but  not  of  the  family. 

Housing  units  occupied  by  families  are  subdivided 
by  type  of  family  as  follows: 

Husband-wife.— This  category  consists  of  all  housing 
units  occupied  by  a  family  in  which  the  head  and  his 
wife  were  enumerated  as  members  of  the  same 
household.  Husband-wife  families  are  further  sub- 
divided by  age  of  head. 


Other  head.— This  category  includes  all  other  families, 
that  is,  families  with  heads  who  are  widowed, 
divorced,  or  single,  and  heads  who  are  married  but 
with  spouse  absent  because  of  separation  or  other 
reason  where  husband  and  wife  maintain  separate 
residences. 

Year  structure  built.— Year  structure  built  refers  to 
when  the  building  was  first  constructed,  not  when  it 
was  remodeled,  added  to,  or  converted.  The  figures 
relate  to  the  number  of  units  in  structures  built 
during  the  specified  periods  and  in  existence  at  the 
time  of  enumeration. 

Value.— Value  is  the  respondent's  estimate  of  how 
much  the  property  (house  and  lot)  would  sell  for  if  it 
were  for  sale.  For  vacant  units,  value  is  the  price 
asked  for  the  property.  The  statistics  on  value  are 
shown  only  for  one-family  houses  on  less  than  10 
acres  without  a  commercial  establishment  or  medical 
office  on  the  property.  The  value  tabulations  also 
exclude  mobile  homes  and  trailers  and  units  in 
cooperatives  and  condominiums. 

Gross  rent.— The  computed  rent  termed  "gross  rent" 
is  the  contract  rent  plus  the  estimated  average 
monthly  cost  of  utilities  (electricity,  gas,  water)  and 
fuels  (oil,  coal,  kerosene,  wood,  etc.),  if  these  items 
are  paid  for  by  the  renter  (or  paid  for  him  by 
someone  else,  such  as  a  relative,  welfare  agency,  or 
friend)  in  addition  to  rent.  Contract  rent  is  the 
monthly  rent  agreed  to,  or  contracted  for,  regardless 
of  any  furnishings,  utilities,  or  services  that  may  be 
included.  Thus,  gross  rent  is  intended  to  eliminate 
differentials  which  result  from  varying  practices  with 
respect  to  the  inclusion  of  utilities  and  fuel  as  part  of 
the  rental  payment. 

The  statistics  on  rent  exclude  one-family  houses 
on  ten  acres  or  more.  Renter  units  occupied  without 
payment  of  cash  rent  are  shown  separately  as  "no  cash 
rent"  in  the  rent  tabulations. 

Medians.— The  median,  which  is  a  type  of  average,  is 
the  middle  value  in  a  distribution;  i.e.,  the  median 
divides  the  distribution  into  two  equal  parts— one-half 
the  cases  fall  below  the  median  and  one-half  the  cases 
exceed  the  median.  Medians  for  persons  are  rounded 
to  the  nearest  tenth,  for  value  to  the  nearest  hundred 
dollars,  and  for  gross  rent  to  the  nearest  dollar.

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Nine  out  of  ten  (89  percent)  of  the  39.9  million  owner-occupied  housing  units  in  the 
United  States  in  1970  were  one-family  homes.  Seven  percent  were  in  multiunit 
(two-or-more-unit)  structures  and  four  percent  were  mobile  homes  or  trailers.  For 
renter-occupied  units,  the  proportions  differed  sharply.  Only  about  one-third  (36 
percent)  of  the  23.6  million  renter-occupied  units  were  one-family  homes  and  almost 
two-thirds  (62  percent)  were  in  multiunit  structures.  Mobile  homes  or  trailers  made  up 
the  balance  of  the  renter-occupied  units. 

Approximately  25  percent  of  the  one-family  owner-occupied  homes  were  built  since 
1960,  compared  with  only  15  percent  of  owner-occupied  housing  in  multiunit  structures 
and  78  percent  of  the  mobile  homes  or  trailers.  Among  renter-occupied  units,  however, 
13  percent  of  the  one-unit  structures  were  built  within  the  last  10  years,  compared  with 
27  percent  of  the  multiunit  housing  and  63  percent  of  the  mobile  homes  or  trailers.  The 
highest  proportion  of  multiunit  rental  housing  built  since  1960  was  among  those  in 
10-or-more-unit  structures,  41  percent. 
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Income  of  families  and  primary  individuals  varied 
noticeably  among  the  structure  sizes  and  tenure 
groups.  Median  income  was  $9,700  for  all  owner 
families  and  primary  individuals— $10,000  for  those  in 
one-family  homes,  $8,200  for  those  in  multiunit 
structures,  and  $7,000  for  owner  occupants  of  mobile 
homes  or  trailers.  Median  income  of  renter  house- 
holds ran  considerably  lower-$6,300  for  renters  of 
one-unit  structures,  $6,400  for  those  in  multiunit 
structures,  and  $5,000  for  those  renting  mobile 
homes  or  trailers.  About  23  percent  of  the  owner 
households  in  one-unit  structures  had  an  income  of 
$15,000  or  more,  compared  with  7  percent  of  the 
renter  households. 

About  1.7  million  or  4  percent  of  the  owner- 
occupied  units  lacked  some  or  all  plumbing  facilities. 
Almost  300,000  of  the  1.7  million  units  also  showed 
indications  of  crowding  in  terms  of  1.01  or  more 
persons  per  room.  In  addition,  2.3  million  owner- 
occupied  units  with  all  plumbing  facilities  had  1.01  or 
more  persons  per  room.  For  renter-occupied  units, 
1.8  million  or  8  percent  lacked  some  or  all  plumbing, 
and  of  these  units  400,000  had  more  than  one  person 
per  room.  An  additional  2.1  million  renter  units  with 
all  plumbing  facilities  had  more  than  one  person  per 
room. 

Among  the  Nation's  2.6  million  owner-occupied 
units  with  a  Negro  as  the  household  head,  19  percent 
were  built  since  1960;  the  corresponding  proportion 
was  the  same  (19  percent)  for  one-family  homes,  10 
percent  for  multiunit  housing,  and  75  percent  for 
mobile  homes  or  trailers.  A  smaller  proportion  of  the 
3.6  million  Negro  renter-occupied  units  were  built 
during  the  last  10  years,  14  percent.  About  10 
percent  of  the  Negro  renter-occupied  one-unit 
structures  were  built  during  the  past  decade,  com- 
pared with  16  percent  of  the  units  in  multiunit 
structures  and  50  percent  of  the  mobile  homes  or 
trailers. 

Median  income  was  $6,500  for  Negro  families  and 
primary  individuals  in  owner-occupied  units  and 
$4,300  for  those  in  renter-occupied  units. 

Approximately  369,000  or  14  percent  of  the 
Negro  owner-occupied  units  lacked  some  or  all 
plumbing  facilities,  and  of  these,  93,000  also  had 
1.01  or  more  persons  per  room.  In  addition,  305,000 
units  with  all  plumbing  facilities  had   1.01  or  more 


persons  per  room.  Among  Negro  renters,  634,000  or 
18  percent  lacked  plumbing  facilities,  217,000  of 
these  having  1.01  or  more  persons  per  room.  Another 
583,000  with  all  plumbing  facilities  had  more  than 
one  person  per  room. 

DEFINITIONS 

Housing  units.— Living  quarters  are  classified  in  the 
census  as  either  housing  units  or  group  quarters. 
Usually,  living  quarters  are  in  structures  intended  for 
residential  use  (e.g.,  a  one-family  home,  apartment 
house,  hotel  or  motel,  boarding  house,  mobile  home 
or  trailer,  etc.).  Living  quarters  may  also  be  in 
structures  intended  for  nonresidential  use  (e.g.,  the 
rooms  in  a  warehouse  where  a  watchman  lives),  as 
well  as  in  tents,  caves,  old  railroad  cars,  etc. 

A  housing  unit  is  a  house,  an  apartment,  a  group 
of  rooms,  or  a  single  room  occupied  or  intended  for 
occupancy  as  separate  living  quarters.  Separate  living 
quarters  are  those  in  which  the  occupants  do  not  live 
and  eat  with  any  other  persons  in  the  structure  and 
which  quarters  have  either  (1)  direct  access  from  the 
outside  of  the  building  or  through  a  common  hall  or 
(2)  complete  kitchen  facilities  for  the  exclusive  use  of 
the  occupants.  The  occupants  may  be  a  single  family, 
one  person  living  alone,  two  or  more  families  living 
together,  or  any  other  group  of  related  or  unrelated 
persons  who  share  living  arrangements  (except  as 
described  in  the  paragraph  on  group  quarters.)  For 
vacant  units,  the  criteria  of  separateness,  direct 
access,  and  complete  kitchen  facilities  for  exclusive 
use  are  applied  to  the  intended  occupants,  whenever 
possible.  If  the  information  cannot  be  obtained,  the 
criteria  are  applied  to  the  previous  occupants.  Both 
occupied  and  vacant  housing  units  are  included  in  the 
housing  inventory,  except  that  mobile  homes,  trailers, 
tents,  boats,  and  railroad  cars  are  included  only  if 
they  are  occupied. 

Group  quarters  are  living  arrangements  for  institu- 
tional inmates  or  for  other  groups  containing  five  or 
more  persons  not  related  to  the  person  in  charge. 
Group  quarters  are  located  most  frequently  in 
institutions,  boarding  houses,  military  barracks, 
college  dormitories,  fraternity  and  sorority  houses, 
hospitals,  monasteries,  convents,  and  ships.  A  house 
or   apartment   is  considered  group  quarters  if  it  is 


shared  by  the  person  in  charge  and  five  or  more 
persons  unrelated  to  him,  or  if  there  is  no  person  in 
charge,  by  six  or  more  unrelated  persons.  Information 
on  the  housing  characteristics  of  group  quarters  was 
not  collected  in  the  census. 

Occupied  housing  units.— A  housing  unit  is  classified 
as  occupied  if  a  person  or  group  of  persons  is  living  in 
it  at  the  time  of  enumeration  or  if  the  occupants  are 
only  temporarily  absent,  for  example,  on  vacation. 
However,  if  the  persons  staying  in  the  unit  have  their 
usual  place  of  residence  elsewhere,  the  unit  is 
classified  as  vacant. 

Household.— A  household  consists  of  all  the  persons 
who  occupy  a  housing  unit.  By  definition,  therefore, 
the  count  of  occupied  housing  units  is  the  same  as  the 
count  of  households. 


to  roof.  Mobile  homes  and  trailers  are  shown  as  a 
separate  category.  When  one  or  more  rooms  have 
been  added  to  a  mobile  home  or  trailer  it  is  classified 
as  a  one-family  house.  If,  however,  only  a  porch  or 
shed  has  been  added,  it  is  still  counted  as  a  mobile 
home  or  trailer. 

Plumbing  facilities.— The  category  "with  all  plumbing 
facilities"  consists  of  units  which  have  hot  and  cold 
piped  water,  as  well  as  a  flush  toilet  and  a  bathtub  or 
shower  inside  the  structure  for  the  exclusive  use  of 
the  occupants  of  the  unit.  "Lacking  some  or  all 
plumbing"  means  that  the  unit  does  not  have  all  three 
specified  plumbing  facilities  (hot  and  cold  piped 
water,  as  well  as  flush  toilet  and  bathtub  or  shower 
inside  the  structure),  or  that  the  toilet  or  bathing 
facilities  are  also  for  the  use  of  the  occupants  of  other 
housing  units. 


Tenure.— A  housing  unit  is  "owner  occupied"  if  the 
owner  or  co-owner  lives  in  the  unit,  even  if  it  is 
mortgaged  or  not  fully  paid  for.  A  cooperative  or 
condominium  unit  is  "owner  occupied"  only  if  the 
owner  or  co-owner  lives  in  it.  All  other  occupied  units 
are  classified  as  "renter  occupied,"  including  units 
rented  for  cash  rent  and  those  occupied  without 
payment  of  cash  rent. 

Negro  head  of  household.— The  classification  by  race 
shown  here  refers  to  the  race  of  the  head  of  the 
household  occupying  the  housing  unit.  Characteristics 
of  units  with  Negro  head  of  household  are  presented 
in  a  separate  table.  The  concept  of  race  as  used  by  the 
Census  Bureau  does  not  denote  clear-cut  scientific 
definitions  of  biological  stock.  The  data  represent 
essentially  self-classification  by  people  according  to 
the  race  with  which  they  identify  themselves. 

Units  in  structure.— In  the  determination  of  the 
number  of  units  in  a  structure,  all  housing  units,  both 
occupied  and  vacant,  were  counted.  The  statistics  are 
presented  in  terms  of  the  number  of  housing  units  in 
structures  of  specified  size,  not  in  terms  of  the 
number  of  residential  structures. 

A  structure  is  a  separate  building  that  either  has 
open  space  on  all  sides  or  is  separated  from  other 
structures  by  dividing  walls  that  extend  from  ground 


Persons  per  room.— "Persons  per  room"  is  computed 
for  each  occupied  unit  by  dividing  the  number  of 
persons  in  the  unit  by  the  number  of  rooms  in  the 
unit.  The  figures  shown  refer,  therefore,  to  the 
number  of  housing  units  having  the  specified  ratio  of 
persons  per  room. 

Year  structure  built.— Year  structure  built  refers  to 
when  the  building  was  first  constructed,  not  when  it 
was  remodeled,  added  to,  or  converted.  The  figures 
relate  to  the  number  of  units  in  structures  built 
during  the  specified  periods  and  in  existence  at  the 
time  of  enumeration. 

Income  in  1969.— Income  is  the  sum  of  the  amounts 
reported  for  wage  and  salary  income,  net  self- 
employment  income,  Social  Security  or  railroad 
retirement  income,  public  assistance  or  welfare 
income,  and  all  other  income.  The  figures  represent 
the  amount  of  income  received  before  deductions  for 
personal  income  taxes,  Social  Security,  bond  pur- 
chases, union  dues,  health  insurance  premiums, 
Medicare  deductions,  etc. 

In  this  report,  the  statistics  relate  to  the  income  of 
the  family  or  primary  individual  occupying  the 
housing  unit;  that  is,  the  sum  of  the  income  of  the 
head  of  the  family  and  all  other  members  of  the 
family  14  years  old  and  over  or  the  income  of  the 


primary  individual.  Incomes  of  persons  living  in  the 
unit  but  not  related  to  the  head  of  the  household  are 
not  included  in  this  sum. 

Year  moved  into  unit.— Data  on  year  moved  into  unit 
are  based  on  the  information  reported  for  the  head  of 
the  household.  The  question  refers  to  the  year  of 
latest  move.  Thus,  if  the  head  moved  back  into  a  unit 
he  had  previously  occupied,  the  year  of  his  latest 
move  was  to  be  reported;  if  he  moved  from  one 
apartment  to  another  in  the  same  building,  the  year 
he  moved  into  his  present  unit  was  to  be  reported. 
The  intent  is  to  establish  the  year  the  present 
occupancy  by  the  head  began.  The  year  the  head 
moves  is  not  necessarily  the  same  year  other  members 
of  the  household  move,  although  in  the  great 
majority  of  cases  the  entire  household  moves  at  the 
same  time. 

Automobiles  available.— Statistics  on  automobiles 
available  represent  the  number  of  passenger  auto- 
mobiles, including  station  wagons,  which  are  owned 
or  regularly  used  by  any  member  of  the  household 
and  which  are  ordinarily  kept  at  home.  Taxicabs, 
pickups,  or  larger  trucks  were  not  to  be  counted.  The 
figures  include  leased  automobiles  and  company- 
owned  automobiles  kept  at  home.  The  statistics, 
therefore,  do  not  reflect  the  number  of  automobiles 


privately  owned  or  the  number  of  households  owning 
automobiles. 

Gross  rent.— The  computed  rent  termed  "gross  rent" 
is  the  contract  rent  plus  the  estimated  average 
monthly  cost  of  utilities  (electricity,  gas,  water)  and 
fuels  (oil,  coal,  kerosene,  wood,  etc.),  if  these  items 
are  paid  for  by  the  renter  (or  paid  for  him  by 
someone  else,  such  as  a  relative,  welfare  agency,  or 
friend)  in  addition  to  rent.  Contract  rent  is  the 
monthly  rent  agreed  to,  or  contracted  for,  regardless 
of  any  furnishings,  utilities,  or  services  that  may  be 
included.  Thus,  gross  rent  is  intended  to  eliminate 
differentials  which  result  from  varying  practices  with 
respect  to  the  inclusion  of  utilities  and  fuel  as  part  of 
the  rental  payment. 

The  statistics  on  rent  exclude  one-family  houses 
on  ten  acres  or  more.  Renter  units  occupied  without 
payment  of  cash  rent  are  shown  separately  as  "no 
cash  rent"  in  the  rent  tabulations. 

Medians.— The  median,  which  is  a  type  of  average,  is 
the  middle  value  in  a  distribution;  i.e.,  the  median 
divides  the  distribution  into  two  equal  parts— one-half 
the  cases  fall  below  the  median  and  one-half  the  cases 
exceed  the  median.  Medians  for  rooms  are  rounded  to 
the  nearest  tenth,  for  income  to  the  nearest  hundred 
dollars,  and  for  gross  rent  to  the  nearest  dollar.

Housing  Characteristics,  United  States  and  Regions,  which  contains  additional  information  for  the 
United  States  and  regions  by  metropolitan  residence  as  well  as  more  detailed  technical  explanations.) 

Median  income  was  greater  for  families  or  primary  individuals  in  owner-occupied  units 
($9,700)  than  for  those  in  renter-occupied  units  ($6,300).  About  2  out  of  10  owner 
households  reported  a  1969  income  of  $15,000  or  more,  compared  with  1  out  of  10 
renter  households. 

Households  in  newer  homes  have  higher  incomes  than  do  those  in  older  ones.  Owners 
living  in  structures  built  since  1960  had  a  median  income  of  $1 1,400,  compared  with  $8,100 
for  those  built  before  1950.  Corresponding  incomes  for  renters  are  $7,900  and  $5,700, 
respectively. 

Owner-occupied  units  were  more  likely  to  have  a  major  appliance  than  renter-occupied 
units,  although  the  percentage  within  each  tenure  group  varied  with  income.  About  74 
percent  of  all  owner  households  had  an  automatic  clothes  washing  machine,  but  when 
grouped  by  income  the  ownership  rate  for  washers  was  91  percent  for  households  with 
incomes  over  $15,000  contrasted  with  49  percent  for  households  under  $5,000. 
One-fourth  of  all  owner  households  had  a  dishwasher,  but  half  with  incomes  over 
$15,000  had  that  appliance.  About  one-third  of  all  renter  households  had  an  automatic 
washing  machine  compared  with  almost  half  of  renter  households  with  incomes  greater 
than  $15,000  and  only  one-quarter  for  households  under  $5,000.

Owners  have  more  automobiles  available  than  do 
renters.  Among  owners,  44  percent  had  two  or  more 
automobiles,  compared  with  19  percent  for  renters. 
The  number  of  automobiles  available  tends  to  increase 
as  income  rises.  Owner  households  with  one  auto- 
mobile had  a  median  income  of  $8,1 00,  those  with  two 
had  $12,700,  and  those  with  three  or  more  had 
$16,100.  While  renters  show  the  same  tendency,  the 
income  differences  were  less  pronounced  and  the 
incomes  were  lower  than  for  owners.  Renters  with  one 
automobile  available  had  a  median  income  of  $7,000, 
those  with  two  had  $9,800,  and  those  with  three  or 
more  had  an  income  of  $10,100. 

The  lower  the  income  of  the  family  or  primary 
individual,  the  larger  the  relative  outlay  for  rent  (rent  as 
a  percentage  of  income).  Those  who  paid  over  35 
percent  of  their  income  for  gross  rent  had  a  median 
income  of  $2,000,  while  those  who  paid  less  than  15 
percent  of  their  income  for  gross  rent  had  a  median 
income  of  $11,600. 

More  than  10  percent  of  the  2.6  million  owner 
families  or  primary  individuals  with  a  Negro  head  had  a 
1969  income  of  more  than  $15,000,  compared  with 
only  3  percent  for  Negro-renter  households.  The 
median  income  for  all  owner  households  with  Negro 
head  was  $6,500,  or  $2,200  more  than  the  $4,300 
median  income  for  Negro-renter  households.  Almost 
half  (48  percent)  of  the  Negro-owner  households  had 
one  automobile  available  and  27  percent  had  two  or 
more  available.  For  Negro  renters  the  corresponding 
figures  are  37  percent  and  7  percent,  respectively. 

Negro  households  with  three  or  more  persons  have 
higher  incomes  than  the  smaller  households.  Median 
income  of  owners  ranged  from  less  than  $2,000  for 
one-person  households  to  $8,800  for  five-person 
households.  For  Negro  renters  the  median  income 
ranged  from  $2,300  for  one-person  households  to 
$5,300  for  five-person  households.  Negro  households 
whose  gross  rent  amounted  to  less  than  15  percent  of 
their  income  had  a  median  income  of  $9,400,  whereas 
the  median  income  was  below  $2,000  for  those  whose 
rent  exceeded  35  percent  of  their  income. 

DEFINITIONS 

Housing  units.— Living  quarters  are  classified  in  the 
census  as  either  housing  units  or  group  quarters. 
Usually,  living  quarters  are  in  structures  intended  for 


residential  use  (e.g.,  a  one-family  home,  apartment 
house,  hotel  or  motel,  boarding  house,  mobile  home  or 
trailer,  etc.).  Living  quarters  may  also  be  in  structures 
intended  for  nonresidential  use  (e.g.,  the  rooms  in  a 
warehouse  where  a  watchman  lives),  as  well  as  in  tents, 
caves,  old  railroad  cars,  etc. 

A  housing  unit  is  a  house,  an  apartment,  a  group  of 
rooms,  or  a  single  room  occupied  or  intended  for 
occupancy  as  separate  living  quarters.  Separate  living 
quarters  are  those  in  which  the  occupants  do  not  live 
and  eat  with  any  other  persons  in  the  structure  and 
which  quarters  have  either  (1)  direct  access  from  the 
outside  of  the  building  or  through  a  common  hall  or  (2) 
complete  kitchen  facilities  for  the  exclusive  use  of  the 
occupants.  The  occupants  may  be  a  single  family,  one 
person  living  alone,  two  or  more  families  living 
together,  or  any  other  group  of  related  or  unrelated 
persons  who  share  living  arrangements  (except  as 
described  in  the  paragraph  on  group  quarters).  For 
vacant  units  the  criteria  of  separateness,  direct  access, 
and  complete  kitchen  facilities  for  exclusive  use  are 
applied  to  the  intended  occupants,  whenever  possible. 
If  the  information  cannot  be  obtained,  the  criteria  are 
applied  to  the  previous  occupants.  Both  occupied  and 
vacant  housing  units  are  included  in  the  housing 
inventory,  except  that  mobile  homes,  trailers,  tents, 
boats,  and  railroad  cars  are  included  only  if  they  are 
occupied. 

Group  quarters  are  living  arrangements  for  institu- 
tional inmates  or  for  other  groups  containing  five  or 
more  persons  not  related  to  the  person  in  charge. 
Group  quarters  are  located  most  frequently  in  institu- 
tions, boarding  houses,  military  barracks,  college 
dormitories,  fraternity  and  sorority  houses,  hospitals, 
monasteries,  convents,  and  ships.  A  house  or  apartment 
is  considered  group  quarters  if  it  is  shared  by  the  person 
in  charge  and  five  or  more  persons  unrelated  to  him,  or 
if  there  is  no  person  in  charge,  by  six  or  more  unrelated 
persons.  Information  on  the  housing  characteristics  of 
group  quarters  was  not  collected  in  the  census. 

Occupied  housing  units.— A  housing  unit  is  classified  as 
occupied  if  a  person  or  group  of  persons  is  living  in  it  at 
the  time  of  enumeration  or  if  the  occupants  are  only 
temporarily  absent,  for  example,  on  vacation.  How- 
ever, if  the  persons  staying  in  the  unit  have  their  usual 
place  of  residence  elsewhere,  the  unit  is  classified  as 
vacant. 


Household.— A  household  consists  of  all  the  persons 
who  occupy  a  housing  unit.  By  definition,  therefore, 
the  count  of  occupied  housing  units  is  the  same  as  the 
count  of  households. 

Tenure.— A  housing  unit  is  "owner  occupied"  if  the 
owner  or  co-owner  lives  in  the  unit,  even  if  it  is 
mortgaged  or  not  fully  paid  for.  A  cooperative  or 
condominium  unit  is  "owner  occupied"  only  if  the 
owner  or  co-owner  lives  in  it.  All  other  occupied  units 
are  classified  as  "renter  occupied,"  including  units 
rented  for  cash  rent  and  those  occupied  without 
payment  of  cash  rent. 

Negro  head  of  household.— The  classification  by  race 
shown  here  refers  to  the  race  of  the  head  of  the 
household  occupying  the  housing  unit.  Characteristics 
of  units  with  Negro  head  of  household  are  presented  in 
a  separate  table.  The  concept  of  race  as  used  by  the 
Census  Bureau  does  not  denote  clear-cut  scientific 
definitions  of  biological  stock.  The  data  represent 
essentially  self -classification  by  people  according  to  the 
race  with  which  they  identify  themselves. 

Year  structure  built.— Year  structure  built  refers  to 
when  the  building  was  first  constructed,  not  when  it 
was  remodeled,  added  to,  or  converted.  The  figures 
relate  to  the  number  of  units  in  structures  built  during 
the  specified  periods  and  in  existence  at  the  time  of 
enumeration. 

Income  in  1969.— Income  is  the  sum  of  the  amounts 
reported  for  wage  and  salary  income,  net  self -employ- 
ment income,  Social  Security  or  railroad  retirement 
income,  public  assistance  or  welfare  income,  and  all 
other  income.  The  figures  represent  the  amount  of 
income  received  before  deductions  for  personal  income 
taxes,  Social  Security,  bond  purchases,  union  dues, 
health  insurance  premiums,  Medicare  deductions,  etc. 
In  this  report,  the  statistics  relate  to  the  income  of 
the  family  or  primary  individual  occupying  the  housing 


unit;  that  is,  the  sum  of  the  income  of  the  head  of  the 
family  and  all  other  members  of  the  family  14  years  old 
and  over  or  the  income  of  the  primary  individual. 
Incomes  of  persons  living  in  the  unit  but  not  related  to 
the  head  of  the  household  are  not  included  in  this  sum. 

Median  income.— The  median,  which  is  a  type  of 
average,  is  the  middle  value  in  a  distribution;  i.e.,  the 
median  divides  the  distribution  into  two  equal  parts— 
one-half  the  cases  fall  below  the  median  and  one-half 
the  cases  exceed  the  median.  Median  income  is  rounded 
to  the  nearest  hundred  dollars. 

Gross  rent  as  percentage  of  income.— Gross  rent  is  the 
summation  of  contract  rent  plus  the  estimated  average 
cost  of  utilities  (water,  electricity,  gas)  and  fuels  (oil, 
coal,  kerosene,  wood,  etc.),  if  these  items  are  paid  for 
by  the  renter,  in  addition  to  rent.  Yearly  gross  rent 
(monthly  gross  rent  multipl  ied  by  1 2)  is  expressed  as  a 
percentage  of  the  total  income  in  1 969  of  the  family  or 
primary  individual.  The  percentage  was  computed 
separately  for  each  unit  and  was  rounded  to  the  nearest 
whole  number.  Units  for  which  no  cash  is  paid  and 
units  occupied  by  families  or  primary  individuals  who 
reported  no  income  or  a  net  loss  comprise  the  category 
"not  computed."  One-family  houses  on  ten  acres  or 
more  are  excluded  from  the  statistics  on  gross  rent  as  a 
percentage  of  income. 

Year  moved  into  unit.— Data  on  year  moved  into  unit 
are  based  on  the  information  reported  for  the  head  of 
the  household.  The  question  refers  to  the  year  of  latest 
move.  Thus,  if  the  head  moved  back  into  a  unit  he  had 
previously  occupied,  the  year  of  his  latest  move  was  to 
be  reported;  if  he  moved  from  one  apartment  to 
another  in  the  same  building,  the  year  he  moved  into 
his  present  unit  was  to  be  reported.  The  intent  is  to 
establish  the  year  the  present  occupancy  by  the  head 
began.  The  year  the  head  moves  is  not  necessarily  the 
same  year  other  members  of  the  household  move, 
although  in  the  great  majority  of  cases  the  entire 
household  moves  at  the  same  time.

Of  the  39.9  million  homeowner  households  in  1970,  over  one-third  moved  into  their 
housing  units  during  the  five  years  prior  to  the  1970  census  (1965  to  March  1970),  with 
one-tenth  moving  during  the  last  15  months  (1969  to  March  1970).  One-fifth  of  the 
homeowner  households  had  lived  in  the  same  unit  for  the  past  20  years. 

The  data  shown  in  this  report  relate  to  the  year  the  household  head  moved  into  the 
unit.  Under  some  circumstances,  this  may  not  represent  the  time  when  the  entire 
household  moved  in  (for  example,  two  people  marry  and  one  moves  into  the  unit  already 
occupied  by  the  other).  However,  for  ease  of  discussion  in  this  text,  the  mobility  status  of 
the  head  is  considered  as  representing  that  of  the  entire  household. 

The  mobility  picture  for  homeowners  varied  sharply  by  age  of  head  and  by  household 
composition.  Thus,  over  half  of  the  husband-wife  households  in  which  the  head  was 
under  25  years  of  age  had  moved  within  15  months.  In  contrast,  in  those  households  in 
which  the  husband  was  65  years  or  over,  only  5  percent  had  moved  within  the  past  15 
months  and  43  percent  had  not  moved  within  the  past  20  years.  Among  households  with 
female  heads,  9  percent  had  moved  in  the  last  15  months,  and  31  percent  had  lived  in  the 
same  unit  for  the  past  20  years. 

The  23.6  million  renter  households  were  much  more  mobile  than  the  homeowner 
households.  Two-fifths  of  the  renters  had  moved  between  1969  and  March  1970, 
three-fourths  within  the  past  5  years,  and  only  6  percent  had  not  moved  in  over  20  years. 
Yet,  of  the  households  with  male  head  65  years  or  over  with  wife  present,  17  percent  had 
not  moved  in  20  years. 
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Income  of  the  family  or  primary  individual  bears  a 
noticeable  relationship  to  year  of  last  move.  For 
owner  households  that  had  moved  in  the  last  15 
months,  median  income  was  $9,900.  This  compares 
with  a  median  income  of  $5,900  for  owners  who  had 
not  moved  in  over  20  years.  Of  owner  households 
that  had  moved  within  15  months,  9  percent  reported 
incomes  below  $3,000,  as  compared  with  30  percent 
of  the  households  that  had  not  moved  within  20 
years.  The  pattern  for  renters  paralleled  that  of 
owners,  but  at  a  lower  income  level.  Median  income 
of  renters  who  had  moved  within  15  months  was 
$6,200  and  for  renters  who  had  not  moved  within  20 
years  the  median  was  $4,600. 

Large  differences  are  reflected  in  the  proportion 
with  one  or  more  automobiles  among  owner  house- 
holds that  moved  within  15  months— 95  percent— as 
compared  with  those  that  had  not  moved  in  over  20 
years— 78  percent.  For  renter  households,  the  parallel 
figures  are  78  percent  and  52  percent. 

Of  the  2.6  million  Negro  homeowner  households, 
one-third  had  moved  within  5  years,  with  one-tenth 
moving  within  the  last  15  months.  One-fifth  of  the 
Negro  homeowners  had  not  moved  in  20  years.  For 
Negro  husband-wife  homeowner  households  with  no 
nonrelatives  and  head  65  years  or  over,  3  percent  had 
moved  within  15  months  and  about  two-fifths  had 
not  moved  in  over  20  years.  Among  Negro  renters, 
three-tenths  of  the  households  had  moved  within  15 
months,  two-thirds  within  5  years,  and  only  6  percent 
had  not  moved  for  over  20  years. 

Median  income  of  Negro  homeowner  households 
ranges  from  $8,300  for  those  that  had  last  moved  in 
1967  or  1968  to  $3,300  for  those  not  moving  in  20 
years.  Corresponding  medians  for  renters  ranged 
between  $4,800  and  $2,800.  For  Negro  homeowners 
who  had  moved  within  15  months,  16  percent  had 
incomes  under  $3,000  compared  with  47  percent  for 
those  who  had  remained  in  the  same  unit  over  20 
years.  For  Negro  renters,  the  corresponding  propor- 
tions were  36  percent  and  53  percent. 

Of  Negro  owners  who  had  moved  within  15 
months,  approximately  four-fifths  had  one  or  more 
automobiles  compared  with  three-fifths  for  those  who 
had  not  moved  in  over  20  years.  For  Negro  renters, 
the  proportions  were  lower.  Almost  half  of  the  renter 
households  that  had  moved  within  15  months  had 


one  or  more  cars,  compared  with  one-third  of  those 
that  had  not  moved  in  20  years. 

The  data  presented  in  this  report  are  derived  from 
tabulations  available  for  States,  standard  metro- 
politan statistical  areas,  central  cities,  places  of 
50,000  inhabitants  or  more,  and  certain  other  areas 
on  1970  Census  computer  summary  tapes  which  can 
be  purchased  from  the  Census  Bureau.  Inquiries 
should  be  addressed  to  the  Director,  Bureau  of  the 
Census,  Washington,  D.C.,  20233. 

DEFINITIONS 

Housing  units.— Living  quarters  are  classified  in  the 
census  as  either  housing  units  or  group  quarters. 
Usually,  living  quarters  are  in  structures  intended  for 
residential  use  (e.g.,  a  one-family  home,  apartment 
house,  hotel  or  motel,  boarding  house,  mobile  home 
or  trailer,  etc.).  Living  quarters  may  also  be  in 
structures  intended  for  nonresidential  use  (e.g.,  the 
rooms  in  a  warehouse  where  a  watchman  lives),  as 
well  as  in  tents,  caves,  old  railroad  cars,  etc. 

A  housing  unit  is  a  house,  an  apartment,  a  group 
of  rooms,  or  a  single  room  occupied  or  intended  for 
occupancy  as  separate  living  quarters.  Separate  living 
quarters  are  those  in  which  the  occupants  do  not  live 
and  eat  with  any  other  persons  in  the  structure  and 
which  quarters  have  either  (1)  direct  access  from  the 
outside  of  the  building  or  through  a  common  hall  or 
(2)  complete  kitchen  facilities  for  the  exclusive  use  of 
the  occupants.  The  occupants  may  be  a  single  family, 
one  person  living  alone,  two  or  more  families  living 
together,  or  any  other  group  of  related  or  unrelated 
persons  who  share  living  arrangements  (except  as 
described  in  the  paragraph  on  group  quarters).  For 
vacant  units  the  criteria  of  separateness,  direct  access, 
and  complete  kitchen  facilities  for  exclusive  use  are 
applied  to  the  intended  occupants,  whenever 
possible.  If  the  information  cannot  be  obtained,  the 
criteria  are  applied  to  the  previous  occupants.  Both 
occupied  and  vacant  housing  units  are  included  in  the 
housing  inventory,  except  that  mobile  homes,  trailers, 
tents,  boats,  and  railroad  cars  are  included  only  if 
they  are  occupied. 

Group  quarters  are  living  arrangements  for  insti- 
tutional inmates  or  for  other  groups  containing  five 
or  more  persons  not  related  to  the  person  in  charge. 


Group  quarters  are  located  most  frequently  in  insti- 
tutions, boarding  houses,  military  barracks,  college 
dormitories,  fraternity  and  sorority  houses,  hospitals, 
monasteries,  convents,  and  ships.  A  house  or  apart- 
ment is  considered  group  quarters  if  it  is  shared  by 
the  person  in  charge  and  five  or  more  persons 
unrelated  to  him,  or  if  there  is  no  person  in  charge, 
by  six  or  more  unrelated  persons.  Information  on  the 
housing  characteristics  of  group  quarters  was  not 
collected  in  the  census. 

Occupied  housing  units.— A  housing  unit  is  classifed 
as  occupied  if  a  person  or  group  of  persons  is  living  in 
it  at  the  time  of  enumeration  or  if  the  occupants  are 
only  temporarily  absent,  for  example,  on  vacation. 
However,  if  the  persons  staying  in  the  unit  have  their 
usual  place  of  residence  elsewhere,  the  unit  is 
classified  as  vacant. 

Persons.— All  persons  occupying  the  housing  unit  are 
counted.  These  persons  include  not  only  occupants 
related  to  the  head  of  the  household  but  also  any 
lodgers,  roomers,  boarders,  partners,  wards,  foster 
children,  and  resident  employees  who  share  the  living 
quarters  of  the  household  head. 

Household.— A  household  consists  of  all  the  persons 
who  occupy  a  housing  unit.  By  definitions,  therefore, 
the  count  of  occupied  housing  units  is  the  same  as  the 
count  of  households. 

Head  of  household.— One  person  in  each  household  is 
designated  as  the  head,  that  is,  the  person  who  is 
regarded  as  the  head  by  the  members  of  the  house- 
hold. However,  if  a  married  woman  living  with  her 
husband  is  reported  as  the  head,  her  husband  is 
considered  the  head  for  the  purpose  of  simplifying 
the  tabulations. 

Negro  head  of  household.— The  classification  by  race 
shown  here  refers  to  the  race  of  the  head  of  the 
household  occupying  the  housing  unit.  Characteristics 
of  units  with  Negro  head  of  household  are  presented 
in  a  separate  table.  The  concept  of  race  as  used  by  the 
Census  Bureau  does  not  denote  clear-cut  scientific 
definitions  of  biological  stock.  The  data  represent 
essentially  self-classification  by  people  according  to 
the  race  with  which  they  identify  themselves. 


Household  composition.— Statistics  by  age  of  head  are 
presented  separately  for  two-or-more  person  house- 
holds and  for  one-person  households.  Households 
having  two  or  more  persons  are  further  subdivided  as 
follows: 

Male  head,  wife  present,  no  nonrelatives.— Each 
household  in  this  group  consists  of  the  head  and 
his  wife,  and  other  persons,  if  any,  all  of  whom  are 
related  to  him. 

Other  male  head.— This  category  includes  house- 
holds with  male  head,  wife  present,  with  non- 
relatives  living  with  them;  male  heads  who  are 
married,  but  with  wife  absent  because  of  separ- 
ation or  other  reason  where  husband  and  wife 
maintain  separate  residences;  and  male  heads  who 
are  widowed,  divorced,  or  single. 

Female  head.— This  group  comprises  households 
with  female  heads  regardless  of  their  marital 
status.  Included  are  female  heads  with  no  spouse 
and  female  heads  whose  husbands  are  living  away 
from  their  families,  as  for  example,  husbands  in 
the  Armed  Forces  living  on  military  installations. 

Households  consisting  of  only  one  person  are 
shown  separately  as  "one-person  households"  and 
are  not  included  in  the  subcategories  "other  male 
head"  and  "female  head." 

Income  in  1969.— Income  in  the  sum  of  the  amounts 
reported  for  wage  and  salary  income,  net  self- 
employment  income,  Social  Security  or  railroad 
retirement  income,  public  assistance  or  welfare 
income,  and  all  other  income.  The  figures  represent 
the  amount  of  income  received  before  deductions  for 
personal  income  taxes.  Social  Security,  bond  pur- 
chases, union  dues,  health  insurance  premiums. 
Medicare  deductions,  etc. 

In  this  report,  the  statistics  relate  to  the  income  of 
the  family  or  primary  individual  occupying  the 
housing  unit;  that  is,  the  sum  of  the  income  of  the 
head  of  the  family  and  all  other  members  of  the 
family  14  years  old  and  over  or  the  income  of  the 
primary  individual.  Incomes  of  persons  living  in  the 
unit  but  not  related  to  the  head  of  the  household  are 
not  included  in  this  sum. 


Year  moved  into  unit.— Data  on  year  moved  into  unit 
are  based  on  the  information  reported  for  the  head  of 
the  household.  The  question  refers  to  the  year  of  latest 
move.  Thus,  if  the  head  moved  back  into  a  unit  he 
had  previously  occupied,  the  year  of  his  latest  move 
was  to  be  reported;  if  he  moved  from  one  apartment 
to  another  in  the  same  building,  the  year  he  moved 
into  his  present  unit  was  to  be  reported.  The  intent  is 
to  establish  the  year  the  present  occupancy  by  the 
head  began.  The  year  the  head  moves  is  not  neces- 
sarily the  same  year  other  members  of  the  household 
move,  although  in  the  great  majority  of  cases  the 
entire  household  moves  at  the  same  time. 

Tenure.— A  housing  unit  is  "owner  occupied"  if  the 
owner  or  co-owner  lives  in  the  unit,  even  if  it  is 
mortgaged  or  not  fully  paid  for.  A  cooperative  or 
condominium  unit  is  "owner  occupied"  only  if  the 
owner  or  co-owner  lives  in  it.  All  other  occupied  units 
are  classified  as  "renter  occupied,"  including  units 
rented  for  cash  rent  and  those  occupied  without 
payment  of  cash  rent. 

Value-income  ratio.— Value  is  the  respondent's  esti- 
mate of  how  much  the  property  (house  and  lot) 
would  sell  for  if  it  were  for  sale.  The  value-income 
ratio  is  computed  by  dividing  the  value  of  the  housing 
unit  by  the  total  income  in  1969  of  the  family  or 
primary  individual.  The  ratio  was  computed  sepa- 
rately for  each  unit  and  was  rounded  to  the  nearest 
tenth.  Units  occupied  by  families  or  primary  individ- 


uals who  reported  no  income  or  a  net  loss  comprise 
the  category  "not  computed."  The  statistics  on 
value-income  ratio  are  shown  only  for  one-family 
houses  on  less  than  10  acres  without  a  commercial 
establishment  or  medical  office  on  the  property.  The 
tabulations  also  exclude  mobile  homes  and  trailers 
and  units  in  cooperatives  and  condominiums. 

Gross  rent  as  percentage  of  income.— Gross  rent  is  the 
summation  of  contract  rent  plus  the  estimated 
average  cost  of  utilities  (water,  electricity,  gas)  and 
fuels  (oil,  coal,  kerosene,  wood,  etc.),  if  these  items 
are  paid  for  by  the  renter,  in  addition  lo  rent.  Yearly 
gross  rent  is  expressed  as  a  percentage  of  the  total 
income  in  1969  of  the  family  or  primary  individual. 
The  percentage  was  computed  separately  for  each 
unit  and  was  rounded  to  the  nearest  whole  number. 
Units  for  which  no  cash  rent  is  paid  and  units  occu- 
pied by  families  or  primary  individuals  who  reported 
no  income  or  a  net  loss  comprise  the  category  "not 
computed."  One-family  houses  on  ten  acres  or  more 
are  excluded  from  the  statistics  on  gross  rent  as  a 
percentage  of  income. 

Medians.— The  median,  which  is  a  type  of  average,  is 
the  middle  value  in  a  distribution;  i.e.,  the  median 
divides  the  distribution  into  two  equal  parts— one-half 
the  cases  fall  below  the  median  and  one-half  the  cases 
exceed  the  median.  Medians  for  persons  are  rounded 
to  the  nearest  tenth  and  for  income  to  the  nearest 
hundred  dollars.

Of  the  Nation's  39.9  million  families  and  primary  individuals  in  owner-occupied 
units,  about  one-quarter  had  a  1969  income  of  less  than  $5,000;  another  quarter 
had  incomes  between  $5,000  and  $10,000;  and  one-half  reported  $10,000  or 
more.  The  proportion  of  units  lacking  plumbing,  which  was  4  percent  for  all 
owner-occupied  units,  varied  noticeably  by  income  level.  Almost  12  percent  of  the 
homeowners  with  incomes  less  than  $5,000  lacked  some  or  all  plumbing  facilities 
compared   with   only    1    percent  for  those  with    incomes   of  $10,000   or   more. 

About  5  percent  of  the  large  owner  households  (6  persons  or  more)  occupied 
units  which  lacked  some  or  all  plumbing  facilities;  however,  25  percent  of  the 
large  households  with  incomes  of  less  than  $5,000  lacked  basic  plumbing  in  con- 
trast to  2  percent  of  those  with  incomes  of  $10,000  or  more.  The  pattern  for 
one-person  households,  by  income,  paralleled  that  of  the  large  households.  About 
11  percent  of  one-person  households  with  incomes  under  $5,000  occupied  units 
that  lacked  all  plumbing  facilities  compared  with  2  percent  of  one-person  house- 
holds with   incomes   of   $10,000   or  more. 

Of  the  23.6  million  renter  families  and  primary  individuals  in  1970,  two-fifths 
had  a  1969  income  of  less  than  $5,000;  one-third  had  incomes  between  $5,000 
and  $10,000;  and  one-fourth  reported  $10,000  or  more.  The  presence  of  complete 
plumbing  facilities,  by  income,  followed  the  same  pattern  as  that  for  owners. 
Approximately  14  percent  of  the  renters  with  incomes  less  than  $5,000,  compared 
with  2  percent  with  incomes  over  $10,000,  occupied  units  which  lacked  complete 
plumbing  facilities.  The  proportion  for  all  renter-occupied  units  was  8  percent. 
Housing  occupied  by  large  renter  households  (6  persons  or  more)  lacked  complete 
plumbing  facilities  at  twice  the  rate  of  the  units  with  smaller  households,  15 
percent  and   7   percent,   respectively.

Homeowners  with  low  incomes  are  less  likely 
to  have  children  under  18  years  in  their  units 
than  higher-income  owners.  Close  to  one-fifth  of 
the  homeowners  with  less  than  $5,000  income 
had  one  child  or  more  compared  with  three- 
fifths  over  $10,000.  The  proportions  for  renters 
were   29  percent  and  45  percent,  respectively. 

Of  the  Nation's  2.6  million  Negro  owner 
households,  14  percent  occupied  units  which 
lacked  some  or  all  plumbing  facilities.  About  27 
percent  of  the  Negro  families  and  primary  indi- 
viduals with  incomes  of  less  than  $5,000  oc- 
cupied housing  that  lacked  some  or  all  plumbing 
facilities    compared    with    3   percent   over   $10,000. 

Negro  renter  households  follow  the  same  pat- 
tern except  that  the  renters  tend  to  have  a 
higher  incidence  of  units  lacking  complete  plumb- 
ing. Approximately  24  percent  of  Negro  renters 
with  less  than  $5,000  income  occupied  units 
that  lacked  some  or  all  plumbing  compared  with 
5  percent  with   incomes  of  $10,000  or  more. 

More  than  three-fifths  of  Negro  homeowner 
households  with  incomes  of  more  than  $10,000 
had  one  child  or  more  compared  with  about 
three-tenths  of  the  households  under  $5,000.  For 
Negro  renters,  56  percent  with  incomes  over 
$10,000  had  children  compared  to  43  percent 
under  $5,000.

DEFINITIONS 

Housing  units.— Living  quarters  are  classified  in 
the  census  as  either  housing  units  or  group  quar- 
ters. Usually,  living  quarters  are  in  structures  intend- 
for  residential  use  (e.g.,  a  one-family  home, 
apartment  house,  hotel  or  motel,  boarding  house, 
mobile  home  or  trailer,  etc.).  Living  quarters  may 
also  be  in  structures  intended  for  nonresidential 
use     (e.g.,     the     rooms    in    a    warehouse    where    a 


watchman  lives),  as  well  as  in  tents,  caves,  old 
railroad  cars,  etc. 

A  housing  unit  is  a  house,  an  apartment,  a 
group  of  rooms,  or  a  single  room  occupied  or 
intended  for  occupancy  as  separate  living  quar- 
ters. Separate  living  quarters  are  those  in  which 
the  occupants  do  not  live  and  eat  with  any 
other  persons  in  the  structure  and  which  quarters 
have  either  (1)  direct  access  from  the  outside  of 
the  building  or  through  a  common  hall  or  (2) 
complete  kitchen  facilities  for  the  exclusive  use 
of  the  occupants.  The  occupants  may  be  a  single 
family,  one  person  living  alone,  two  or  more 
families  living  together,  or  any  other  group  of 
related  or  unrelated  persons  who  share  living 
arrangements  (except  as  described  in  the  para- 
graph on  group  quarters).  For  vacant  units  the 
criteria  of  separateness,  direct  access,  and  com- 
plete kitchen  facilities  for  exclusive  use  are 
applied  to  the  intended  occupants,  whenever 
possible.  If  the  information  cannot  be  obtained, 
the  criteria  are  applied  to  the  previous  occupants. 
Both  occupied  and  vacant  housing  units  are 
included  in  the  housing  inventory,  except  that 
mobile  homes,  trailers,  tents,  boats,  and  railroad 
cars  are   included  only   if  they   are   occupied. 

Group  quarters  are  living  arrangements  for 
institutional  inmates  or  for  other  groups  contain- 
ing five  or  more  persons  not  related  to  the 
person  in  charge.  Group  quarters  are  located 
most  frequently  in  institutions,  boarding  houses, 
military  barracks,  college  dormitories,  fraternity 
and  sorority  houses,  hospitals,  monasteries,  con- 
vents, and  ships.  A  house  or  apartment  is  consid- 
ered group  quarters  if  it  is  shared  by  the  person 
in  charge  and  five  or  more  persons  unrelated  to 
him,  or  if  there  is  no  person  in  charge,  by  six 
or  more  unrelated  persons.  Information  on  the 
housing  characteristics  of  group  quarters  was  not 
collected   in   the  census. 

Occupied  housing  units.— A  housing  unit  is  clas- 
sified as  occupied  if  a  person  or  group  of  per- 
sons is  living  in  it  at  the  time  of  enumeration  or 
if  the  occupants  are  only  temporarily  absent,  for 
example,  on  vacation.  However,  if  the  persons 
staying  in  the  unit  have  their  usual  place  of  resi- 
dence   elsewhere,    the    unit   is  classified    as   vacant. 


Household.— A  household  consists  of  all  the  per- 
sons who  occupy  a  housing  unit.  By  definition, 
therefore,  the  count  of  occupied  housing  units  is 
the  same  as  the  count  of  households. 

Negro  head  of  household.— The  classification  by 
race  shown  here  refers  to  the  race  of  the  head 
of  the  household  occupying  the  housing  unit. 
Characteristics  of  units  with  Negro  head  of 
household  are  presented  in  a  separate  table.  The 
concept  of  race  as  used  by  the  Census  Bureau 
does  not  denote  clear  out  scientific  of  bio- 
logical stock.  The  data  represent  essentially  self- 
classification  by  people  according  to  the  race 
with  which  they   identify  themselves. 

Tenure.— A  housing  unit  is  "owner  occupied"  if 
the  owner  or  co-owner  lives  in  the  unit,  even  if 
it  is  mortgaged  or  not  fully  paid  for.  A  co- 
operative or  condominium  unit  is  "owner  oc- 
cupied" only  if  the  owner  or  co-owner  lives  in 
it.  All  other  occupied  units  are  classified  as 
"renter  occupied,"  including  units  rented  for  cash 
rent  and  those  occupied  without  payment  of 
cash  rent. 

Persons.— All  persons  occupying  the  housing  unit 
are  counted.  These  persons  include  not  only  oc- 
cupants related  to  the  head  of  the  household  but 
also  any  lodgers,  roomers,  boarders,  partners, 
wards,  foster  children,  and  resident  employees 
who  share  the  living  quarters  of  the  household 
head. 

Own  children  under  18.— "Own"  children  in  a 
family  are  sons  and  daughters,  including  step- 
children and  adopted  children,  of  the  family 
head. 

Plumbing  facilities.— The  category  "with  all 
plumbing  facilities"  consists  of  units  which  have 
hot  and  cold  piped  water,  as  well  as  a  flush 
toilet    and    a   bathtub   or   shower    inside    the   struc- 


ture for  the  exclusive  use  of  the  occupants  of 
the  unit.  "Lacking  some  or  all  plumbing"  means 
that  the  unit  does  not  have  all  three  specified 
plumbing  facilities  (hot  and  cold  piped  water,  as 
well  as  flush  toilet  and  bathtub  or  shower  inside 
the  structure),  or  that  the  toilet  or  bathing  facil- 
ities are  also  for  the  use  of  the  occupants  of 
other   housing  units. 

Persons  per  room.— "Persons  per  room"  is  com- 
puted for  each  occupied  unit  by  dividing  the 
number  of  persons  in  the  unit  by  the  number  of 
rooms  in  the  unit.  The  figures  shown  refer, 
therefore,  to  the  number  of  housing  units  having 
the  specified   ratio  of  persons  per  room. 

Income  in  1969.— Income  is  the  sum  of  the  a- 
mounts  reported  for  wage  and  salary  income,  net 
self-employment  income,  Social  Security  or  rail- 
road retirement  income,  public  assistance  or 
welfare  income,  and  all  other  income.  The  figures 
represent  the  amount  of  income  received  before 
deductions  for  personal  income  taxes,  Social 
Security,  bond  purchases,  union  dues,  health  in- 
surance premiums.   Medicare  deductions,  etc. 

In  this  report,  the  statistics  relate  to  the  in- 
come of  the  family  or  primary  individual  occupy- 
ing the  housing  unit;  that  is,  the  sum  of  the 
income  of  the  head  of  the  family  and  all  other 
members  of  the  family  14  years  old  and  over  or 
the  income  of  the  primary  individual.  Incomes  of 
persons  living  in  the  unit  but  not  related  to  the 
head  of  the  household  are  not  included  in  this 
sum. 

Median  persons.— The  median,  which  is  a  type  of 
average,  is  the  middle  value  in  a  distribution;  i.e., 
the  median  divides  the  distribution  into  two 
equal  parts— one-half  the  cases  fall  below  the 
median  and  one-half  the  cases  exceed  the  medi- 
an. The  medians  for  persons  are  rounded  to  the 
nearest  tenth.

Characteristics  of  Second 

Home  Owners  for  the 

United  States:    1970 


Of  the  Nation's  63.4  million  households  in  1970,  2.9  million  or  5  percent  owned  a  second 
home.  Almost  2.2  million  or  three-fourths  of  the  second  home  owners  owned  their 
primary  residence,  while  700,000  rented  their  primary  unit. 

The  housing  and  household  characteristics  in  this  report  relate  only  to  the  primary 
residence  of  the  household.  Characteristics  of  second  homes  were  not  collected  in  the 
1970  census. 

Households  containing  husband-wife  families  with  no  nonrelatives  were  much  more 
likely  to  own  second  homes  (75  percent  compared  to  69  percent  for  all  households).  A 
greater  share  of  second  home  husband-and-wife  families  had  a  head  in  the  45  to  64  age 
bracket  than  did  all  of  these  families  (52  percent  compared  with  38  percent). 

About  13  percent  of  second  home  owners  were  one-person  households  compared  with 
18  percent  of  all  households.  The  percentage  of  households  with  a  head  65  years  of  age  or 
over  was  the  same  in  second  home  households  and  in  all  households,  about  20  percent. 
The  tendency  to  own  a  second  home  showed  a  direct  relationship  with  income.  For 
families  and  primary  individuals  with  less  than  $2,000  income,  only  3  percent  owned  a 
second  home.  In  the  income  range  of  $7,000  to  $10,000  about  4  percent  owned  a  second 
home,  while  in  the  highest  income  group,  $50,000  or  more,  nearly  one-fifth  owned  a 
second  home.  Median  income  of  families  and  primary  individuals  owning  a  second  home 
was  $11,400,  compared  with  $8,400  for  all  households.  Second  home  owners  with 
incomes  of  $15,000  or  more  were  17  percent  of  all  households  but  constituted  one-third 
of  all  second-home  households.

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The  data  on  gross  rent  as  percentage  of  income 
and  the  value-income  ratios  indicate  that  the  smaller 
the  relative  outlay  for  the  primary  shelter  the  greater 
the  likelihood  of  owning  a  second  home.  For  renters, 
6  percent  of  the  households  that  paid  less  than  10 
percent  of  income  in  gross  rent  owned  second  homes; 
where  the  rent  payments  were  more  than  35  percent 
of  income,  only  2  percent  owned  second  homes.  This 
phenomenon  is  less  pronounced  in  the  value-income 
data,  but  the  trend  is  still  evident.  Second  home 
owners  constituted  4.6  percent  of  the  households 
with  a  value-income  ratio  of  4.0  or  more  (the  value  of 
the  primary  home  is  at  least  four  times  income);  in 
comparison,  6.2  percent  of  those  with  a  value-income 
ratio  of  1.5  or  less  (the  value  of  the  primary  home  is 
no  more  than  one  and  one-half  times  income)  owned 
second  homes. 

About  three-fourths  of  all  second  home  house- 
holds lived  in  a  single-family  house.  About  22 
percent  of  second  home  households  lived  in  multi- 
family  structures  and  4  percent  lived  in  mobile  homes 
as  their  primary  residence. 

Of  the  6.2  million  households  with  a  Negro  head, 
138,000  or  slightly  more  than  2  percent,  owned  a 
second  home.  Three-fifths  of  these  second-home 
households  owned  their  primary  residence  and  two- 
fifths  were  renters. 

About  56  percent  of  the  Negro  households  that 
owned  second  homes  were  husband-wife  families  with 
no  nonrelatives  in  the  household.  One  out  of  five 
second-home  households  were  one-person  house- 
holds. Of  all  Negro  second-home  households,  17 
percent  of  the  household  heads  were  65  years  of  age 
or  older.  These  proportions  were  about  the  same  for 
all  households  with  a  Negro  head. 

The  data  presented  in  this  report  are  derived  from 
tabulations  available  for  States,  standard  metro- 
politan statistical  areas,  central  cities,  places  of 
50,000  inhabitants  or  more,  and  certain  other  areas 
on  1970  census  computer  summary  tapes  which  can 
be  purchased  from  the  Census  Bureau.  Inquiries 
should  be  addressed  to  the  Director,  Bureau  of  the 
Census,  Washington,  D.C.  20233. 

DEFINITIONS 

Housing  units.— Living  quarters  are  classified  in  the 
census   as  either   housing  units   or  group  quarters. 


Usually,  living  quarters  are  in  structures  intended  for 
residential  use  (e.g.,  a  one-family  home,  apartment 
house,  hotel  or  motel,  boarding  house,  mobile  home 
or  trailer,  etc.).  Living  quarters  may  also  be  in 
structures  intended  for  nonresidential  use  (e.g.,  the 
rooms  in  a  warehouse  where  a  watchman  lives),  as 
well  as  in  tents,  caves,  old  railroad  cars,  etc. 

A  housing  unit  is  a  house,  an  apartment,  a  group 
of  rooms,  or  a  single  room  occupied  or  intended  for 
occupancy  as  separate  living  quarters.  Separate  living 
quarters  are  those  in  which  the  occupants  do  not  live 
and  eat  with  any  other  persons  in  the  structure  and 
which  quarters  have  either  (1)  direct  access  from  the 
outside  of  the  building  or  through  a  common  hall  or 
(2)  complete  kitchen  facilities  for  the  exclusive  use  of 
the  occupants.  The  occupants  may  be  a  single  family, 
one  person  living  alone,  two  or  more  families  living 
together,  or  any  other  group  of  related  or  unrelated 
persons  who  share  living  arrangements  (except  as 
described  in  the  paragraph  on  group  quarters).  For 
vacant  units  the  criteria  of  separateness,  direct  access, 
and  complete  kitchen  facilities  for  exclusive  use  are 
applied  to  the  intended  occupants,  whenever  possible. 
If  the  information  cannot  be  obtained,  the  criteria  are 
applied  to  the  previous  occupants.  Both  occupied  and 
vacant  housing  units  are  included  in  the  housing 
inventory,  except  that  mobile  homes,  trailers,  tents, 
boats,  and  railroad  cars  are  included  only  if  they  are 
occupied. 

Group  quarters  are  living  arrangements  for  institu- 
tional inmates  or  for  other  groups  containing  five  or 
more  persons  not  related  to  the  person  in  charge. 
Group  quarters  are  located  most  frequently  in  institu- 
tions, boarding  houses,  military  barracks,  college 
dormitories,  fraternity  and  sorority  houses,  hospitals, 
monasteries,  convents,  and  ships.  A  house  or  apart- 
ment is  considered  group  quarters  if  it  is  shared  by 
the  person  in  charge  and  five  or  more  persons 
unrelated  to  him,  or  if  there  is  no  person  in  charge, 
by  six  or  more  unrelated  persons.  Information  on  the 
housing  characteristics  of  group  quarters  was  not 
collected  in  the  census. 

Occupied  housing  units.— A  housing  unit  is  classified 
as  occupied  if  a  person  or  group  of  persons  is  living  in 
it  at  the  time  of  enumeration  or  if  the  occupants  are 
only  temporarily  absent,  for  example,  on  vacation. 
However,  if  the  persons  staying  in  the  unit  have  their 


usual  place  of  residence  elsewhere,  the  unit  is 
classified  as  vacant. 

Head  of  household.— One  person  in  each  household  is 
designated  as  the  head,  that  is,  the  person  who  is 
regarded  as  the  head  by  the  members  of  the  house- 
hold. However,  if  a  married  woman  living  with  her 
husband  is  reported  as  the  head,  her  husband  is 
considered  the  head  for  the  purpose  of  simplifying 
the  tabulations. 

Negro  head  of  household.— The  classification  by  race 
shown  here  refers  to  the  race  of  the  head  of  the 
household  occupying  the  housing  unit.  Characteristics 
of  units  with  Negro  head  of  household  are  presented 
in  a  separate  table.  The  concept  of  race  as  used  by  the 
Census  Bureau  does  not  denote  clear-cut  scientific 
definitions  of  biological  stock.  The  data  represent 
essentially  self-classification  by  people  according  to 
the  race  with  which  they  identify  themselves. 

Household  composition.— Statistics  by  age  of  head  are 
presented  separately  for  two-or-more  person  house- 
holds and  for  one-person  households.  Households 
having  two  or  more  persons  are  further  subdivided  as 
follows: 

Male   head,  wife  present,  no  nonrelatives.— Each 

household  in  this  group  consists  of  the  head  and 
his  wife,  and  other  persons,  if  any,  all  of  whom  are 
related  to  him. 

Other  male  head.— This  category  includes  house- 
holds with  male  head,  wife  present,  with  non- 
relatives  living  with  them;  male  heads  who  are 
married,  but  with  wife  absent  because  of  separa- 
tion or  other  reason  where  husband  and  wife 
maintain  separate  residences;  and  male  heads  who 
are  widowed,  divorced,  or  single. 

Female  head.— This  group  comprises  households 
with  female  heads  regardless  of  their  marital 
status.  Included  are  female  heads  with  no  spouse 
and  female  heads  whose  husbands  are  living  away 
from  their  families,  as  for  example,  husbands  in 
the  Armed  Forces  living  on  military  installations. 


Households  consisting  of  only  one  person  are 
shown  separately  as  "one-person  households"  and  are 
not  included  in  the  subcategories  "other  male  head" 
and  "female  head." 

Income  in  1969.— Income  is  the  sum  of  the  amounts 
reported  for  wage  and  salary  income,  net  self- 
employment  income,  Social  Security  or  railroad 
retirement  income,  public  assistance  or  welfare 
income,  and  all  other  income.  The  figures  represent 
the  amount  of  income  received  before  deductions  for 
personal  income  taxes.  Social  Security,  bond  pur- 
chases, union  dues,  health  insurance  premiums, 
Medicare  deductions,  etc. 

In  this  report,  the  statistics  relate  to  the  income  of 
the  family  or  primary  individual  occupying  the 
housing  unit;  that  is,  the  sum  of  the  income  of  the 
head  of  the  family  and  all  other  members  of  the 
family  14  years  old  and  over  or  the  income  of  the 
primary  individual.  Incomes  of  persons  living  in  the 
unit  but  not  related  to  the  head  of  the  household  are 
not  included  in  this  sum. 

Tenure.— A  housing  unit  is  "owner  occupied"  if  the 
owner  or  co-owner  lives  in  the  unit,  even  if  it  is 
mortgaged  or  not  fully  paid  for.  A  cooperative  or 
condominium  unit  is  "owner  occupied"  only  if  the 
owner  or  co-owner  lives  in  it.  All  other  occupied  units 
are  classified  as  "renter  occupied,"  including  units 
rented  for  cash  rent  and  those  occupied  without 
payment  of  cash  rent. 

Value.— Value  is  the  respondent's  estimate  of  how 
much  the  property  (house  and  lot)  would  sell  for  if  it 
were  for  sale.  The  statistics  on  value  are  shown  only 
for  one-family  houses  on  less  than  10  acres  without  a 
commercial  establishment  or  medical  office  on  the 
property.  The  value  tabulations  also  exclude  mobile 
homes  and  trailers  and  units  in  cooperatives  and 
condominiums. 

Value-income  ratio.— The  value-income  ratio  is  com- 
puted by  dividing  the  value  of  the  housing  unit  by  the 
total  income  in  1969  of  the  family  or  primary 
individual.  The  ratio  is  presented  for  the  same  owner- 
occupied  units  for  which  value  was  tabulated;  thus, 
the   statistics  on  value-income  ratio  reflect  the  ex- 


elusion  of  certain  owner-occupied  units.  The  ratio 
was  computed  separately  for  each  unit  and  was 
rounded  to  the  nearest  tenth.  Units  occupied  by 
families  or  primary  individuals  who  reported  no 
income  or  a  net  loss  comprise  the  category  "not 
computed." 

Gross  rent.— The  computed  rent  termed  "gross  rent" 
is  the  contract  rent  plus  the  estimated  average 
monthly  cost  of  utilities  (electricity,  gas,  water)  and 
fuels  (oil,  coal,  kerosene,  wood,  etc.),  if  these  items 
are  paid  for  by  the  renter  (or  paid  for  him  by 
someone  else,  such  as  a  relative,  welfare  agency,  or 
friend)  in  addition  to  rent.  Contract  rent  is  the 
monthly  rent  agreed  to,  or  contracted  for,  regardless 
of  any  furnishings,  utilities,  or  services  that  may  be 
included.  Thus,  gross  rent  is  intended  to  eliminate 
differentials  which  result  from  varying  practices  with 
respect  to  the  inclusion  of  utilities  and  fuel  as  part  of 
the  rental  payment. 

The  statistics  on  rent  exclude  one-family  houses 
on  ten  acres  or  more.  Renter  units  occupied  without 
payment  of  cash  rent  are  shown  separately  as  "no 
cash  rent"  in  the  rent  tabulations. 

Gross  rent  as  percentage  of  income.— Yearly  gross 
rent  (monthly  gross  rent  multiplied  by  12)  is  ex- 
pressed as  a  percentage  of  the  total  income  in  1969  of 
the  family  or  primary  individual.  The  percentage  was 
computed  separately  for  each  unit  and  was  rounded 
to  the  nearest  whole  number.  Units  for  which  no  cash 


is  paid  and  units  occupied  by  families  or  primary 
individuals  who  reported  no  income  or  a  net  loss 
comprise  the  category  "not  computed."  One-family 
houses  on  ten  acres  or  more  are  excluded  from  the 
statistics  on  gross  rent  as  a  percentage  of  income. 

Owned  second  home.— The  statistics  refer  to  the 
number  of  households  that  own  (one  or  more)  second 
homes,  not  the  number  of  owned  second  homes. 

A  second  home  may  be  a  single-family  house, 
vacation  cottage,  hunting  cabin,  ski  lodge,  etc.,  which 
is  owned  and  held  for  use  sometime  during  the  year 
by  the  owner  or  members  of  his  household.  Second 
homes  may  also  be  owned  in  partnership  with 
members  of  a  different  household.  The  figures  in- 
clude second  homes  which  are  sometimes  rented  or 
leased  on  a  short-term  basis  to  other  persons  but  are 
principally  held  for  the  owner's  occasional  use  during 
the  year. 

Characteristics  in  this  report  relate  only  to  the 
principal  residence  of  the  household.  The  statistics  do 
not  refer  to  the  characteristics  of  the  second  homes. 

Medians.— The  median,  which  is  a  type  of  average,  is 
the  middle  value  in  a  distribution;  i.e.,  the  median 
divides  the  distribution  into  two  equal  parts— one-half 
the  cases  fall  below  the  median  and  one-half  the  cases 
exceed  the  median.  Medians  for  persons  are  rounded 
to  the  nearest  tenth,  for  income  and  value  to  the 
nearest  hundred  dollars,  and  for  gross  rent  to  the 
nearest  dollar.

Of  the  Nation's  63.4  million  households  in  1 970,  2.3  million  or  3.6  percent  were  Spanish 
language  households.  About  1  million  or  44  percent  of  the  Spanish  language  households 
owned  their  homes.  The  remaining  1 .3  million  households  were  renters.  One  out  of  every 
four  housing  units  occupied  by  Spanish  language  households  showed  indications  of 
crowding  in  terms  of  1.01  or  more  persons  per  room.  The  proportions  with  more  than 
one  person  per  room  for  owners  and  renters  were  23  percent  and  28  percent,  respectively. 

A  household  is  classified  as  of  Spanish  language  if  the  head  or  his  wife  reported 
Spanish  as  his  or  her  mother  tongue,  i.e.,  the  language  spoken  at  home  when  the  person 
was  a  child. 

Spanish  language  households  that  owned  their  housing  unit,  tended  to  have  higher 
incomes  than  renter  households.  While  median  income  in  1969  for  all  Spanish  language 
families  and  primary  individuals  was  $7,100,  it  was  $9,000  for  owners  compared  with 
$5,900  for  renters.  For  both  owners  and  renters,  husband-wife  families  with  no 
nonrelatives  had  the  highest  median  income,  $9,700  for  owners  and  $7,100  for  renters. 
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Three-tenths  of  owner-occupied  one-family  homes 
with  the  household  head  of  Spanish  language  were 
valued  at  less  than  $10,000;  another  four-tenths  were 
valued  between  $10,000  and  $20,000;  and  the 
remainder  ranged  upward  from  $20,000.  Spanish 
language  owners  with  higher  incomes  lived  in  higher 
priced  homes.  Thus,  for  families  and  primary  individ- 
uals that  had  a  1969  income  of  $10,000  or  more, 
about  three-fourths  lived  in  units  that  were  valued  at 
more  than  $15,000.  For  households  with  less  than 
$10,000  income  only  three-tenths  lived  in  houses 
valued  at  $15,000  or  more. 

Nearly  one-half  (48  percent)  of  the  Spanish 
language  households  paid  less  than  $100  in  monthly 
gross  rent;  about  one-third  paid  between  $100  and 
$150,  and  the  remaining  15  percent  paid  $150  or 
more.  The  tendency  for  higher  income  households  to 
occupy  more  expensive  housing  is  also  evident  for  the 
Spanish  language  renters.  For  renter  families  and 
primary  individuals  with  a  1969  income  of  less  than 
$4,000,  the  median  gross  rent  was  $85;  for  those  with 
incomes  between  $4,000  and  $10,000,  the  median 
was  $101;  and  for  those  over  $10,000  income,  the 
median  was  $131. 

The  proportion  of  units  lacking  some  or  all 
plumbing  facilities  varied  considerably  by  income  for 
both  owner  and  renter  Spanish  language  households. 
About  9  percent  of  the  homeowners  with  incomes 
less  than  $10,000  lacked  complete  plumbing  com- 
pared with  only  1  percent  for  owners  with  incomes 
greater  than  $10,000.  For  renters  with  incomes  under 
$10,000,  7  percent  lacked  some  or  all  plumbing  while 
the  figure  was  2  percent  for  renter  households  over 
$10,000. 

Indications  of  crowding  were  more  evident  among 
Spanish  language  households  with  children  than  those 
without  children.  About  53  percent  of  the  units 
occupied  by  households  with  children  under  18  years 
of  age  had  more  than  one  person  per  room  compared 
with  6  percent  for  the  households  without  children 
under  18. 

DEFINITIONS 

Housing  units.— Living  quarters  are  classified  in  the 
census  as  either  housing  units  or  group  quarters. 
Usually,  living  quarters  are  in  structures  intended  for 
residential   use   (e.g.,  a  one-family  home,  apartment 


house,  hotel  or  motel,  boarding  house,  mobile  home 
or  trailer,  etc.).  Living  quarters  may  also  be  in 
structures  intended  for  nonresidential  use  (e.g.,  the 
rooms  in  a  warehouse  where  a  watchman  lives),  as 
well  as  in  tents,  caves,  old  railroad  cars,  etc. 

A  housing  unit  is  a  house,  an  apartment,  a  group 
of  rooms,  or  a  single  room  occupied  or  intended  for 
occupancy  as  separate  living  quarters.  Separate  living 
quarters  are  those  in  which  the  occupants  do  not  live 
and  eat  with  any  other  persons  in  the  structure  and 
which  quarters  have  either  (1)  direct  access  from  the 
outside  of  the  building  or  through  a  common  hall  or 
(2)  complete  kitchen  facilities  for  the  exclusive  use 
of  the  occupants.  The  occupants  may  be  a  single 
family,  one  person  living  alone,  two  or  more  families 
living  together,  or  any  other  group  of  related  or 
unrelated  persons  who  share  living  arrangements 
(except  as  described  in  the  paragraph  on  group 
quarters).  For  vacant  units  the  criteria  of  separate- 
ness,  direct  access,  and  complete  kitchen  facilities  for 
exclusive  use  are  applied  to  the  intended  occupants, 
whenever  possible.  If  the  information  cannot  be 
obtained,  the  criteria  are  applied  to  the  previous 
occupants.  Both  occupied  and  vacant  housing  units 
are  included  in  the  housing  inventory,  except  that 
mobile  homes,  trailers,  tents,  boats,  and  railroad  cars 
are  included  only  if  they  are  occupied. 

Group  quarters  are  living  arrangements  for 
institutional  inmates  or  for  other  groups  containing 
five  or  more  persons  not  related  to  the  person  in 
charge.  Group  quarters  are  located  most  frequently  in 
institutions,  boarding  houses,  military  barracks,  col- 
lege dormitories,  fraternity  and  sorority  houses, 
hospitals,  monasteries,  convents,  and  ships.  A  house 
or  apartment  is  considered  group  quarters  if  it  is 
shared  by  the  person  in  charge  and  five  or  more 
persons  unrelated  to  him,  or  if  there  is  no  person  in 
charge,  by  six  or  more  unrelated  persons.  Information 
on  the  housing  characteristics  of  group  quarters  was 
not  collected  in  the  census. 

Occupied  housing  units.— A  housing  unit  is  classified 
as  occupied  if  a  person  or  group  of  persons  is  living  in 
it  at  the  time  of  enumeration  or  if  the  occupants  are 
only  temporarily  absent,  for  example,  on  vacation. 
However,  if  the  persons  staying  in  the  unit  have  their 
usual  place  of  residence  elsewhere,  the  unit  is 
classified  as  vacant. 


Household.— A  household  consists  of  all  the  persons 
who  occupy  a  housing  unit.  By  definition,  therefore, 
the  count  of  occupied  housing  units  is  the  same  as  the 
count  of  households. 

Household  head  of  Spanish  language.— A  household 
head  is  classified  as  of  Spanish  language  if  the  head  or 
his  wife  reported  Spanish  as  his  or  her  mother  tongue, 
i.e.,  the  language  spoken  at  home  when  the  person 
was  a  child. 

Tenure.— A  housing  unit  is  "owner  occupied"  if  the 
owner  or  co-owner  lives  in  the  unit,  even  if  it  is 
mortgaged  or  not  fully  paid  for.  A  cooperative  or 
condominium  unit  is  "owner  occupied"  only  if  the 
owner  or  co-owner  lives  in  it.  All  other  occupied  units 
are  classified  as  "renter  occupied,"  including  units 
rented  for  cash  rent  and  those  occupied  without 
payment  of  cash  rent. 

Household  composition.— Households  are  classified  in 
this  report  as  follows: 

Male    head,   wife  present,  no  nonrelatives.— Each 

household  in  this  group  consists  of  the  head  and 
his  wife,  and  other  persons,  if  any,  all  of  whom  are 
related  to  him. 

Other  male  head.— This  category  includes  house- 
holds with  male  head,  wife  present,  with  nonrela- 
tives living  with  them;  male  heads  who  are 
married,  but  with  wife  absent  because  of  separa- 
tion or  other  reason  where  husband  and  wife 
maintain  separate  residences;  and  male  heads  who 
are  widowed,  divorced,  or  single. 

Female  head.— This  group  comprises  households 
with  female  heads  regardless  of  their  marital 
status.  Included  are  female  heads  with  no  spouse 
and  female  heads  whose  husbands  are  living  away 
from  their  families,  as  for  example,  husbands  in 
the  Armed  Forces  living  on  military  installations. 

Own  children  under  18.— "Own"  children  in  a 
family  are  sons  and  daughters,  including  step- 
children and  adopted  children,  of  the  family  head. 


Plumbing  facilities.— The  category  "with  all  plumbing 
facilities"  consists  of  units  which  have  hot  and  cold 
piped  water,  as  well  as  a  flush  toilet  and  a  bathtub  or 
shower  inside  the  structure  for  the  exclusive  use  of 
the  occupants  of  the  unit.  "Lacking  some  or  all 
plumbing"  means  that  the  unit  does  not  have  all  three 
specified  plumbing  facilities  (hot  and  cold  piped 
water,  as  well  as  flush  toilet  and  bathtub  or  shower 
inside  the  structure),  or  that  the  toilet  or  bathing 
facilities  are  also  for  the  use  of  the  occupants  of  other 
housing  units. 

Persons  per  room.— "Persons  per  room"  is  computed 
for  each  occupied  unit  by  dividing  the  number  of 
persons  in  the  unit  by  the  number  of  rooms  in  the 
unit.  The  figures  shown  refer,  therefore,  to  the 
number  of  housing  units  having  the  specified  ratio  of 
persons  per  room. 

Income  in  1969.— Income  is  the  sum  of  the  amounts 
reported  for  wage  and  salary  income,  net  self- 
employment  income,  Social  Security  or  railroad 
retirement  income,  public  assistance  or  welfare 
income,  and  all  other  income.  The  figures  represent 
the  amount  of  income  received  before  deductions  for 
personal  income  taxes.  Social  Security,  bond  pur- 
chases, union  dues,  health  insurance  premiums.  Medi- 
care deductions,  etc. 

In  this  report,  the  statistics  relate  to  the  income  of 
the  family  or  primary  individual  occupying  the 
housing  unit;  that  is,  the  sum  of  the  income  of  the 
head  of  the  family  and  all  other  members  of  the 
family  14  years  old  and  over  or  the  income  of  the 
primary  individual.  Incomes  of  persons  living  in  the 
unit  but  not  related  to  the  head  of  the  household  are 
not  included  in  this  sum. 

Value-income  ratio.— Value  is  the  respondent's  esti- 
mate of  how  much  the  property  (house  and  lot) 
would  sell  for  if  it  were  for  sale.  The  value-income 
ratio  is  computed  by  dividing  the  value  of  the  housing 
unit  by  the  total  income  in  1969  of  the  family  or 
primary  individual.  The  ratio  was  computed  sepa- 
rately for  each  unit  and  was  rounded  to  the  nearest 
tenth.  Units  occupied  by  families  or  primary  individ- 
uals who  reported  no  income  or  a  net  loss  comprise 
the  category  "not  computed."  The  statistics  on 
value-income    ratio    are    shown    only  for   one-family 


houses  on  less  than  10  acres  without  a  commercial 
establishment  or  medical  office  on  the  property.  The 
tabulations  also  exclude  mobile  homes  and  trailers 
and  units  in  cooperatives  and  condominiums. 

Gross  rent  as  percentage  of  income.— Gross  rent  is  the 
summation  of  contract  rent  plus  the  estimated 
average  cost  of  utilities  (water,  electricity,  gas)  and 
fuels  (oil,  coal,  kerosene,  wood,  etc.),  if  these  items 
are  paid  for  by  the  renter,  in  addition  to  rent.  Yearly 


gross  rent  is  expressed  as  a  percentage  of  the  total 
income  in  1969  of  the  family  or  primary  individual. 
The  percentage  was  computed  separately  for  each 
unit  and  was  rounded  to  the  nearest  whole  number. 
Units  for  which  no  cash  rent  is  paid  and  units 
occupied  by  families  or  primary  individuals  who 
reported  no  income  or  a  net  loss  comprise  the 
category  "not  computed."  One-family  houses  on  ten 
acres  or  more  are  excluded  from  the  statistics  on 
gross  rent  as  a  percentage  of  income. 
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Husband-wife  families  with  no  nonrelatives  comprised  slightly  more  than  three-quarters 
of  the  homeowner  households  in  the  United  States  in  1970.  Other  households  with  a 
male  head  and  those  with  a  female  head  were  4  percent  and  8  percent,  respectively,  of  the 
homeowner  households.  About  1  out  of  10  owner  households  were  one-person 
households. 

Median  value  of  owner-occupied  one-family  homes  was  highest  among  husband-wife 
families  with  the  head  in  the  35  to  44  age  group  ($20,000)  and  lowest  for  one-person 
households  with  the  head  65  years  or  older  ($1 1,100).  Values  were  lowest  in  general  for 
all  types  of  households  with  head  65  years  old  or  over. 

Over  one-half  of  the  renter  households  were  husband-wife  families  with  no 
nonrelatives.  Husband-wife  households  paid  a  median  gross  rent  of  $116,  slightly  higher 
than  the  $108  median  for  all  renter  households.  Households  with  female  heads  had  a 
median  gross  rent  of  $105  and  one-person  households  had  the  lowest  median-$92. 
Similar  to  the  pattern  for  homeowners,  median  rents  were  lowest  for  renter  households 
with  the  head  over  65  years. 
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Nearly  nine  of  ten  owner-occupied  housing  units 
built  between  1960  and  1970  were  occupied  by 
husband-wife  households.  Homes  occupied  by  these 
families  had  a  median  value  of  $23,400,  slightly 
higher  than  the  median  value  of  $22,900  for  all 
homes  built  during  the  same  period.  Husband-wife 
families  occupied  four  out  of  five  owner  units  built 
between  1940  and  1960  and  two  out  of  three  such 
units  built  prior  to  1940. 

Similar  trends,  though  not  as  pronounced,  are 
apparent  in  renter-occupied  housing.  Husband-wife 
families  occupied  57  percent  of  renter  units  built 
between  1960  and  1970.  Their  median  gross  rent  was 
$155  compared  with  $149  for  all  renter-occupied 
units  built  during  the  same  decade.  Husband-wife 
households  occupied  57  percent  of  the  rental  units 
built  from  1940  to  1960  and  48  percent  of  the  units 
built  prior  to  1940. 

Owner  and  renter  households  that  were  recent 
movers  occupied  units  with  a  higher  value  or  gross 
rent.  Homeowners  that  moved  during  the  1960's 
moved  into  units  that  had  a  median  value  in  1970  of 
$18,900;  homes  of  owners  that  moved  in  the  1950's 
had  a  median  value  of  $16,800,  compared  with 
$12,300  for  those  that  moved  prior  to  1950.  Simi- 
larly, renter  households  that  moved  in  the  1960's 
paid  a  median  gross  rent  in  1970  of  $1 11;  those  that 
moved  in  the  1950's  paid  $90;  and  those  that  moved 
prior  to  1950  had  the  lowest  median  gross  rent— $84. 

DEFINITIONS 

Housing  units.— Living  quarters  are  classified  in  the 
census  as  either  housing  units  or  group  quarters. 
Usually,  living  quarters  are  in  structures  intended  for 
residential  use  (e.g.,  a  one-family  home,  apartment 
house,  hotel  or  motel,  boarding  house,  mobile  home 
or  trailer,  etc.).  Living  quarters  may  also  be  in 
structures  intended  for  nonresidential  use  (e.g.,  the 
rooms  in  a  warehouse  where  a  watchman  lives),  as 
well  as  in  tents,  caves,  old  railroad  cars,  etc.

Head  of  household.— One  person  in  each  household  is 
designated  as  the  "head,"  that  is,  the  person  who  is 
regarded  as  the  head  by  the  members  of  the  house- 
hold. However,  if  a  married  women  living  with  her 
husband  is  reported  as  the  head,  her  husband  was 
considered  the  head  for  the  purpose  of  simplifying 
the  tabulations. 

Household  composition.— Statistics  by  age  of  head  are 
presented  separately  for  two-or-more  person  house- 
holds and  for  one-person  households.  Households 
having  two  or  more  persons  are  further  subdivided  as 
follows: 

Male  head,  wife  present,  no  nonrelatives.— Each 
household  in  this  group  consists  of  the  head  and 
his  wife,  and  other  persons,  if  any,  all  of  whom  are 
related  to  him. 

Other  male  head.— This  category  includes  house- 
holds with  male  head,  wife  present,  with  nonrela- 
tives living  with  them;  male  heads  who  are 
married,  but  with  wife  absent  because  of  separa- 
tion or  other  reason  where  husband  and  wife 
maintain  separate  residences;  and  male  heads  who 
are  widowed,  divorced,  or  single. 

Female  head.— This  group  comprises  households 
with  female  heads  regardless  of  their  marital 
status.  Included  are  female  heads  with  no  spouse 
and  female  heads  whose  husbands  are  living  away 
from  their  families,  as  for  example,  husbands  in 
the  Armed  Forces  living  on  military  installations. 

Households  consisting  of  only  one  person  are 
shown  separately  as  "one-person  households"  and  are 
not  included  in  the  subcategories  "other  male  head" 
and  "female  head." 

Nonrelative.— A  nonrelative  of  the  head  is  any  person 
in  the  household  who  is  not  related  to  the  head  by 
blood,  marriage,  or  adoption.  Roomers,  boarders, 
lodgers,  partners,  resident  employees,  wards,  and 
foster  children  are  included  in  this  category. 


Family  or  primary  individual.— Housing  units  are 
occupied  by  either  "families"  or  "primary  in- 
dividuals." The  term  "family"  refers  to  the  head  of  a 
household  and  all  (one  or  more)  other  persons  living 
in  the  same  household  who  are  related  to  the  head  by 
blood,  marriage,  or  adoption.  If  the  head  lives  alone 
or  with  nonrelatives  only,  then  the  head  is  considered 
a  "primary  individual." 

Married  couples  related  to  the  head  of  a  family  are 
included  in  the  family  and  are  not  considered  as 
separate  families.  A  lodger,  servant,  or  other  person 
unrelated  to  the  head  is  considered  a  member  of  the 
household  but  not  of  the  family. 

In  the  statistics  on  household  composition, 
families  are  always  included  in  one  of  the  three  major 
groups  of  two-or-more  person  households.  Primary 
individuals  with  nonrelatives  living  with  them  are 
tabulated  as  "other  male  head"  or  "female  head." 
Primary  individuals  living  alone  are  always  tabulated 
as  "one-person  households." 

Income  in  1969.— Income  is  the  sum  of  the  amounts 
reported  for  wage  and  salary  income,  net  self- 
employment  income,  Social  Security  or  railroad 
retirement  income,  public  assistance  or  welfare 
income,  and  all  other  income.  The  figures  represent 
the  amount  of  income  received  before  deductions  for 
personal  income  taxes,  Social  Security,  bond  pur- 
chases, union  dues,  health  insurance  premiums, 
Medicare  deductions,  etc. 

In  this  report,  the  statistics  relate  to  the  income  of 
the  family  or  primary  individual  occupying  the 
housing  unit;  that  is,  the  sum  of  the  income  of  the 
head  of  the  family  and  all  other  members  of  the 
family  14  years  old  and  over  or  the  income  of  the 
primary  individual.  Incomes  of  persons  living  in  the 
unit  but  not  related  to  the  head  of  the  household  are 
not  included  in  this  sum. 

Value.— Value  is  the  respondent's  estimate  of  how 
much  the  property  (house  and  lot)  would  sell  for,  if  it 
were  for  sale.  For  vacant  units,  value  is  the  price 
asked  for  the  property.  The  statistics  on  value  are 
shown  only  for  one-family  houses  on  less  than  10 
acres  without  a  commercial  establishment  or  medical 
office  on  the  property.  The  value  tabulations  also 
exclude  mobile  homes  and  trailers  and  units  in 
cooperatives  and  condominiums. 


Gross  rent.— The  computed  rent  termed  "gross  rent" 
is  the  contract  rent  plus  the  estimated  average 
monthly  cost  of  utilities  (electricity,  gas,  water)  and 
fuels  (oil,  coal,  kerosene,  wood,  etc.),  if  these  items 
are  paid  for  by  the  renter  (or  paid  for  him  by 
someone  else,  such  as  a  relative,  welfare  agency,  or 
friend)  in  addition  to  rent.  Contract  rent  is  the 
monthly  rent  agreed  to,  or  contracted  for,  regardless 
of  any  furnishings,  utilities,  or  services  that  may  be 
included.  Thus,  gross  rent  is  intended  to  eliminate 
differentials  which  result  from  varying  practices  with 
respect  to  the  inclusion  of  utilities  and  fuel  as  part  of 
the  rental  payment. 

The  statistics  on  rent  exclude  one-family  houses 
on  ten  acres  or  more.  Renter  units  occupied  without 
payment  of  cash  rent  are  shown  separately  as  "no 
cash  rent"  in  the  rent  tabulations. 


Medians.— The  median,  which  is  a  type  of  average,  is 
the  middle  value  in  a  distribution;  i.e.,  the  median 
divides  the  distribution  into  two  equal  parts— one-half 
the  cases  fall  below  the  median  and  one-half  the  cases 
exceed  the  median.  Medians  for  gross  rent  are 
rounded  to  the  nearest  dollar  and  for  value  to  the 
nearest  hundred  dollars.  When  the  median  falls  in  the 
lower  terminal  category  of  an  open-end  distribution, 
the  method  of  presentation  is  to  show  the  initial 
value  of  the  next  category  followed  by  a  minus  sign; 
thus,  for  example,  if  the  median  falls  in  the  category 
"Less  than  $5,000,"  it  is  shown  as  "$5,000-."  When 
the  median  falls  in  the  upper  terminal  category  of  an 
open-end  distribution,  the  method  of  presentation  is 
to  show  the  initial  value  of  the  terminal  category 
followed  by  a  plus  sign;  thus,  for  example,  if  the 
median  falls  in  the  category  "$50,000  or  more,"  it  is 
shown  as  "$50,000+."

Real  Estate  Tax  Data  for  Homeowner 

Properties  for  the  United  States 

and  Regions:    1971 


Homeowners  in  the  United  States  in  1970  paid  an  average  of  $21  in  real  estate  taxes 
per  $1,000  of  market  value  of  their  homes.  There  was  some  variation  among  the  regions. 
The  relationship  of  taxes  to  value  in  the  North  Central  and  West  regions  was  about  the 
same  as  the  national  average.  The  figure  was  higher  than  the  national  average  in  the 
Northeast  region— $29,  and  lower  in  the  South  region— $14. 

The  same  regional  pattern  is  evident  when  real  estate  taxes  are  related  to  income. 
Nationwide,  homeowners  spent  an  average  5  percent  of  their  income  for  real  estate  taxes. 
About  this  same  percentage  prevailed  in  the  North  Central  and  West  regions.  In  the 
Northeast  region,  however,  the  figure  was  7  percent,  and  in  the  South  region,  3  percent. 

There  is  also  a  relationship  between  level  of  income  and  the  percentage  of  income  paid 
for  real  estate  taxes.  For  the  United  States,  homeowners  with  incomes  of  less  than  $2,000 
spent  an  average  of  17  percent  of  their  income  for  real  estate  taxes,  while  those  in  the 
$25,000  or  more  bracket  spent  an  average  of  only  3  percent  for  taxes. 

The  proportion  of  income  spent  for  real  estate  taxes  varies  to  some  extent  with  the  age 
of  the  homeowner.  Owners  in  the  65  years  and  over  age  group  spent  an  average  of  8 
percent  of  their  income,  as  compared  with  5  percent  for  all  age  groups.  This  also  reflects 
the  fact  that  incomes  of  homeowners  in  the  older  age  group  tend  to  be  somewhat  lower. 

Source  of  the  data. -The  statistics  presented  in  this  report  are  from  a  special  tabulation  of 
the  results  of  the  survey  of  Residential  Finance  published  in  Volume  V  of  the  1970 
Census  of  Housing,  Residential  Finance.  In  general,  the  figures  in  this  report  are  com-

parable  with  those  in  the  Volume  V  report.  However, 
there  are  differences  with  respect  to  the  residual 
categories— "not  reported"  (which  includes  "not 
computed")  and  "acquired  after  1969"— resulting 
from  different  processing  procedures. 

DEFINITIONS 

Property.— In  the  1970  Residential  Finance  Survey,  a 
mortgaged  property  comprises  all  of  the  buildings  and 
land  covered  by  a  single  first  mortgage.  Usually  all 
land  and  buildings  covered  by  a  single  mortgage  are 
adjacent  to  each  other,  but  in  some  cases  the  build- 
ings and  land  under  a  single  mortgage  are  scattered. 

If  the  property  was  not  mortgaged,  the  property 
was  defined  by  the  owner. 

Residential.— A  property  is  considered  residential  if 
half  or  more  of  the  floor  space  is  used  for  residential 
purposes.  If  the  owner  indicated  that  the  property 
consisted  primarily  of  buildings  or  land  which  were 
essentially  nonresidential  in  character,  the  property 
was  considered  nonresidential  and  out  of  the  scope  of 
this  survey. 

Housing  Unit.— A  housing  unit  is  a  house,  an  apart- 
ment, a  group  of  rooms,  or  a  single  room  occupied  or 
intended  for  occupancy  as  separate  living  quarters. 
Separate  living  quarters  are  those  in  which  the  occu- 
pants do  not  live  and  eat  with  any  other  persons  in 
the  structure  and  which  quarters  have  either  (1) 
direct  access  from  the  outside  of  the  building  or 
through  a  common  hall  or  (2)  complete  kitchen  facili- 
ties for  the  exclusive  use  of  the  occupants.  The  defini- 
tion of  "housing  unit"  is  the  same  as  that  used  in  the 
1970  census. 


A  homeowner  property  is  one  with  1  to  4  housing 
units,  at  least  one  of  which  was  occupied  by  the 
owner.  All  housing  units  on  the  property  were  in- 
cluded in  the  count,  regardless  of  the  number  of 
structures  in  which  they  are  located.  Persons  buying 
property  and  still  owing  money  were  considered 
owners,  whether  or  not  they  had  legal  title  to  the 
property. 

Real  estate  taxes.— This  is  the  amount  of  total  real 
estate  taxes  and  special  assessments  paid  on  the  prop- 
erty in  the  12-month  period  preceding  the  survey.  It 
includes  both  State  and  local  real  estate  taxes.  The 
respondent  was  requested  not  to  include  payments 
for  taxes  in  arrears  from  prior  years. 

The  "not  computed"  category  includes  properties 
for  which  no  taxes  were  paid. 

Value.— This  is  the  amount  the  owner  estimated  the 
property  would  sell  for  on  the  current  1971  market, 
under  ordinary  conditions  and  not  at  a  forced  sale. 
Owners  who  had  difficulty  estimating  the  value  of 
their  property  were  asked  to  specify  the  range  in 
which  they  thought  the  value  lay. 

If  the  owner  of  the  property  did  not  own  the  land 
on  which  the  building  stood,  the  land  value  was  to  be 
excluded  from  market  value.  In  cases  where  the  prop- 
erty included  more  than  one  building,  the  value  of 
the  entire  property  was  reported. 


Age  of  principal  owner.— The  respondent  was  asked 
to  designate  the  age  category  shown  on  the  question- 
naire which  applied  to  the  principal  owner's  age.  For 
properties  owned  jointly  by  husband  and  wife,  only 
the  husband's  age  was  reported. 


Nonfarm.— For  purposes  of  the  1970  Residential 
Finance  Survey,  a  property  is  classified  as  nonfarm  if 
it  had  1  to  4  housing  units  and  was  on  a  place  of  less 
than  10  acres,  or  if  it  had  5  or  more  units.  Properties 
which  were  essentially  farms  were  not  included. 

Homeowner  property.— In  the  1970  Residential 
Finance  Survey,  residential  properties  were  divided 
into  two  categories— "homeowner"  properties  and 
"rental  and  vacant"  properties. 


Income.— This  is  the  sum  of  money  received  from 
wages  or  salary,  self-employment,  and  other  sources 
by  the  owner,  the  spouse,  and  all  of  the  owner's  rela- 
tives who  lived  with  him.  The  respondent  was  asked 
to  report  an  annual  figure  for  the  past  12-month 
period.  It  is  believed  that  in  most  cases  income  for 
calendar  year  1970  was  reported,  inasmuch  as 
respondents  filled  the  schedules  in  early  1971.  Pro- 
perties whose  owners  reported  no  income  (or  a  loss) 
are  included  in  the  "not  computed"  category. 


The  income  data  include  in  the  lowest  income 
group  (less  than  $2,000)  those  that  were  classified  as 
having  no  income  as  defined  in  this  survey.  Many 
owners  who  reported  no  or  very  low  income  were 
living  on  income  "in  kind,"  savings,  or  gifts;  were 
newly  created  families;  or  were  families  in  which  the 
sole  bread  winner  had  recently  died  or  left  the  house- 
hold. However,  many  of  the  owners  in  this  category 
probably  had  some  money  income  which  was  not 
reported. 

Symbols.— A  dash  "-"  signifies  zero  or  less  than  50. 
Three  dots  ".  .  ."  mean  not  applicable. 

SAMPLE  DESIGN 

Estimates  for  the  1970  Residential  Finance  Survey 
were  produced  from  a  probability  sample  of 
residential  homeowner  and  rental  properties.  The 
properties  were  obtained  by  selecting  a  sample  of 
addresses  enumerated  in  the  1970  Census  and 
identifying  the  properties  associated  with  the  sample 
addresses.  The  sample  were  selected  in  357  areas  com- 
prising 701  counties  and  independent  cities  with 
coverage  in  each  of  the  50  states  and  the  District  of 
Columbia. 

The  data  for  the  survey  was  obtained  from  the 
questionnaires  mailed  to  the  property  owners  and  to 
the  firm  or  person  to  whom  payments  were  made  for 
mortgages  on  the  property. 

Approximately  64,800  properties  were  designated 
for  the  sample.  Of  this  number,  data  were  obtained 
for  about  26,600  homeowner  properties,  6,800  rental 
properties  with  1-4  units,  4,300  rental  properties  with 
5-49  units,  and  11,400  rental  properties  with  50  or 
more  units.  The  remaining  15,700  properties  included 
those  not  within  the  scope  of  this  survey  (13,700) 
and  those  for  which  no  data  were  obtained  (2,000).  A 
more  complete  description  of  the  sample  design  and 
estimation  procedures  may  be  found  in  Volume  V  of 
the  1970  Census  of  Housing. 

RELIABILITY  OF  THE  ESTIMATES 

Sampling  variability.— The  particular  sample  used  for 
this  survey  is  only  one  of  a  large  number  of  possible 
samples  of  the  same  size  that  could  have  been 
selected  using  the  same  sample  design,  sample  selec- 


tion procedures,  questionnaires,  measurement  pro- 
cedures, and  interviewers.  Estimates  derived  from 
different  samples  would  differ  from  each  other.  The 
standard  error  of  a  survey  estimate  is  a  measure  of  the 
variation  among  the  estimates  from  all  possible 
samples  and  is,  therefore,  a  measure  of  the  precision 
with  which  an  estimate  from  a  particular  sample 
approximates  the  average  result  of  all  possible 
samples.  The  estimate  and  its  associated  standard 
error  may  be  used  to  construct  a  confidence  interval; 
that  is,  an  interval  having  prescribed  probability  that 
it  would  include  the  average  result  of  all  possible 
samples.  The  chances  are  about  68  out  of  100  that 
the  survey  estimate  will  differ  from  the  average  result 
of  all  possible  samples  by  less  than  one  standard  error 
(plus  or  minus).  Similarly,  the  chances  are  about  95 
out  of  100  that  the  difference  would  be  less  than 
twice  the  standard  error  and  99  out  of  100  chances 
that  it  would  be  less  than  IV*.  times  the  standard 
error. 

In  addition  to  sampling  error,  the  survey  estimates 
are  subject  to  nonsampling  errors.  These  errors  can  be 
attributed  to  many  sources:  incorrect  or  incomplete 
reporting  by  the  owner  and/or  lender,  substitution 
for  missing  data,  and  mistakes  in  transcription,  cod- 
ing, and  processing  of  the  data.  Such  errors  also  occur 
in  complete  censuses. 

The  accuracy  of  a  survey  estimate  is  determined 
by  the  joint  effect  of  sampling  and  nonsampling 
errors. 

The  standard  error  tables  provide  an  indication  of 
the  order  of  magnitude  of  the  standard  error  rather 
than  the  precise  standard  error  for  a  specific  charac- 
teristic. In  addition,  the  standard  errors  partially 
measure  the  effect  of  random  response  errors  but  do 
not  reflect  any  systematic  biases  in  the  data. 

Standard  error  of  estimated  number  or  percent  of 
properties.— The  figures  shown  in  tables  A  through  C 
are  approximate  standard  errors  for  estimates  of  the 
number  and  percent  of  homeowner  properties.  For 
estimates  not  shown  in  these  tables,  linear  interpola- 
tion will  provide  reasonably  accurate  estimates  of  the 
standard  errors. 

Standard  error  of  a  difference.— The  standard  errors 
shown   in  the  tables  are  not  directly  applicable  to 


differences  between  two  sample  estimates.  The 
standard  error  of  a  difference  is  approximately  the 
square  root  of  the  sum  of  the  squares  of  each  stand- 
ard error  considered  separately.  This  formula  will 
represent  the  actual  standard  error  quite  accurately 
for  the  difference  between  characteristics  in  two 
different  areas  or  for  the  difference  between  separate 
and  uncorrelated  characteristics  in  the  same  area.  If, 
however,  there  is  a  high  positive  correlation  between 
the  two  characteristics,  this  formula  will  overestimate 
the  true  standard  error.  If  the  correlation  is  negative, 
the  formula  will  underestimate  the  standard  error. 


Standard  error  of  estimated  mean.— The  figures 
shown  in  tables  B  and  C  are  approximate  coefficients 
of  variation  for  the  estimated  means  provided  in  this 
report.  The  standard  error  is  obtained  by  multiplying 
the  mean  by  the  appropriate  coefficient  of  variation 
and  dividing  the  result  by  100.  For  example,  table  1 
shows  the  mean  real  estate  tax  per  $1,000  value  for 
per  1-unit  homeowner  properties  in  the  United  States 
is  $21.  The  coefficient  of  variation  for  this  estimate 
obtained  from  Table  B  is  one  percent.  The  standard 
error  of  the  mean  is  approximately  $.21,  i.e., 
($21.00  x  1)/100.

1960  and  1971 


(The  data  presented  here  are  extracted  from  Volume  V  of  the  1970  Census  of  Housing,  Residential 
Finance,  which  contains  additional  information  for  the  United  States  and  regions  as  well  as  more 
detailed  technical  explanations.) 

Four  out  of  ten  (38  percent)  first  mortgages  made  during  the  period  1967  through 
early  1971  on  1-unit  homeowner  properties  were  held  by  savings  and  loan  associations. 
Commercial  banks  and  trust  companies  held  21  percent  and  mutual  savings  banks,  10 
percent. 

As  shown  in  tables  1  and  2,  these  three  types  of  financial  institutions  have  maintained 
their  position  in  the  home  mortgage  market  (accounting  for  over  two-thirds  of  the 
mortgages  made  during  the  1967-1971  period)  relative  to  mortgages  made  during  the 
1957-1960  period;  while  life  insurance  companies  registered  a  decline  from  10  percent  to 
3  percent.  Individuals  were  also  less  important  as  makers  of  new  mortgages  during  the 
later  period,  down  from  14  to  9  percent. 

As  was  also  true  in  the  late  fifties,  mutal  savings  banks  and  life  insurance  companies 
make  the  larger  loans,  with  median  first  mortgage  loan  amounts  of  $17,000  and  $16,800, 
respectively,  in  the  late  sixties,  well  above  the  national  median  of  $14,600.  In  1960  the 
median  loan  amount  for  these  two  types  of  institutions  was  $11,600  and  $12,800, 
respectively,  compared  with  an  overall  median  of  $9,500. 
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The  1960  survey  found  that  72  percent  of  the 
5,652,000  mortgages  made  in  the  years  immediately 
preceding  the  survey  were  made  at  the  time  the 
property  was  acquired.  The  1971  survey  found  82 
percent  of  the  6,892,000  such  mortgages  were  so 
placed. 

Interest  rates  of  7  percent  or  more  were  reported 
for  roughly  three  of  every  five  mortgages  made  in  the 
later  1960's.  In  the  late  1950's  only  about  one  of 
every  20  mortgages  had  interest  rates  in  this  range. 

The  median  term  of  new  mortgages  is  5.6  years 
longer  than  the  median  term  of  mortgages  made 
during  the  earlier  period.  The  median  terms  of 
mortgages  made  by  commercial  banks  and  savings  and 
loan  associations  both  increased  by  about  the  same 
number  of  years. 

First  mortgage  loan-to-purchase  price  ratios  have 
risen  from  a  median  of  81  percent  in  the  1960  survey 
to  88  percent  in  the  1971  survey.  Commercial  banks 
and  trust  companies  maintain  the  lowest  ratio,  76 
percent  in  the  latest  survey. 

DEFINITIONS 

Property.— In  the  1970  Residential  Finance  Survey,  a 
mortgaged  property  comprises  all  of  the  buildings  and 
land  covered  by  a  single  first  mortgage.  Usually  all 
land  and  buildings  covered  by  a  single  mortgage  are 
adjacent  to  each  other,  but  in  some  cases  the  build- 
ings and  land  under  a  single  mortgage  are  scattered. 

If  the  property  was  not  mortgaged,  the  property 
was  defined  by  the  owner. 

Residential.— A  property  is  considered  residential  if 
half  or  more  of  the  floor  space  is  used  for  residential 
purposes.  If  the  owner  indicated  that  the  property 
consisted  primarily  of  buildings  or  land  which  were 
essentially  nonresidential  in  character,  the  property 
was  considered  nonresidential  and  out  of  the  scope  of 
this  survey. 

Housing  Unit.— A  housing  unit  is  a  house,  an  apart- 
ment, a  group  of  rooms,  or  a  single  room  occupied  or 
intended  for  occupancy  as  separate  living  quarters. 
Separate  living  quarters  are  those  in  which  the  occu- 
pants do  not  live  and  eat  with  any  other  persons  in 
the    structure   and  which   quarters   have   either   (1) 


direct  access  from  the  outside  of  the  building  or 
through  a  common  hall  or  (2)  complete  kitchen  facili- 
ties for  the  exclusive  use  of  the  occupants.  The  defini- 
tion of  "housing  unit"  is  the  same  as  that  used  in  the 
1970  census. 

Nonfarm.— For  purposes  of  the  1970  Residential 
Finance  Survey,  a  property  is  classified  as  nonfarm  if 
it  had  1  to  4  housing  units  and  was  on  a  place  of  less 
than  10  acres,  or  if  it  had  5  or  more  units.  Properties 
which  were  essentially  farms  were  not  included. 

Homeowner  property.— In  the  1970  Residential 
Finance  Survey,  residential  properties  were  divided 
into  two  categories— "homeowner"  properties  and 
"rental  and  vacant"  properties. 

A  homeowner  property  is  one  with  1  to  4  housing 
units,  at  least  one  of  which  was  occupied  by  the 
owner.  All  housing  units  on  the  property  were  in- 
cluded in  the  count,  regardless  of  the  number  of 
structures  in  which  they  are  located.  Persons  buying 
property  and  still  owing  money  were  considered 
owners,  whether  or  not  they  had  legal  title  to  the 
property. 

Symbols.— A  dash  "-"  signifies  zero  or  less  than  500. 
Three  dots  "..."  mean  not  applicable. 

SAMPLE  DESIGN 

Estimates  for  the  1970  Residential  Finance  Survey 
were  produced  from  a  probability  sample  of 
residential  homeowner  and  rental  properties.  The 
properties  were  obtained  by  selecting  a  sample  of 
addresses  enumerated  in  the  1970  Census  and 
identifying  the  properties  associated  with  the  sample 
addresses.  The  sample  were  selected  in  357  areas  com- 
prising 701  counties  and  independent  cities  with 
coverage  in  each  of  the  50  states  and  the  District  of 
Columbia. 

The  data  for  the  survey  was  obtained  from  the 
questionnaires  mailed  to  the  property  owners  and  to 
the  firm  or  person  to  whom  payments  were  made  for 
mortgages  on  the  property. 

Approximately  64,800  properties  were  designated 
for  the  sample.  Of  this  number,  data  were  obtained 
for  about  26,600  homeowner  properties,  6,800  rental 


properties  with  1-4  units,  4,300  rental  properties  with 
5-49  units,  and  11,400  rental  properties  with  50  or 
more  units.  The  remaining  15,700  properties  included 
those  not  within  the  scope  of  this  survey  (13,700) 
and  those  for  which  no  data  were  obtained  (2,000).  A 
more  complete  description  of  the  sample  design  and 
estimation  procedures  may  be  found  in  Volume  V  of 
the  1970  Census  of  Housing. 

RELIABILITY  OF  THE  ESTIMATES 

Sampling  variability.— The  particular  sample  used  for 
this  survey  is  only  one  of  a  large  number  of  possible 
samples  of  the  same  size  that  could  have  been 
selected  using  the  same  sample  design,  sample  selec- 
tion procedures,  questionnaires,  measurement  pro- 
cedures, and  interviewers.  Estimates  derived  from 
different  samples  would  differ  from  each  other.  The 
standard  error  of  a  survey  estimate  is  a  measure  of  the 
variation  among  the  estimates  from  all  possible 
samples  and  is,  therefore,  a  measure  of  the  precision 
with  which  an  estimate  from  a  particular  sample 
approximates  the  average  result  of  all  possible 
samples.  The  estimate  and  its  associated  standard 
error  may  be  used  to  construct  a  confidence  interval; 
that  is,  an  interval  having  prescribed  probability  that 
it  would  include  the  average  result  of  all  possible 
samples.  The  chances  are  about  68  out  of  100  that 
the  survey  estimate  will  differ  from  the  average  result 
of  all  possible  samples  by  less  than  one  standard  error 
(plus  or  minus).  Similarly,  the  chances  are  about  95 
out  of  100  that  the  difference  would  be  less  than 
twice  the  standard  error  and  99  out  of  100  chances 
that  it  would  be  less  than  2Vz  times  the  standard 
error. 

In  addition  to  sampling  error,  the  survey  estimates 
are  subject  to  nonsampling  errors.  These  errors  can  be 


attributed  to  many  sources:  incorrect  or  incomplete 
reporting  by  the  owner  and/or  lender,  substitution 
for  missing  data,  and  mistakes  in  transcription,  cod- 
ing, and  processing  of  the  data.  Such  errors  also  occur 
in  complete  censuses. 

The  accuracy  of  a  survey  estimate  is  determined 
by  the  joint  effect  of  sampling  and  nonsampling 
errors. 

The  standard  error  tables  provide  an  indication  of 
the  order  of  magnitude  of  the  standard  error  rather 
than  the  precise  standard  error  for  a  specific  charac- 
teristic. In  addition,  the  standard  errors  partially 
measure  the  effect  of  random  response  errors  but  do 
not  reflect  any  systematic  biases  in  the  data. 

Standard  error  of  estimated  number  or  percent  of 
properties.— The  figures  which  are  shown  in  table  A 
are  approximate  standard  errors  for  estimates  of  the 
number  and  percent  of  homeowner  properties.  For 
estimates  not  shown  in  these  tables,  linear  interpola- 
tion will  provide  reasonably  accurate  estimates  of  the 
standard  errors. 

Standard  error  of  a  difference.— The  standard  errors 
shown  in  the  tables  are  not  directly  applicable  to 
differences  between  two  sample  estimates.  The 
standard  error  of  a  difference  is  approximately  the 
square  root  of  the  sum  of  the  squares  of  each  stand- 
ard error  considered  separately.  This  formula  will 
represent  the  actual  standard  error  quite  accurately 
for  the  difference  between  characteristics  in  two 
different  areas  or  for  the  difference  between  separate 
and  uncorrelated  characteristics  in  the  same  area.  If, 
however,  there  is  a  high  positive  correlation  between 
the  two  characteristics,  this  formula  will  overestimate 
the  true  standard  error.  If  the  correlation  is  negative, 
the  formula  will  underestimate  the  standard  error.

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SUPPLEMENTARY  REPORT 


Income  of  Homeowners  of  Mortgaged 

Properties  Acquired  in  1967-1971, 

for  the  United  States:    1971 


(The  data  presented  here  are  extracted  from  Volume  V  of  the  1970  Census  of  Housing,  Residential 
Finance,  which  presents  additional  information  for  the  United  States  and  regions  as  well  as  more 
detailed  technical  explanations.) 

The  median  income  of  homeowners  acquiring  1-housing-unit  mortgaged  properties  during 
the  period  1967  through  early  1971  was  $1 1,900.  Most  of  these  properties  were  acquired 
by  purchase  with  one  or  more  new  mortgages  being  made  at  the  time  of  purchase. 
However,  22  percent  of  the  owners  assumed  a  mortgage  already  on  the  property. 

Median  total  mortgage  loan  as  percent  of  purchase  price  for  all  properties  recently 
purchased  was  86  percent.  The  median  percents  range  from  90  percent  for  the  lowest 
income  group  to  72  percent  for  the  highest.  The  fact  that  the  higher  income  households 
made  more  substantial  downpayments  is  probably  related  in  part  to  the  fact  that  a  larger 
proportion  of  them  could  utilize  the  proceeds  from  sales  of  previous  homes. 

The  ratio  of  purchase  price  to  income  declined  as  income  increased.  For  example,  the 
price  paid  by  homeowners  with  incomes  of  $4,000  to  $5,999  was  on  the  average  2.3 
times  their  annual  income,  while  those  with  incomes  of  $25,000  or  more  purchased 
homes  at  a  price  that  was  1.2  times  their  annual  income. 

Homeowners  in  the  lower  income  groups  spent  larger  shares  of  their  incomes  for 
selected  housing  costs  than  those  with  higher  incomes.  The  median  percent  of  housing 
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costs  to  income  was  13  percent  for  homeowners  with 
annual  incomes  of  $25,000  or  more,  compared  with 
the  median  of  33  percent  for  those  with  incomes  of 
$4,000  to  $5,999.  The  median  share  of  income  spent 
for  housing  by  all  homeowners  was  19  percent. 

DEFINITIONS 

Property.— In  the  1970  Residential  Finance  Survey,  a 
mortgaged  property  comprises  all  of  the  buildings  and 
land  covered  by  a  single  first  mortgage.  Usually  all 
land  and  buildings  covered  by  a  single  mortgage  are 
adjacent  to  each  other,  but  in  some  cases  the  build- 
ings and  land  under  a  single  mortgage  are  scattered. 

If  the  property  was  not  mortgaged,  the  property 
was  defined  by  the  owner. 

Residential.— A  property  is  considered  residential  if 
half  or  more  of  the  floor  space  is  used  for  residential 
purposes.  If  the  owner  indicated  that  the  property 
consisted  primarily  of  buildings  or  land  which  were 
essentially  nonresidential  in  character,  the  property 
was  considered  nonresidential  and  out  of  the  scope  of 
this  survey. 

Housing  Unit.— A  housing  unit  is  a  house,  an  apart- 
ment, a  group  of  rooms,  or  a  single  room  occupied  or 
intended  for  occupancy  as  separate  living  quarters. 
Separate  living  quarters  are  those  in  which  the  occu- 
pants do  not  live  and  eat  with  any  other  persons  in 
the  structure  and  which  quarters  have  either  (1) 
direct  access  from  the  outside  of  the  building  or 
through  a  common  hall  or  (2)  complete  kitchen  facili- 
ties for  the  exclusive  use  of  the  occupants.  The  defini- 
tion of  "housing  unit"  is  the  same  as  that  used  in  the 
1970  census. 

Nonfarm.— For  purposes  of  the  1970  Residential 
Finance  Survey,  a  property  is  classified  as  nonfarm  if 
it  had  1  to  4  housing  units  and  was  on  a  place  of  less 
than  10  acres,  or  if  it  had  5  or  more  units.  Properties 
which  were  essentially  farms  were  not  included. 

Homeowner  property.— In  the  1970  Residential 
Finance  Survey,  residential  properties  were  divided 
into    two    categories— "homeowner"    properties   and 


"rental  and  vacant"  properties. 

A  homeowner  property  is  one  with  1  to  4  housing 
units,  at  least  one  of  which  was  occupied  by  the 
owner.  All  housing  units  on  the  property  were  in- 
cluded in  the  count,  regardless  of  the  number  of 
structures  in  which  they  are  located.  Persons  buying 
property  and  still  owing  money  were  considered 
owners,  whether  or  not  they  had  legal  title  to  the 
property. 

Income.— This  is  the  sum  of  money  received  from 
wages  or  salary,  self-employment,  and  other  sources 
by  the  owner,  the  spouse,  and  all  of  the  owner's  rela- 
tives who  lived  with  him.  The  respondent  was  asked 
to  report  an  annual  figure  for  the  past  12-month 
period.  It  is  believed  that  in  most  cases  income  for 
calendar  year  1970  was  reported,  inasmuch  as 
respondents  filled  the  schedules  in  early  1971.  Pro- 
perties whose  owners  reported  no  income  (or  a  loss) 
are  included  in  the  "not  computed"  category. 

The  income  data  include  in  the  lowest  income 
group  (less  than  $2,000)  those  that  were  classified  as 
having  no  income  as  defined  in  this  survey.  Many 
owners  who  reported  no  or  very  low  income  were 
living  on  income  "in  kind,"  savings,  or  gifts;  were 
newly  created  families;  or  were  families  in  which  the 
sole  bread  winner  had  recently  died  or  left  the  house- 
hold. However,  many  of  the  owners  in  this  category 
probably  had  some  money  income  which  was  not 
reported. 

Selected  monthly  housing  costs.— This  amount  is  the 
sum  of  payments  for  real  estate  taxes,  special 
assessments  (if  any),  property  insurance,  utilities, 
fuel,  water,  ground  rent  (if  any),  and,  if  the  property 
is  mortgaged,  interest  and  principal  payments  on  all 
mortgages,  plus  any  other  items  included  in  the 
mortgage  payment. 

Symbols.— A  dash  "-"  signifies  zero  or  less  than  500. 
Three  dots  "..."  mean  not  applicable. 

SAMPLE  DESIGN 

Estimates  for  the  1970  Residential  Finance  Survey 
were     produced     from     a     probability     sample     of 


residential  homeowner  and  rental  properties.  The 
properties  were  obtained  by  selecting  a  sample  of 
addresses  enumerated  in  the  1970  Census  and 
identifying  the  properties  associated  with  the  sample 
addresses.  The  sample  were  selected  in  357  areas  com- 
prising 701  counties  and  independent  cities  with 
coverage  in  each  of  the  50  states  and  the  District  of 
Columbia. 

The  data  for  the  survey  was  obtained  from  the 
questionnaires  mailed  to  the  property  owners  and  to 
the  firm  or  person  to  whom  payments  were  made  for 
mortgages  on  the  property. 

Approximately  64,800  properties  were  designated 
for  the  sample.  Of  this  number,  data  were  obtained 
for  about  26,600  homeowner  properties,  6,800  rental 
properties  with  1-4  units,  4,300  rental  properties  with 
5-49  units,  and  11,400  rental  properties  with  50  or 
more  units.  The  remaining  15,700  properties  included 
those  not  within  the  scope  of  this  survey  (13,700) 
and  those  for  which  no  data  were  obtained  (2,000).  A 
more  complete  description  of  the  sample  design  and 
estimation  procedures  may  be  found  in  Volume  V  of 
the  1970  Census  of  Housing. 


(plus  or  minus).  Similarly,  the  chances  are  about  95 
out  of  100  that  the  difference  would  be  less  than 
twice  the  standard  error  and  99  out  of  100  chances 
that  it  would  be  less  than  2Y2  times  the  standard 
error. 

In  addition  to  sampling  error,  the  survey  estimates 
are  subject  to  nonsampling  errors.  These  errors  can  be 
attributed  to  many  sources:  incorrect  or  incomplete 
reporting  by  the  owner  and/or  lender,  substitution 
for  missing  data,  and  mistakes  in  transcription,  cod- 
ing, and  processing  of  the  data.  Such  errors  also  occur 
in  complete  censuses. 

The  accuracy  of  a  survey  estimate  is  determined 
by  the  joint  effect  of  sampling  and  nonsampling 
errors. 

The  standard  error  tables  provide  an  indication  of 
the  order  of  magnitude  of  the  standard  error  rather 
than  the  precise  standard  error  for  a  specific  charac- 
teristic. In  addition,  the  standard  errors  partially 
measure  the  effect  of  random  response  errors  but  do 
not  reflect  any  systematic  biases  in  the  data. 


RELIABILITY  OF  THE  ESTIMATES 

Sampling  variability.— The  particular  sample  used  for 
this  survey  is  only  one  of  a  large  number  of  possible 
samples  of  the  same  size  that  could  have  been 
selected  using  the  same  sample  design,  sample  selec- 
tion procedures,  questionnaires,  measurement  pro- 
cedures, and  interviewers.  Estimates  derived  from 
different  samples  would  differ  from  each  other.  The 
standard  error  of  a  survey  estimate  is  a  measure  of  the 
variation  among  the  estimates  from  all  possible 
samples  and  is,  therefore,  a  measure  of  the  precision 
with  which  an  estimate  from  a  particular  sample 
approximates  the  average  result  of  all  possible 
samples.  The  estimate  and  its  associated  standard 
error  may  be  used  to  construct  a  confidence  interval; 
that  is,  an  interval  having  prescribed  probability  that 
it  would  include  the  average  result  of  all  possible 
samples.  The  chances  are  about  68  out  of  100  that 
the  survey  estimate  will  differ  from  the  average  result 
of  all  possible  samples  by  less  than  one  standard  error 


Standard  error  of  estimated  number  or  percent  of 
properties.— The  figures  which  are  shown  in  table  A 
are  approximate  standard  errors  for  estimates  of  the 
number  and  percent  of  homeowner  properties.  For 
estimates  not  shown  in  these  tables,  linear  interpola- 
tion will  provide  reasonably  accurate  estimates  of  the 
standard  errors. 


Standard  error  of  a  difference.— The  standard  errors 
shown  in  the  tables  are  not  directly  applicable  to 
differences  between  two  sample  estimates.  The 
standard  error  of  a  difference  is  approximately  the 
square  root  of  the  sum  of  the  squares  of  each  stand- 
ard error  considered  separately.  This  formula  will 
represent  the  actual  standard  error  quite  accurately 
for  the  difference  between  characteristics  in  two 
different  areas  or  for  the  difference  between  separate 
and  uncorrelated  characteristics  in  the  same  area.  If, 
however,  there  is  a  high  positive  correlation  between 
the  two  characteristics,  this  formula  will  overestimate 
the  true  standard  error.  If  the  correlation  is  negative, 
the  formula  will  underestimate  the  standard  error.

(The  data  presented  here  are  extracted  from  Volume  V  of  the  1970  Census  of  Housing,  Residential 
Finance,  which  presents  additional  information  for  the  United  States  and  regions  as  well  as  more 
detailed  technical  explanations.) 

During  the  period  1967  through  early  1971,  about  7.5  million  one-unit  homeowner 
mortgaged  properties  were  purchased  in  the  United  States.  The  median  price  was  $18,900. 
This  report  provides  data  on  characteristics  of  these  recently  acquired  properties  and  their 
owners  in  relationship  to  purchase  price.  Excluded  are  purchases  of  new  one-unit 
homeowner  properties  which  were  added  to  the  housing  inventory  after  the  1970 
decennial  census  enumeration  in  April  1970. 

The  more  expensive  properties  tend  to  have  a  lower  ratio  of  total  mortgage  loan  to 
purchase  price.  One-third  (34  percent)  of  the  single-family  homes  costing  less  than 
$10,000  were  fully  mortgaged  (that  is,  the  mortgage  loan  or  loans  covered  the  entire 
purchase  price)  compared  with  only  2  percent  of  the  homes  costing  $35,000  or  more. 

As  expected,  the  amount  of  the  first  mortgage  increases  as  purchase  price  increases. 
This  is  reflected  in  the  increase  in  monthly  housing  costs,  most  of  which  is  accounted  for 
by  the  mortgage  payment.  The  median  monthly  housing  cost  rises  from  $91  for 
properties  with  a  purchase  price  of  less  than  $5,000  to  over  $300  for  those  purchased  at 
$35,000  or  more.  However,  there  is  little  difference  in  housing  costs  as  percent  of 
income,  with  the  median  percents  being  at  about  the  same  level  across  all  of  the  price 
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categories,  ranging  between  16  and  21  percent. 

"Savings"  was  the  chief  source  of  downpayment 
(45  percent)  of  single-family  homes  purchased  during 
this  period.  Owners  who  used  the  proceeds  from  the 
sale  of  their  previous  homes  as  downpayment  tended 
to  buy  more  expensive  new  homes,  with  about  half 
paying  $25,000  or  more. 

Veterans  purchased  more  expensive  houses  than 
nonveterans,  with  median  purchase  prices  of  $19,900 
and  $17,600,  respectively.  Of  the  veterans,  those  who 
served  during  the  Korean  conflict  purchased  the 
highest -priced  homes,  with  a  median  of  $22,300. 

In  the  majority  of  cases  a  new  mortgage  was  made 
at  the  time  the  property  was  acquired.  In  22  percent 
of  the  transactions,  the  present  owner  assumed  the 
first  mortgage  that  was  already  on  the  property. 

DEFINITIONS 

Property.— In  the  1970  Residential  Finance  Survey,  a 
mortgaged  property  comprises  all  of  the  buildings  and 
land  covered  by  a  single  first  mortgage.  Usually  all 
land  and  buildings  covered  by  a  single  mortgage  are 
adjacent  to  each  other,  but  in  some  cases  the  build- 
ings and  land  under  a  single  mortgage  are  scattered. 

If  the  property  was  not  mortgaged,  the  property 
was  defined  by  the  owner. 

Residential.— A  property  is  considered  residential  if 
half  or  more  of  the  floor  space  is  used  for  residential 
purposes.  If  the  owner  indicated  that  the  property 
consisted  primarily  of  buildings  or  land  which  were 
essentially  nonresidential  in  character,  the  property 
was  considered  nonresidential  and  out  of  the  scope  of 
this  survey. 

Housing  Unit.— A  housing  unit  is  a  house,  an  apart- 
ment, a  group  of  rooms,  or  a  single  room  occupied  or 
intended  for  occupancy  as  separate  living  quarters. 
Separate  living  quarters  are  those  in  which  the  occu- 
pants do  not  live  and  eat  with  any  other  persons  in 
the  structure  and  which  quarters  have  either  (1) 
direct  access  from  the  outside  of  the  building  or 
through  a  common  hall  or  (2)  complete  kitchen  facili- 
ties for  the  exclusive  use  of  the  occupants.  The  defini- 
tion of  "housing  unit"  is  the  same  as  that  used  in  the 
1970  census. 


Nonfarm.— For  purposes  of  the  1970  Residential 
Finance  Survey,  a  property  is  classified  as  nonfarm  if 
it  had  1  to  4  housing  units  and  was  on  a  place  of  less 
than  10  acres,  or  if  it  had  5  or  more  units.  Properties 
which  were  essentially  farms  were  not  included. 

Homeowner  property.— In  the  1970  Residential 
Finance  Survey,  residential  properties  were  divided 
into  two  categories— "homeowner"  properties  and 
"rental  and  vacant"  properties. 

A  homeowner  property  is  one  with  1  to  4  housing 
units,  at  least  one  of  which  was  occupied  by  the 
owner.  All  housing  units  on  the  property  were  in- 
cluded in  the  count,  regardless  of  the  number  of 
structures  in  which  they  are  located.  Persons  buying 
property  and  still  owing  money  were  considered 
owners,  whether  or  not  they  had  legal  title  to  the 
property. 

Income.— This  is  the  sum  of  money  received  from 
wages  or  salary,  self-employment,  and  other  sources 
by  the  owner,  the  spouse,  and  all  of  the  owner's  rela- 
tives who  lived  with  him.  The  respondent  was  asked 
to  report  an  annual  figure  for  the  past  12-month 
period.  It  is  believed  that  in  most  cases  income  for 
calendar  year  1970  was  reported,  inasmuch  as 
respondents  filled  the  schedules  in  early  1971.  Pro- 
perties whose  owners  reported  no  income  (or  a  loss) 
are  included  in  the  "not  computed"  category. 

The  income  data  include  in  the  lowest  income 
group  (less  than  $2,000)  those  that  were  classified  as 
having  no  income  as  defined  in  this  survey.  Many 
owners  who  reported  no  or  very  low  income  were 
living  on  income  "in  kind,"  savings,  or  gifts;  were 
newly  created  families;  or  were  families  in  which  the 
sole  bread  winner  had  recently  died  or  left  the  house- 
hold. However,  many  of  the  owners  in  this  category 
probably  had  some  money  income  which  was  not 
reported. 

Selected  monthly  housing  costs.— This  amount  is  the 
sum  of  payments  for  real  estate  taxes,  special 
assessments  (if  any),  property  insurance,  utilities, 
fuel,  water,  ground  rent  (if  any),  and,  if  the  property 
is  mortgaged,  interest  and  principal  payments  on  all 
mortgages,  plus  any  other  items  included  in  the 
mortgage  payment. 


Symbols.— A  dash  "-"  signifies  zero  or  less  than  500. 
Three  dots  "..."  mean  not  applicable. 

SAMPLE  DESIGN 

Estimates  for  the  1970  Residential  Finance  Survey 
were  produced  from  a  probability  sample  of 
residential  homeowner  and  rental  properties.  The 
properties  were  obtained  by  selecting  a  sample  of 
addresses  enumerated  in  the  1970  Census  and 
identifying  the  properties  associated  with  the  sample 
addresses.  The  sample  were  selected  in  357  areas  com- 
prising 701  counties  and  independent  cities  with 
coverage  in  each  of  the  50  states  and  the  District  of 
Columbia. 

The  data  for  the  survey  was  obtained  from  the 
questionnaires  mailed  to  the  property  owners  and  to 
the  firm  or  person  to  whom  payments  were  made  for 
mortgages  on  the  property. 

Approximately  64,800  properties  were  designated 
for  the  sample.  Of  this  number,  data  were  obtained 
for  about  26,600  homeowner  properties,  6,800  rental 
properties  with  1-4  units,  4,300  rental  properties  with 
5-49  units,  and  11,400  rental  properties  with  50  or 
more  units.  The  remaining  15,700  properties  included 
those  not  within  the  scope  of  this  survey  (13,700) 
and  those  for  which  no  data  were  obtained  (2,000).  A 
more  complete  description  of  the  sample  design  and 
estimation  procedures  may  be  found  in  Volume  V  of 
the  1970  Census  of  Housing. 

RELIABILITY  OF  THE  ESTIMATES 

Sampling  variability.— The  particular  sample  used  for 
this  survey  is  only  one  of  a  large  number  of  possible 
samples  of  the  same  size  that  could  have  been 
selected  using  the  same  sample  design,  sample  selec- 
tion procedures,  questionnaires,  measurement  pro- 
cedures, and  interviewers.  Estimates  derived  from 
different  samples  would  differ  from  each  other.  The 
standard  error  of  a  survey  estimate  is  a  measure  of  the 
variation  among  the  estimates  from  all  possible 
samples  and  is,  therefore,  a  measure  of  the  precision 
with  which  an  estimate  from  a  particular  sample 
approximates  the  average  result  of  all  possible 
samples.  The  estimate  and  its  associated  standard 
error  may  be  used  to  construct  a  confidence  interval; 
that  is,  an  interval  having  prescribed  probability  that 


it  would  include  the  average  result  of  all  possible 
samples.  The  chances  are  about  68  out  of  100  that 
the  survey  estimate  will  differ  from  the  average  result 
of  all  possible  samples  by  less  than  one  standard  error 
(plus  or  minus).  Similarly,  the  chances  are  about  95 
out  of  100  that  the  difference  would  be  less  than 
twice  the  standard  error  and  99  out  of  100  chances 
that  it  would  be  less  than  214  times  the  standard 
error. 

In  addition  to  sampling  error,  the  survey  estimates 
are  subject  to  nonsampling  errors.  These  errors  can  be 
attributed  to  many  sources:  incorrect  or  incomplete 
reporting  by  the  owner  and/or  lender,  substitution 
for  missing  data,  and  mistakes  in  transcription,  cod- 
ing, and  processing  of  the  data.  Such  errors  also  occur 
in  complete  censuses. 

The  accuracy  of  a  survey  estimate  is  determined 
by  the  joint  effect  of  sampling  and  nonsampling 
errors. 

The  standard  error  tables  provide  an  indication  of 
the  order  of  magnitude  of  the  standard  error  rather 
than  the  precise  standard  error  for  a  specific  charac- 
teristic. In  addition,  the  standard  errors  partially 
measure  the  effect  of  random  response  errors  but  do 
not  reflect  any  systematic  biases  in  the  data. 

Standard  error  of  estimated  number  or  percent  of 
properties.— The  figures  which  are  shown  in  table  A 
are  approximate  standard  errors  for  estimates  of  the 
number  and  percent  of  homeowner  properties.  For 
estimates  not  shown  in  these  tables,  linear  interpola- 
tion will  provide  reasonably  accurate  estimates  of  the 
standard  errors. 

Standard  error  of  a  difference.— The  standard  errors 
shown  in  the  tables  are  not  directly  applicable  to 
differences  between  two  sample  estimates.  The 
standard  error  of  a  difference  is  approximately  the 
square  root  of  the  sum  of  the  squares  of  each  stand- 
ard error  considered  separately.  This  formula  will 
represent  the  actual  standard  error  quite  accurately 
for  the  difference  between  characteristics  in  two 
different  areas  or  for  the  difference  between  separate 
and  uncorrelated  characteristics  in  the  same  area.  If, 
however,  there  is  a  high  positive  correlation  between 
the  two  characteristics,  this  formula  will  overestimate 
the  true  standard  error.  If  the  correlation  is  negative, 
the  formula  will  underestimate  the  standard  error.
